In  the  name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and  of 
the  Holy  Spirit.     Amen. 

Our  Father,  Eternal  God,  under  the  benign 
disposition  of  Thy  Divine  Providence,  and  by  the 
free  choice  of  our  fellow  citizens  we  meet  in  this 
venerable  chamber  of  civic  government.  On  this 
threshold  of  a  new  year,  the  opening  of  a  new 
session,  with  new  hopes,  new  opportunities,  we 
pause  to  pray  together.  Notwithstanding  the 
blessedly  fruitful  labors  of  good,  capable,  dedi- 
cated men  and  women,  our  labors,  the  sum  total 
of  all  our  efforts  will  be  merely  weakly,  pitifully 
human.

The  Chair  now  declares  a  short  recess  while  we 
await  the  arrival  of  his  Honor  the  Mayor. 

(Short  recess.) 

The  committee  appointed  to  escort  Mayor  John 
F.  Collins  to  the  chamber  retired  and  presently 
returned  in  company  with  the  Mayor,  who  was 
greeted  with  applause  upon  his  entrance. 

Chairman  CRAVEN — Members  of  the  City 
Council,  invited  and  honored  guests,  I  am  pleased 
to  present  the  Honorable  John  F.  Collins,  who  will 
now  deliver  his  annual  address.     Mayor  Collins. 

Annual  Address  op  Hon.  John  F.  Collins, 
Mayor  of  Boston. 

Reverend  Clergy,  Honorable  Members  of  the  City 
Council  and  the  School  Committee,  Ladies 
and  Gentlemen. 

Before  I  commence  my  remarks  today,  I  would 
like  to  say  that  all  of  us  miss  Joe  Dunlea.  We 
hope  that,  according  to  the  news  we  received  this 
morning  before  we  proceeded,  he  is  feeling  better, 
and  we  all  pray  for  his  speedy  recovery. 

I  would  like,  also,  to  point  out  that  many  of  the 
members  of  the  School  Committee,  perhaps  all  of 
them,  are  at  the  funeral  of  Thomas  P.  O'Connor,  a 
former  official  in  the  Assessing  Department  of  the 
City  of  Boston,  and  a  brother  of  School  Commit- 
teeman William  O'Connor,  and  perhaps  they  will 
join  us  somewhat  later. 


Today  we  stand  on  the  threshold  of  a  New  Year — ■ 
a  Year  of  Promise  and  a  Year  of  Problems. 

I  hope — and  I  am  confident — that  we  will  be 
able  to  continue  the  progress  that  has  been 
achieved  in  our  city  during  the  year  just  ended 
and  for  the  past  seven  years. 

Great  strides  were  made  during  1966  toward  the 
realization  of  a  New  Boston  as  yesterday's  dreams 
became  today's  realities. 

It  was  my  hope  and  my  prayer,  when  I  assumed 
office  seven  years  ago,  that  I  would  be  able  to 
come  before  you  at  the  start  of  each  New  Year,  and 
report  to  you  and  to  our  citizens,  that  our  Boston 
Was  a  better  city  than  it  had  been  the  year  before. 

With  great  pride  and  yet  with  deep  humility,  I 
feel  I  can  say  that  truthfully  to  you  today  as  I  have 
done  for  eacli  of  the  past  six  Januaries. 

I  also  can  tell  you  that  great  new  advances  will 
be  made  in  the  year  now  starting  and  that  there 
will  be  further  fresh  evidence  of  the  confidence  in 
our  city  and  its  future — a  confidence  which  will  be 
translated  into  broader  opportunities,  new  jobs, 
and  a  higher  degree  of  prosperity  for  our  people. 

Nineteen  hundred  and  sixty-six  was  another 
year  of  progress  for  the  New  Boston — another  year 
of  sharp  contrast  with  conditions  that  existed  in 
our  city  in  years  past. 

The  face  of  our  city  continued  its  change  for  the 
better.  Business  activity  expanded  further.  Mu- 
nicipal sen  ices  increased  and  improved. 

This  is  not  to  say  that  in  1966  our  city  was  with- 
out problems  nor  that  the  past  seven  years  have 
been  without  great  sacrifice  or  perhaps  annoyance 
for  some  of  our  citizens. 

This  is  understandable — because  if  the  spread  of 
blight  and  the  decay  of  civic  pride  were  to  be 
curbed,  strong  decisions  and  firm  policies  were  re- 
quired. 

Just  as  harsh-tasting  medicine  must  sometimes 
be  administered  to  cure  a  sick  patient,  the  pre- 
scription for  a  once  ill  city,  of  necessity,  must 
for  a  time,  and  for  some  persons,  be  hard  to 
swallow. 

Displacement  by  urban  renewal  is  not  taken  as 
a  happy  remedy  by  those  who  must  move  else- 
where. 

Realignment  and  modernisation  of  city  servicer 
is  considered  painful  by  those  who  insist  upon  old 
methods  and  familiar  locations. 

Compelling  tax-exempt  institutions — for  the 
first  time  in  Boston's  history— to  pay  charges  for 
city  services  is  little-recognized  consolation  for 
those  who  refuse  to  be  satisfied  except  by  massive 
tax  relief,  which  only  the  Commonwealth  can  pro- 
vide. 

Realizing  from  the  outset  the  enormity  of  our 
task,  this  administration  has  devoted  whatever  its 
talents  and  all  its  energy  to  leading  Boston  on  the 
long  and  difficult  journey  from  bleak  yesterday  to 
bright  and  booming  tomorrow. 

Many  steps  have  been  taken  to  bring  nearer  the 
completiion  of  this  long  journey. 

At  the  very  beginning  of  our  journey  we  sought 
to  eliminate  waste  and  modernize  purchasing  pro- 
cedures. 

Boston's  budget  was  cut  while,  at  the  same  time, 
the  state  budget  and  the  federal  nondefense  budget 
were  spiraling  upward. 

Even  before  the  enactment  of  the  state  sales 
tax,  Boston's  tax  rate  was  reduced  for  four  suc- 
cessive years. 

It  would  give  me  tremendous  satisfaction  if  I 
could  stand  here  today  and  tell  you  that  our  tax 
rate  will  be  reduced  again  in  1967. 

Unfortunately,  that  is  not  possible.  We  have 
approximately  S31  million  in  built-in  increases  in 
our  budget.  Most  of  that  money  must  be  raised 
from  the  tax  levy  on  real  estate.  There  is  no  other 
way  we  can  get  it. 

I  can  make  no  precise  forecast  as  to  how  great  the 
rise  in  the  tax  rate  will  be.  We  will  do  everything 
within  our  power  to  keep  it  as  low  as  possible. 
However,    I  regret  to  say  that  it  will  be  substantial 

In  this  connection,  let  me  say  that  we  must 
provide  the  essential  services  for  our  citizens,  and  I 
believe  the  standard  of  the  services  we  furnish  com- 
pares verv  favorably  with  those  in  our  neighboring 
communities. 

We  must  care  for  our  needy,  our  sick,  and  our 
aged. 

We  must  continue  to  strive  for  racial  harmony. 

We  must  continue  our  efforts  to  eliminate  blight 
and  human  misery  from  our  city. 

These  things  cost  money — a  great  deal  of  money. 
Yet  we  cannot  afford  NOT  to  do  them. 

I  remarked  earlier  that  we  are  beginning  a  Year 
of  Promise — and  a  Year  of  Problems. 


CITY  COUNCIL 


The  problems  which  will  confront  us  before  1967 
ha"  run  its  course  will  be  enormous. 

We  will  do  our  utmost  to  meet  and  overcome 
every  problem  which  we  have  the  means  of  solving. 
Would  that  we  had  the  means  to  overcome  them  all. 

Unfortunately,  some  of  them  are  beyond  our 
power  to  solve,  and  we  must  look  to  our  state  and 
federal  governments  for  help  if  we  are  to  overcome 
them  and  do  what  should  be  done  for  our  people. 

It  is  my  hope  and  my  expectation  that  the  in- 
coming Legislature,  which  convenes  this  week,  will 
enact  a  bill  under  which  the  state  will  assume  the 
public  welfare  costs  now  borne  by  our  local  com- 
munities. 

At  the  time  of  the  enactment  of  the  sales  tax 
legislation,  Governor  John  A.  Volpe  promised  that 
soon  the  cost  of  welfare  or  public  assistance  would 
be  shifted  from  the  cities  and  towns  to  the  state. 

When  this  is  done,  a  considerable  burden  will  be 
lifted  from  the  shoulders  of  our  taxpayers.  If  it  is 
not  done,  our  taxpayers  must  reach  even  more 
deeply  into  their  pockets. 

Most  of  our  cities  and  many  of  our  towns  across 
the  Commonwealth  desperately  need  this  help 
from  the  state. 

We  have  the  poor  in  large  numbers.  In  all  fair- 
ness and  all  justice,  this  is  a  burden  which  should 
be  assumed  by  the  state. 

Let  me  emphasize  that  Boston  is  taking  full 
advantage  of  federal  grants  and  federal  funds 
wherever  they  apply  in  city  government. 

But  the  load  is  still  too  staggering  for  the  city  to 
carry. 

And  we  should  be  able  to  turn  to  the  federal 
government  for  even  greater  help. 

If  the  federal  government  can  solve  the  prob- 
lems of  outer  space,  it  should  be  able  to  help  pro- 
vide the  means  of  solving  the  problems  of  the  city 
dwellers  on  this  planet  and  in  this  nation. 

I  was  pleased  to  read  President  Johnson's 
statement  that  the  United  States  of  America  is 
indeed  rich  and  powerful  enough  to  meet  our  com- 
mitments in  Vietnam  and  at  home,  for  the  prob- 
lems of  this  country  are  in  the  cities  and  the  money 
is  in  Washington. 

To  right  the  conditions  of  the  underprivileged 
and  deprived,  massive  new  federal  programs  are 
needed. 

Refinements  and  improvements  of  existing  fed- 
eral approaches  will  not  give  us  what  we  need. 

It  is  time  for  a  drastic  overhaul  of  the  wholo 
complex  of  relationships  between  the  federal  gov- 
ernment and  the  cities. 

I  do  not  propose  that  we  look  only  to  the  national 
treasury.  I  believe  that  ways  can  be  found  to 
create  incentives  for  private  initiative  and  private 
capital  to  work  constructively  in  the  depressed 
areas  of  cities.  The  internal  revenue  code  and 
insurance  of  some  urban  investments  are  examples. 

As  I  indicated  last  month  anew  COMSAT  type 
public-private  coronration  to  enlist  the  full  con- 
cern of  our  universities,  and  investments  by  banks, 
insurance  companies'  pension  funds,  hardware 
manufacturers,  would  merge  public  power  and 
private  incentive  to  solve  the  nation's  most  critical 
domestic  problem. 

Each  city  in  America,  many  to  a  degree  worse 
than  Boston,  faces  these  problems  on  a  daily 
basis.    They  cannot  be  solved  on  the  local  level. 

So  we  must  of  sheer  necessity  look  to  our  state 
government  and  in  an  even  greater  degree  to  our 
federal  government  for  help  in  meeting  the  prob- 
lems of  our  people  which  we  ourselves  have  not 
the  means  of  overcoming. 

I  might  point  out  parenthetically,  not  only 
have  I  expressed  these  thoughts  and  beliefs  from 
time  to  time,  but  I  have  also  gone  to  Washington 
to  express  this  point  of  view  at  every  opportunity. 
Some  of  you  may  recall  of  my  attempt  during  the 
year  1966,  to  change  my  address  to  Washington 
for  the  purpose  of  furthering  these  beliefs. 

Now  let  me  review  briefly  some  of  the  things  we 
achieved  in  1966  and  some  of  the  things  we  will 
accomplish  in  1967  in  our  efforts  to  make  Boston 
a  better  city. 

During  the  year  just  ended  hundreds  of  low  and 
moderate  rental  housing  units  were  built  and  are 
now  occupied  by  families  who  formerly  lived  in 
substandard  dwellings.  Thousands  more  will  be 
constructed  in  1967. 

The  same  is  true  for  some  500  units  of  new  public 
housing  for  our  valued  elderly. 

The  Government  Center,  once  a  slum,  is  taking 
form  as  new  structures  are  completed  and  others 
are  rising,  including  the  new  City  Hall.  Work  on 
several  new  major  office  buildings  will  be  started 
during  1967  by  private  interests. 


The  recreational  facilities  available  to  our 
people,  including  play  areas  and  tot  lots,  were 
increased  in  1966  and  will  be  expanded  further 
in   1967. 

We  plan  to  spend  some  S6  million  this  year  for 
new  streets  and  sidewalks.  These  plans  include 
the  construction  of  several  new  streets  and  a  new 
Commonwealth  avenue.  New  lights  will  be  in- 
stalled on  several  miles  of  streets. 

Ineidently,  it  might  also  be  pointed  out  more 
new  streets  and  sidewalks  have  been  constructed  in 
the  last  seven  years  than  in  any  comparable  period 
of  time  in  the  city's  history. 

Our  fire-fighting  facilities  will  be  strengthened  by 
the  most  modern  and  efficient  equipment  available. 

Every  possible  effort  will  continue  to  be  made  to 
keep  the  face  of  the  New  Boston  clean.  The  city- 
wide  cleanup  campaign  of  the  Public  Works 
Department  will  be  extended  and  intensified.  We 
intend  to  purchase  SI  million  worth  of  new  equip- 
ment for  the  department.  We  will  lease  new 
street  sweepers  instead  of  buying  them.  The 
success  of  this  endeavor  must  necessarily  depend 
on  the  cooperation  of  our  citizens. 

A.  roving  inspection  service  will  be  inaugurated 
to  report  anything  which  needs  fixing  for  which  the 
city  is  responsible. 

The  scooter  patrol  in  the  Police  Department  mil 
be  expanded  to  cover  residential  neighborhoods. 

High-speed  computers  will  be  installed  in  the 
Police  Department,  the  Hospital  Department, 
and  City  Hall. 

This  will  make  possible  instantaneous  communi- 
cation between  the  Boston  Police  Department  and 
the  National  Crime  Information  Center  in  Wash- 
ington. It  will  enable  the  Hospital  Department  to 
handle  its  Medicare  bi'ls  and  will  result  in  more 
efficient  administrative  procedures  at  City  Hall. 

The  rejuvenation  of  the  Boston  City  Hospital  is 
now  successfully  under  way  and  by  merging  the 
resources  and  skills  of  the  Hospital  and  Health 
Departments,  there  is  now  available  comprehen- 
sive health  care  to  all  our  citizens. 

School  appropriations  have  been  increased  each 
year;  and  to  break  the  long-existing  log  jam  in 
school  construction,  we  have  a  new  Public  Facilities 
Department  with  full  authority  to  plan  and  build 
schools  for  our  children. 

It  should  be  pointed  out  that  the  long  standing 
disagreement  between  the  State  Department  of 
Education  and  the  Boston  School  Committee  has 
resulted  not  only  in  withholding  state  funds  for 
school  purposes  but  also  in  the  freezing  of  construc- 
tion funds  for  new  school  buildings. 

This  impasse  cannot  be  permitted  to  continue. 
But  if  it  should  it  will  not  be  the  contesting  Educa- 
tion Boards  who  will  be  punished,  but  rather  those 
who  are  not  parties  to  the  controversy,  the  school 
children  and  taxpayers  of  Boston. 

The  task  of  rebuilding,  revitalizing,  and  rejuve- 
nating an  old  city  such  as  Boston  is  not  an  easy 
one. 

We  knew  it  would  not  be  an  easy  one  when  we 
undertook  it.  We  knew  that  difficult  problems 
would  have  to  be  met  and  that  hard  decisions 
would  have  to  be  made. 

Not  everyone  agrees  with  the  way  hard  decisions 
are  made.  If  a  unanimity  of  opinion  were  possible, 
they  wouldn't  be  hard  decisions. 

But  the  tough  decisions  made  by  this  administra- 
tion in  1966  and  each  of  the  six  years  that  pre- 
ceded 1966,  were  always  made  in  the  fight  of  what 
was  best  for  the  greatest  number  of  our  citizens  and 
without  regard  for  political  considerations  or 
political  effect. 

That  is  the  way  they  will  be  made  in  1967 . 
Indeed,  it  is  the  only  way  they  can  be  made  if  our 
city  is  to  continue  to  move  ahead. 

In  reporting  to  you,  as  I  have,  on  the  progress 
we  have  achieved  during  the  seven  years  I  have 
served  as  your  Mayor,  may  I  stress  most  strongly 
and  most  sincerely  that  it  would  not  have  been 
possible  except  for  the  cooperation  and  encourage- 
ment we  have  received  from  the  great  majority  of 
our  citizens. 

To  all  of  them  I  express  my  heartfelt  gratitude 
and  my  wish  that  the  year  1967  will  be  a  happy 
and  healthy  one  for  them. 

To  you  members  of  the  City  Council  and  the 
School  Committee  I  voice  my  thanks  for  the  con- 
tributions you  have  made  to  the  New  Boston.  I 
most  earnestly  ask  your  help  and  cooperation  int  he 
12  months  ahead. 

There  is  much  that  we  can  do. 
There  is  much  that  we  must  do. 
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There  is  much  that  we  will  do. 

Thank  you  very  much  and  I  wish  each  one  of 
you  a  Happy  New  Year. 

(Applause.)

Councillor  Barry  T.  Hynes,  having  received  6 
votes,  was  declared  elected  president  for  the  mu- 
nicipal year   1967.

In  order  to  provide  for  the  financing  of  the 
operation  of  the  municipal  government  during  the 
fiscal  year  1967,  it  is  necessary  to  submit  to  the 
City  Council  at  an  early  meeting  an  order  au- 
thorizing the  issuance  as  needed  during  the  year  of 
temporary  loans  in  anticipation  of  revenue  receipts. 
This  method  of  financing  is  made  necessary  by  the 
fact  that  under  the  Massachusetts  municipal  tax 
calendar,  the  major  portion  of  the  city's  revenue 
receipts  is  received  late  in  the  year. 

By  authority  of  section  4  of  chapter  44  of  the 
General  Laws,  the  city  could  issue  in  1967  in  antici- 
pation of  revenue  receipts  temporary  loans  which 
would  not  exceed,  in  the  aggregate,  the  total  tax 
levy  of  the  fiscal  year  1966  together  with  the  cor- 
poration and  income  tax  distributions  received  from 
the  Commonwealth  in  the  same  year.  This  totals 
to  date  §160,656,511.12.  In  1966,  a  total  of 
$50,000,000  was  authorized  by  the  City  Council 
and  approved  by  the  Mayor.  During  the  year  it 
was  necessary  to  issue  $45,000,000.  At  the  present 
time  it  appears  that  the  1967  requirements  for  this 
type  of  financing  will  be  $75,000,000. 


I    respectfully    recommend    therefore    that    an 
order  in  the  amount  of  $75,000,000  be  submitted 
to  the  City  Council  for  consideration  and  adoption.

On  behalf  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Public  Library 
I  am  providing  the  following  information  in  reply 
to  the  order  passed  by  the  City  Council  on  Novem- 
ber 21,  1966: 

1.  On  August  2,  1966,  bids  were  publicly  opened 
for  the  construction  of  a  new  West  End  Branch 
Library,  on  Cambridge  street.  The  low  bid  ex- 
ceeded the  budget  for  the  building  by  the  sum  of 
$100,000.  Neither  the  architect  nor  the  low  bidder 
in  a  subsequent  conference  could  explain  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  Trustees  why  the  square  foot 
cost  for  the  building  should  have  come  in  at  such  a 
high  figure.  In  fact  the  square  foot  cost  for  the 
building  far  exceeded  the  cost  for  any  comparable 
library  building  that  has  been  built  in  the  last 
several  years,  or  for  the  estimated  cost  of  com- 
parable library  buildings  that  are  presently  under 
construction.  Therefore,  in  the  best  interest  of 
the  city  all  bids  were  rejected  and  the  architect 
was  requested  to  re-examine  his  building  plans  and 
without  reducing  the  size  or  changing  the  exterior 
to  produce  new  drawings  with  such  changes  in 
specifications  as  needed  to  effect  a  reduction  in 
cost  of  building  so  that  new  bids  might  be  obtained. 
These  plans  and  specifications  are  now  in  hand 
and  an  advertisement  will  appear  in  the  Decem- 
ber 10,  1966,  issue  of  the  "City  Record''  inviting 
new  bids.  Subbids  will  be  opened  on  Wednesday, 
December  28,  1966,  and  general  bids  on  Thursday, 
January  5,  1967.

2.  The  Bookmobile  has  been  making  a  weekly 
stop  at  the  intersection  of  Joy  and  Cambridge 
streets  since  the  library  facility  in  the  West  Church 
was  closed.  In  addition,  children's  services  have 
been  rendered  at  Acorn  place  in  cooperation  with 
volunteers  from  the  neighborhood.  Several  con- 
ferences also  have  been  held  with  representatives 
of  Hill  House  in  respect  to  the  possibility  of  locating 
temporary  library  facilities  in  this  new  Beacon 
Hill  Center.  If  it  develops  that  mutually  con- 
venient arrangements  cannot  be  worked  out,  then 
the  Library  will  investigate  the  possibility  of 
obtaining  suitable  commercial  property  on  Cam- 
bridge street  for  the  location  of  a  temporary  li- 
brary facility. 

3.  The  Library  Trustees  have  done  everything 
possible  to  expedite  the  construction  of  the  new 
West  End  Branch  Library.  The  Library  Trustees 
proceeded  to  the  selection  of  a  site  and  an  archi- 
tect immediately  upon  the  decision  in  April,  1960, 
to  discontinue  the  West  End  Branch  Library  in 
the  old  West  Church.  The  architect's  design  was 
accepted  for  the  building  and  before  construction 
could  commence  problems  developed  with  officials 
of  the  neighboring  commercial  development  and 
more  recently  because  of  the  unwarranted  excava- 
tion of  the  Library  site  by  the  developers  of 
Charles  River  Park  during  the  course  of  their  con- 
struction. This  prevented  the  site  from  being 
turned  over  to  the  Library  in  its  original  state  and 
required  the  architect  to  redesign  the  foundations 
of  the  building  to  meet  the  new  site  conditions.

Chapter  804  of  the  Acts  of  1905  has  recently 
provided  for  the  voluntary  retirement  of 
certain  of  these  licenses  during  the  period 
they    are    reserved. 

Pursuant  to  the  second  section  of  said 
chapter  804,  the  fee  for  each  all  alcoholic 
beverage  license  for  the  year  and  for  sub- 
sequent years  has  been  increased  by  $200, 
which  has  made  available  in  excess  of  $200,- 
000  for  the  purposes,  but  only  for  the  pur- 
poses of  said  chapter  804.  I  recommend 
early  adoption  of  the  accompanying  order 
formally  appiopriating  from  these  receipts 
$200,000  for  the  purposes  specified  in  said 
chapter    804.

MOVING    EXPENSES    OF    BUSINESSES 

DISPLACED    FROM    URBAN     RENEWAL 

AREAS 

The    following    was    received: 
City    of    Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  January  16,  1967. 
The   Honorable   City   Council. 
Gentlemen : 

Moving  expenses  of  businesses  displaced 
from  urban  renewal  areas  are  currently  being 
paid  entirely  with  federal  funds.  Until  Au- 
gust, 1965,  reimbursement  to  any  firm  being 
displaced  was  limited  by  federal  regulations 
to  a  maximum  of  $25,000.  This  limitation 
resulted  in  hardship  to  a  number  of  firms 
whose   expenses   were   well   over   $25,000. 

In  August,  1965,  the  federal  government 
liberalized  its  regulations  to  provide  for  the 
payment  of  not  only  the  entire  first  $25,000 
of  expenses,  but  also  two  thirds  of  the  ex- 
penses over  $25,000  if  the  local  authorities 
would  provide  the  other  one  third. 

Chapter  121  of  the  Massachusetts  General 
Laws  has  now  been  amended,  effective  De- 
cember 1,  1966,  by  chapter  619  of  the  Acts 
of  1966,  to  authorize  cities  and  towns  to  raise 


money  for  grants  to  their  redevelopment 
authorities  for  the  making  of  relocation  pay- 
ments by  the  authorities,  to  match  available 
federal  funds. 

The  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  has 
requested  that  the  city  make  such  a  grant 
of  funds  to  the  Authority  (see  attached  BRA 
letter).  The  Authority  estimates  that  over 
the  next  few  years,  and  going  back  to  the 
date  of  liberalization  of  federal  regulations, 
businesses  displaced  and  to  be  displaced  from 
Boston  renewal  projects  will  in  the  aggre- 
gate incur  about  $1,588,000  of  moving  ex- 
penses in  excess  of  $25,000.  The  one  third 
which  would  not  be  met  by  the  federal 
government  accordingly  would  be  about 
$529,500. 

In  order  to  alleviate  a  hardship  to  many 
businesses,  resulting  from  public  actions,  I 
recommend  that  the  City  Council  raise  $529,500 
to  be  made  available  to  the  Boston  Redevelop- 
ment Authority  for  the  making  of  relocation 
payments  under  chapter  121  as  recently 
amended  by  chapter  619  of  the  Acts  of  1966. 
An  appropriate  form  of  loan  order  is  en- 
closed for  your  consideration.

Dear  Mayor  Collins: 

As  you  know,  a  number  of  business  firms  displaced  from  renewal  areas  have  in  the  past  suffered  a 
hardship  because  of  the  federal  ceiling  of  825,000  on  reimbursement  of  moving  expenses.  Now  Chapter 
121  of  the  General  Laws,  as  amended  by  chapter  619  of  the  Acts  of  1966,  together  with  new  federal  regula- 
tions adopted  in  August,  1965,  for  the  first  time  provide  a  means  by  which  such  businesses  can  be  reim- 
bursed in  full  for  moving  expenses. 

The  new  federal  regulations  provide  for  the  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Development  to 
continue  to  pay  the  first  $25,000  and  to  pay  two  thirds  of  the  excess  over  525,000  if  the  local  authorities 
pay  the  other  one  third. 

The  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  very  much  hopes  the  City  of  Boston  will  provide  funds  to 
match  the  additional  federal  funds  available  and  thereby  to  alleviate  hardship  to  a  substantial  number 
of  Boston  business  firms. 

Starting  with  the  date  of  the  new  federal  regulations,  August  12,  1965,  we  estimate  that  the  moving 
expenses  incurred  and  to  be  incurred  by  displaced  businesses  in  excess  of  325,000  will  be  roughly  SI, 588,000 
in  projects  now  in  execution  or  advanced  stages  of  planning,  as  follows:

The  new  state  law  is  broad  enough  to  permit  the  Authority  to  reimburse  not  only  moving  expenses 
but  also  direct  loss  of  property.  However,  federal  regulations  effectively  limit  the  availability  of  federal 
funds  to  reimbursement  for  direct  loss  of  property  to  claims  under  S3.000  and  my  recommendation  is  that 
we  continue  to  adhere  to  the  federal  practice  as  to  such  losses.  Therefore,  the  above  estimates  are  for 
moving  expenses  only. 

We  would  appreciate  it  if  your  Honor  would  originate  a  loan  order  in  the  amount  of  8529,500 
and  forward  it  to  the  City  Council  for  its  action.

Whereas,  There  is  in  advanced  planning  a 
major  improvement  by  the  MDC  of  the  locks 
at    the   mouth   of   the   river; 

Whereas,  In  the  past  ten  to  fifteen  years 
the  areas  of  historic  Boston  bounding  on  the 
Charles  have  become  much  more  sought  after 
than    during    the    depression    and    war    years 
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and  would  become  even  more  attractive  should 
the  pollution  in  the  Charles  .River  Basin  be 
reduced    or,    hopefully,    eliminated; 

Whereas,  In  an  historical  period  where  the 
population  is  increasing  rapidly,  the  preser- 
vation and  improvement  of  a  vast  open  space 
in  an  otherwise  heavily  built  up  urban  area 
is  a  priceless  value; 

Whereas,  Opportunities  for  development  of 
Boston  Harbor  and  the  Boston  Waterfront 
are  obvious  and  should  be  coordinated  with 
our  thinking  on  the  subject  of  the  Charles 
River    and     Basin;    be    it    therefore 

Resoved,  That  the  City  Council  of  Boston

The  outstanding  au- 
thorization, however,  is  having  an  adverse 
effect  upon  the  city's  borrowing  power.  I 
therefore  recommend  adoption  of  the  order 
submitted  herewith,  which  would  rescind  so 
much  of  the  September,  1954,  loan  order  as 
authorized  the  borrowing  of  said  $5,750,000.

SALE  OF  LAND  ON  CHESTNUT  HILL 
AND  WALLINGFORD  ROAD,  BRIGH- 
TON

To    the    City    Council. 
Gentlemen : 

I  am  in  receipt  of  a  recommendation  to 
your  Honorable  Body  and  to  me  from  the 
Parks  and  Recreation  Commission  for  the 
sale  of  some  376,150  square  feet  of  land  on 
Chestnut  Hill  avenue  and  Wallingford  road 
in  Brighton  to  the  Jewish  Community  Hous- 
ing for  the  Elderly,  Inc.,  for  development 
as  a  nonprofit  project  to  provide  housing 
for  the  elderly.  While  nonprofit  in  nature, 
the  proposed  project  would,  in  contrast  to 
a  purely  public  undertaking,  yield  real  estate 
taxes. 

I  have  inquired  as  to  the  status  of  the 
application  by  the  Jewish  Community  Hous- 
ing for  the  Elderly,  Inc.,  to  the  U.  S.  Com- 
munity Facilities  Administration  for  the 
necessary  financing  at  below  market  interest 
rates,  and  I  am  informed  that  the  Com- 
munity Facilities  Administration  has  approved 
the  site,  allocated  the  necessary  funds,  and 
has  invited  a  full  and  complete  submission 
from  the  Jewish  Community  Housing  for  the 
Elderly,    Inc. 

The  need  for  dignified  and  well-designed 
housing  accommodations  for  our  elderly  is 
great  and  the  participation  of  philanthropic 
groups  in  the  provision  of  such  housing  is 
of  great  assistance  in  supplementing  what 
the  city  achieves  through  the  Boston  Housing 
Authority.  Other  municipalities,  in  Massa- 
chusetts and  other  states,  have  successfully 
enlisted  charitable  organizations  in  meeting 
the  needs  of  the  elderly  and  Boston  should 
encourage  such  activity.  It  is  understood  and 
agreed  that  the  apartments  to  be  built  will 
be  available  to  qualified  elderly  persons  in 
Boston    without    regard    to    creed    or    color. 

This  expression  of  interest  by  Combined 
Jewish  Philanthropies  in  housing  for  the 
elderly  is  particularly  welcome  because  the 
Combined  Jewish  Philanthropies  includes  so 
many  related  supporting  agencies  in  the 
geriatric  field.  These  supporting  agencies 
are  experienced  in  ministering  to  the  health 
and  welfare  problems  of  elderly  persons  and 
intend  to  make  their  services  available  to 
tenants  of  the  proposed  project. 
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The  application  of  the  Brighton  land  to 
a  quasi-public  use  designed  to  cope  with  a 
social  problem  of  growing  dimensions  seems 
to  me  most  appropriate,  and  I  recommend  the 
adoption  of  the  accompanying  order  author- 
izing the  sale  to  Jewish  Community  Housing 
for   the   Elderly,   Inc.

Gentlemen: 

I  transmit  to  you  herewith  a  vote  duly 
adopted  by  the  Parks  and  Recreation  Com- 
mission August  31,  1965,  and  confirmed  at 
a  meeting  held  December  14,  1966,  which 
recommends  to  his  Honor,  the  Mayor,  and 
to  the  Honorable  City  Council  the  sale  of 
certain  land  (no  longer  required  for  public 
purposes)  on  Chestnut  Hill  avenue  and  Wal- 
lingford  road  in  Brighton  to  the  Jewish 
Community  Housing  for  the  Elderly,  Inc., 
for  the  purpose  of  erecting  thereon  a  non- 
profit project  to  provide  housing  for  the 
elderly. 

The  Jewish  Community  Housing  for  the 
Elderly,  Inc.,  is  a  charitable  corporation 
organized  for  such  a  purpose  by  the  Com- 
bined Jewish  Philanthropies  of  Greater  Bos- 
ton, Inc.,  which  is  the  fund-raising  and 
planning  arm  of  the  social  service  agencies 
which  serve  the  Boston  Jewish  community. 
The  officers  and  directors  of  the  Jewish  Com- 
munity Housing  for  the  Elderly,  Inc.,  are 
all  either  officers  or  trustees  of  the  Combined 
Jewish  Philanthropies  or  of  its  constituent 
agencies. 

The  Jewish  Community  Housing  for  the 
Elderly  has  made  a  preliminary  application 
for  loan  funds  to  the  U.  S.  Community 
Facilities  Administration  (hereinafter  re- 
ferred to  as  the  CFA)  for  the  erection  of 
elderly  housing  facilities  on  this  site.  The 
CFA  has  inspected  the  proposed  site,  ap- 
proved it,  and  has  invited  Jewish  Com- 
munity Housing  to  file  a  perfected  applica- 
tion for  230  apartment  units  together  with 
appropriate  supporting  facilities  such  as  rec- 
reation rooms  and  consultation  rooms  to  be 
utilized  by  allied  medical  and  social  agencies. 
We  are  informed  by  Jewish  Co/mmunity 
Housing  that  its  architectural  plans  provide 
for  a  total  of  360  units  ultimately  to  be 
built  on  the  site  but  that  CFA  has  requested 
that  construction  proceed  in  two  phases, 
with  130  units  to  be  built  in  a  second  phase. 

Apartments  in  the  proposed  project  will  be 
available  to  elderly  persons  without  regard 
to  religious  affiliation.  The  network  of  health, 
counselling,  welfare,  and  recreation  services 
with  which  the  Combined  Jewish  Philan- 
thropies is  affiliated  will  be  integrated  with 
the  management  of  the  project  to  the  end 
that  it  will  afford  its  tenants  social  services 
going    far    beyond   mere    shelter. 

The  CFA  financing  program  makes  avail- 
able a  direct  federal  loan  at  an  annual  in- 
terest charge  of  3  percent,  a  saving  in  operat- 
ing expense  which  will  be  reflected  in  the 
lowest    possible    rent    levels    for    the    tenants. 

We  respectfully  recommend  that  the  376,150 
square  feet  concerned  be  sold  for  a  price  of 
$175,000.  This  price  is  consistent  with  an 
appraisal  of  the  property  made  for  us  by 
Mr.  Daniel  M.  Driscoll.  That  appraisal,  made 
in  1963,  was  of  a  larger  area  of  406,783 
square  feet,  a  portion  of  which  was  sold  to  the 
Boston    Edison    Company. 

In  recommending  this  conveyance,  we  have 
considered  the  quasi-public  nature  of  the  use 
which  Jewish  Community  Housing  proposes. 
The  need  for  low-rent  accommodations  for 
the  elderly  is  very  great  in  Boston.  The 
contribution  toward  the  alleviation  of  this 
need  by  Jewish  Community  Housing  relieves 
the  heavy  pressures  imposed  on  the  Boston 
Housing  Authority  to  satisfy  this  demand 
and  adds  to  the  supply  of  elderly  housing 
in    a    manner    which   can    yield    tax    revenue 


to    the    city    double    that    of    in    lieu    of    tax 
payments    made    by    public    housing. 

Jewish  Community  Housing  proposes  to 
enter  into  an  agreement  under  Chapter  121A 
of  the  General  Laws,  as  amended  by  St. 
1966,  c.  421  (authorizing  Chapter  180  cor- 
porations to  make  121 A  agreements),  for  the 
payment   of   real  estate   taxes. 

It  is  because  the  Jewish  Community  Hous- 
ing proposal  promises  to  meet  a  public  need 
in  an  intelligent  manner  while  at  the  same 
time  yielding  tax  revenue  to  the  city  that 
we  recommend  sale  of  the  land  to  Jewish 
Community  Housing  in  accordance  with  the 
resolution  transmitted  herewith.

REQUEST  FOR  $5,000,000  FOR  PURCHASE 
OF  REPLACEMENT  AND  ADDITIONAL 
EQUIPMENT 

The  following   was   received: 
City    of    Boston, 
Office   of   the  Mayor,    January   30,    1967. 
To    the    City    Council. 
Gentlemen: 

At  my  direction  the  Supervisor  of  Budgets 
has  made  a  survey  of  the  various  departments 
of  the  city  to  determine  if  the  equipment 
presently  available  was  adequate  to  meet  the 
needs  of  the  departments  in  fulfilling  the 
services    expected    by   our   citizens. 

It  has  been  my  feeling  for  some  time  that 
even  though  we  have  carried  forward  a  policy 
of  annual  replacement  of  equipment  in  the 
operating  budget  of  the  city,  that  the  tools 
to  render  the  necessary  services  were  being 
increasingly  strained  by  the  demands  for  new 
and  better    services. 

I  am  enclosing  herewith  a  communication 
from  the  Supervisor  of  Budgets  which  indi- 
cates the  need  for  $5  million  for  the  purchase 
of    replacement   and    additional    equipment. 

You  will  note  that  the  proceeds  of  this 
proposed  loan  authorization  will  be  expended 
mainly  for  police,  fire,  public  works,  park, 
and    hospital    requirements. 

The  Police  Department,  in  addition  to  tech- 
nical equipment  necessary  to  a  modern  law 
enforcement  agency,  has  requested  eighty-nine 
pieces  of  rolling  stock  and  a  police  boat.  The 
Fire  Department  has  requested  funds  for  a 
special  telescopic  ladder  truck,  plus  thirteen 
pumping  engines  and  two  ladder  trucks  in 
addition  to  the  two  presently  on  order,  plus 
automotive  and  fire  fighting  equipment  and 
a  new  fire  boat  to  replace  one  of  the  exist- 
ing boats  constructed  in  1942.  The  Public 
Works  Department  as  part  of  its  new  equip- 
ment intends  to  purchase  seventeen  street 
sweepers,  while  only  retiring  ten.  These  will 
be  used  in  the  outlying  sections  of  the  city 
to   augment  the  sweepers  presently   available. 

The  hospital  equipment  desired,  contains 
in  addition  to  new  ambulances,  modern  X-ray 
and  medical  equipment,  which  will  enable 
our  Health  and  Hospitals  Department  to  con- 
tinue as  one  of  the  recognized  medical  centers 
in   the   country. 

I  feel  that  the  proposed  requests  are  not 
only  desirable  but  necessary  and  I  therefore 
respectfully  request  the  adoption  of  the  ac- 
companying loan  order  by  your  Honorable 
Body.

Dear    Sir: 

In  late  1960  you  requested  of  the  City 
Council  authority  to  borrow  $3  million  for 
the  purchase  of  equipment  for  all  city  de- 
partments, which  was  subsequently  authorized 
in    March   of   1961. 

Under  your  direction,  a  policy  of  annually 
replacing  obsolete  equipment  necessary  _  to 
provide  the  services  required  of  the  various 
departments    has    been    carried    on. 

It  has  recently  become  apparent  that,  in 
addition  to  replacement,  the  need  for  addi- 
tional and  new  type  equipment  is  required 
to  improve  the  effectiveness  of  the  constant 
demand  for  more  and  better  services. 
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At  this  time  the  major  portion  of  the 
equipment  obtained  under  the  previous  loan 
authorization  has  been  in  operation  since 
1962  and  the  increased  cost  of  maintenance 
dictates  that  serious  consideration  be  given 
to  a  major  expenditure  for  not  only  new  but 
additional    equipment. 

After  careful  study  and  consultation  with 
the  various  department  heads  who  had  re- 
quested in  the  aggregate,  more  than  $6  mil- 
lion, it  is  felt  advisable  to  request  your  Honor 
to  submit  a  loan  order  to  the  Oity  Council 
for  authorization  to  borrow  $5  million  for 
departmental    equipment. 

The  departments  and  the  equipment  needed 
by   each,    with   the   exception    of    the   recently 


reorganized  Health  and  Hospitals  Department 
is  enclosed  herewith.  The  medical  equipment 
needed  is  so  voluminous  and  varied  that  it 
was  felt  that  the  allocation  in  this  department 
of  $1,322,051  could  best  be  explained  by  the 
hospital  officials  to  your  satisfaction,  and  the 
City    Council,    at    a    later   date. 

The  statutory  requirement  for  a  down  pay- 
ment contained  in  the  first  paragraph  of 
section  7  of  chapter  44  of  the  General  Laws 
will  be  met  by  revenue  appropriations  in  the 
1967    city   budget.

BUDGET  ALLOWANCES  FOR  CITY,  COUNTY.  AND   INCOME   DEPARTMENTS   FOR    1967 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  February  6,  1967. 
To  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

I  am  submitting  herewith  the  budget  allowances  for  City,  County,  and  Income  Departments  for  the  year  1967,  which 
total  in  the  aggregate  $183,300,547. 

The  above  figure  represents  an  increase  over  1966  appropriations  of  S16.991.394.50,  or  less  than  10.22  percent.  This 
increase  compares  favorably  with  the  state  budget  submitted  recently  which  indicates  a  14.82  percent  increase  for  fiscal 
1967-68. 

A  further  analysis  of  percentage  increases  on  state  and  local  levels  produced  the  remarkable  differences  that  while  the 
state  budget  has  increased  84.36  percent  since  1959,  the  City  of  Boston  budget  has  risen  only  45.1 1  percent. 

In  the  event  Boston's  expenditures  had  kept  pace  with  state  spending  I  would  be  presenting  to  you  today  a  budget 
not  of  $183.3  million  but  a  budget  in  excess  of  $232.8  million,  or  close  to  $50  million  higher,  which  would  increase 
the  tax  rate  by  approximately  $35. 

Original  budget  requests  by  Department  Heads  amounted  to  $190,124,368,  which  did  not  contain  additions!  requests 
of  over  $6  million  for  equipment.  Thus  the  final  allowances  recommended  by  me  to  your  Honorable  Body  have  been 
pared  86,823,821. 

It  has  become  apparent  that  increased  services,  to  which  the  taxpayers  of  Boston  are  entitled,  have  placed  an  almost 
unbearable  burden  upon  the  existing  equipment  of  the  various  city  departments. 

I  therefore  felt  it  imperative  not  only  to  carry  out  the  normal  replacement  of  worn  and  obsolete  apparatus,  but  to 
implement  the  existing  departmental  equipment  with  additional  and  also  new  types  of  modern  tools  to  more  efficiently 
perform  the  functional  services  we  need  to  move  forward  as  a  progressive  city. 

I  have,  therefore,  presented  to  your  Honorable  Body,  just  one  week  ago,  a  request  for  authority  to  borrow  five  million 
dollars  for  this  purpose. 

There  is  no  doubt  in  the  minds  of  all  of  us  that  crime  is  our  constant  enemy,  not  only  in  out  local  oommunity,  but  also 
on  a  national  scale,  although  the  crime  rate  did  decrease  slightly  in  Boston  in  1966. 

I  have,  therefore,  taken  steps  to  raise  the  living  standards  and  working  conditions  of  our  law  enforcement  agency. 
I  have  further  concurred  in  recommendations  of  our  responsible  police  officials  by  allowing  the  full  sum  of  money  re- 
quested by  them  in  their  operating  budget,  plus  all  requests  for  equipment,  totaling  $418,540,  which  includes  not  only 
automotive  and  communication  but  also  an  additional  police  boat. 

Beyond  this  I  have  further  authorized  the  expenditure  of  $250,000  in  the  capital  budget  for  a  completely  modern 
communication  system  which  will  permit  a  more  expeditious  and  efficient  evaluation  of  police  activities. 

I  also  am  pleased  to  report  to  you  that  the  modernization  of  Boston  City  Hospital  is  making  excellent  progress,  and 
that  once  again  appropriations  for  the  Department  of  Health  and  Hospitals  have  been  increased. 

An  increase  of  four  and  a  half  million  dollars  in  the  department's  budget  is  being  referred  to  you  today,  50  percent 
of  which  is  for  salary  increases  and  additional  staffing  for  nurses  and  medical  personnel. 

Turning  to  other  matters,  once  again  we  are  confronted  with  ever  increasing  Welfare  and  Veterans'  Services  costs. 
This  budget  contains  additional  funds  in  these  two  departments  of  S6, 220, 566. 14.    The  total  amount  we  are  faced 
with  in  1967  for  these  activities  has  reached  the  astronomical  figure  of  more  than  $49  million. 

It  is  anticipated  that  the  state  will  recognize  that  the  problems  of  our  less  fortunate  citizens  are  no  longer  the  prime 
responsibility  of  the  local  community  but  the  concern  of  the  Commonwealth  as  a  whole,  and  that  we  can  expect  positive 
action  by  our  Legislature  this  year  to  have  the  state  assume  this  burden. 

A  further  consideration  by  the  state  should  be  the  assumption  of  the  costs  of  our  county  government,  which  also 
should  be  accepted  as  a  benefit  to  the  Commonwealth  as  a  whole  and  not  confined  to  the  local  boundaries  of  our 
county  framework. 

The  question  of  collective  bargaining  creates  a  delicate  situation  in  requesting  funds  for  the  calendar  year  of  an  oper- 
ating budget.  This  budget  makes  no  allowance  for  any  contractual  agreements  which  have  not  been  consummated  to 
date,  but  I  wish  to  express  publicly  that  negotiations  which  subsequently  will  result  in  agreement  will  be  funded  through 
supplemental  appropriations  as  deemed  necessary. 

Boston  is  faced  with  two  serious  financial  problems  which  are  presently  before  our  courts. 

The  first  concerns  the  withholding  of  state  funds  because  of  the  decision  by  the  Commissioner  of  Education,  who 
deemed  that  the  School  Committee  is  not  meeting  the  provisions  of  the  so-called  Racial  Imbalance  Law.  It  is  my  fervent 
hope  that  the  members  of  the  School  Committee  and  the  members  of  the  State  Board  of  Education  will  resolve  this  prob- 
lem in  the  immediate  future  for  the  overall  benefit  of  the  community  and  the  financial  benefit  of  the  city. 

The  second  court  case  concerns  the  legal  technicality  as  to  what  the  true  meaning  of  the  Sales  Tax  Law  is  in 
respect  to  the  valuation  of  Boston  for  distribution  of  Sales  Tax  Revenue.  The  resolution  of  this  problem  in  favor  of  the 
city  would  be  a  financial  gain  which  is  sorely  needed  at  this  time. 

There  is  no  question  that  our  tax  rate  will  increase  not  only  because  of  the  legal  problems  which  confront  us  but 
also  due  to  the  spiraling  costs  of  government  over  and  above  this  budget  before  you. 

We  have  done  remarkably  well  during  the  past  seven  years  in  living  within  our  means.    The  year  1967  confronts 
us  with  many  intangibles,  some  of  which  I  have  enumerated  above,  and  others  including  MBTA  assessment  and  school 
costs.    I  can  say,  however,  that  every  effort  will  be  made  to  hold  the  inevitable  tax  rate  increase  within  reason  without 
neglecting  the  services  which  I  feel  are  not  only  needed  but  also  are  justifiably  expected  by  the  residents  of  the  city. 
I  respectfully  recommend  to  your  Honorable  Body  adoption  of  the  accompanying  appropriation  and  tax  orders.

Dear  Sir: 

I  have  prepared,  under  your  direction  and  after  consultation  with  the  Director  of  Administrative  Services,  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  provisions  of  Section  3,  of  Chapter  486  of  the  Acts  of  1909  as  amended,  in  segregated  form,  the  annual 
budget  for  City,  County  and  Income  Departments,  for  submission,  by  you,  to  the  City  Council  for  the  year  1967. 

General  Statement 

The  allowances  recommended  herein  reflect  an  increase  over  the  total  appropriations  authorized  in  1966  of  $16,991,- 
394.50.  The  recommendations  in  the  city  budget  contain  funds  to  implement  the  new  departments  of  Public  Facilities 
and  the  newly  created  Interdepartmental  Community  Conservation  Committee  which  will  bring  about,  for  the  first  time, 
a  concentrated  code  enforcement  program  for  several  of  Boston's  residential  neighborhoods  and  also  the  new  Eastern 
Regional  Library  which  will  provide  greatlj  expanded  library  services  to  all  of  eastern  Massachusetts. 

Department  requests  for  1967  amounted  to  $190,124,368.  After  careful  scrutinization  of  the  individual  accounts 
these  recommendations  have  been  reduced  to  $183,300,547  or  a  decrease  of  $6,823,821  below  the  original  proposals  of  the 
Department  Heads. 

A  summary  of  appropriations  and  allowances  for  City,  County  and  Income  Departments  are  indicated  herewith:

The  allowances  for  Income  Departments  will  be  met  from  the  revenues  collected  by  these  departments  and  will  not 
have  any  effect  on  the  1967  tax  rate. 

Information  pertinent  to  the  1967  budget  is  presented  herewith : 

City  Budget 

Personal  Services:  The  1967  allowance  reflects  a  net  increase  over  1966  of  $6,392,811.30.  During  1966  two  appro- 
priations for  salary  increases  for  city  employees  were  approved  by  you.  The  first  appropriation  of  $1,738,152  affected 
the  entire  year  of  1966  and  is  incorporated  in  the  1966  appropriations.  The  second  appropriation  in  September  of  1966 
for  $1,000,000  was  for  the  last  four  months  of  the  year.  The  latter  raise  resulted  in  this  year's  allowance  increasing  over 
$2.5  million  for  permanent  employees.  City  Hospital  and  Health  Department  represents  further  increases  of  more  than 
$2  million  in  1967.  These  increases  were  caused  by  the  creation,  of  new  positions  in  the  hospital  facility  of  $110,000  not 
provided  for  in  1966,  nurses'  and  doctors'  raises  in  1966  for  which  additional  funds  of  $200,000  is  required;  staffing  re- 
quirements in  1967  of  $900,000;  increments  during  1967  of  $110,000  and  a  second  salary  increase  for  nurses  effective  Jan- 
uary 1,  1967  amounting  to  $686,000.  The  firefighters  through  collective  bargaining  reflect  salary  increases  of  $775,000 
and  a  reorganization  of  the  Building  Department  resulted  in  an  increase  in  this  department  of  $130,000,  library  require- 
ments as  a  result  of  pay  raises  increased  $200,000. 

Overtime  and  Temporary  help  reflect  increnses  due  to  collective  bargaining  contracts  signed  in  late  1966,  Police 
School  Crossing  Guards,  $70,000;  Police  Overtime,  $660,000  (Court  Time);  Fire  Department,  $133,000. 

Contractual  Services:  This  account  shows  a  marked  increase  over  1966  of  better  than  $2.8  million.  Departments 
which  reflect  a  substantial  rise  are  the  Health  and  Hospital  Departments  of  $752,000  for  plant  improvements;  the  Public 
Works  Department  for  a  downtown  contract  for  street  cleaning  of  $400,000;  street  lighting  and  rubbish  contracts  show 
normal  raises  of  over  $200,000;  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  for  surveys  and  planning,  $400,000;  the  Auditorium 
which  was  carried  as  a  special  appropriation  in  1966  now  is  segregated  for  an  increase  in  this  account  of  $268,000;  Building 
Department  for  demolition  of  unsafe  structures,  S151.000;  Real  Property  Department  for  repairs  and  maintenance  of 
our  public  buildings  increased  $114,000;  while  our  Police  Department  received  $134,000  above  the  1966  appropriation  for 
repairs  and  maintenance  of  police  buildings  and  miscellaneous  contractual  services.  Other  city  departments  reflected 
normal  increases  over  previous  years. 

Supplies  and  Materials:  An  increase  in  this  category  of  $518,000  is  attributable  to  the  Health  and  Hospita'  Depart- 
ments of  $448,000;  the  Fire  Department  for  automotive  and  office  supplies  of  $22,000;  and  the  Public  I.ibrarv  for  miscel- 
laneous books  and  periodicals  of  $30,000. 

Current  Charges  and  Obligations:  This  account  is  up  $6.4  million  due  mainly  to  the  ever-rising  costs  of  Welfare  and 
Veterans'  Benefits  Relief  of  over  $6.2  million. 

Structures  and  Improvements:  The  increase  in  this  item  of  $420,500,  shows  in  the  Hospital  Department,  $275,000; 
the  Park  Department  of  $110,000;  and  the  Public  Works  Department  of  $24,500. 

Special  Appropriations:  A  net  increase  in  this  account  can  be  explained  by  an  allowance  to  the  newlj  formed  Public 
Facilities  Department  of  $520,000;  and  the  Eastern  Regional  Library  of  $150,000. 

County  Budget 

County  Budgets  show  an  increase  in  1967  of  $1,226,000.  Personal  Services  are  up  almost  $850,000  due,  for  the  most 
part,  to  salary  increase?  to  Judges,  Clerks  of  various  courts,  Probation  Officers  and  Court  Officers  approved  by  the  General 
Court  during  1966  for  which  funds  were  not  appropriated  at  the  time. 

Contractual  Services:  Appropriations  to  this  category  have  increased  by  $370,000:  the  major  repairs  to  the  Court 
Houbo  elevators  represents  $209,000;  while  Superior  Court,  Civil  Session.  Clerk's  Office,  is  up  almost  $100,000;  for  the  ex- 
penditures to  Masters  and  Auditors  of  $50,000,  and  for  Jurors,  of  $50,000.  The  Superior  Court,  Criminal  Session,  reflects 
an  increase  which  can  be  charged  mainly  against  jurors,  fees  and  experts  employed  in  the  presentation  of  criminal  cases  of 
$143,000.  , 

The  remaining  categories  of  the  County  Budget  remained  fairly  constant. 

Income  Budget 

The  over-all  increase  in  this  budget  of  $390,116:  is  shown  in  Personal  Services  for  $208,650,  resulting  from  salary 
increases;  $62,517  in  Contractual  Services;  for  Data  Processing  and  Repairs  and  Maintenance  of  buildings  and  structures 
of  the  Water  Division.  An  increase  in  Current  Charges  and  Obligations  of  $47,791  is  reflected  for  the  major  portion  of  the 
increase  in  the  Water  Division  of  the  Public  Works  Department  of  $34,464;  and  under  Structures  and  Improvements  an 
increase  of  $100,000  is  the  result  of  additional  extensions  and  improvements  to  water  mains. 

Conclusion 

The  preceding  paragraphs  summarize,  in  general,  a  comparison  of  the  recommended  budget  allowances,  for  1967  with 
the  actual  appropriations  for  1966.

Ordered,  That  to  meet  the  current  expenses  payable  during  the  financial  year  beginning  with  the  first  day  of  January 
1967  for  performing  the  duties  and  exercising  the  powers  devolved  by  statute  or  ordinance,  or  by  vote  of  the  City  Council , 
during  the  year,  upon  the  City  of  Boston,  or  County  of  Suffolk,  or  the  departments  or  officers  thereof,  the  respective  sums 
of  money  specified  in  the  tables  and  schedules  hereinafter  set  out  be,  and  the  same  are,  hereby  appropriated  for  the  several 
departments  and  for  the  objects  and  purposes  hereinafter  stated. 

Ordered,  That  the  appropriation  for  Water  Service,  current  expenses,  and  the  payment  to  the  Metropolitan  Water 
District  Commission,  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  and  for  the  interest  and  debt  requirements  for  water  purposes  be 
met  by  the  income  of  said  service,  and  any  excess  over  income,  from  taxes,  as  provided  for  by  Chapter  324  of  the  Acts  of 
1914-  that  the  appropriation  for  Sewer  Service  current  expenses,  payment  of  maintenance  assessments  to  the  Metropolitan 
District  Commission,  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  and  for  the  interest  and  debt  requirements  for  loans  issued  for 
sewer  purposes  be  met  by  the  income  of  said  service,  and  any  excess  over  income,  from  taxes,  as  provided  for  by  Section  16 
of  Chapter  83  of  the  General  Laws  as  amended  bv  Chapter  311  of  the  Acts  of  1961;  that  appropriations  for  the  maintenance 
and  operation  of  parking  meters  and  the  regulation  of  parking  and  other  traffic  activities  incident  thereto,  be  met  by  the 
income  from  parking  meter  fees;  exclusive  of  the  money  raised  by  loan  or  needed  to  carry  out  the  requirements  of  any 
statute  gift  trust  or  special  appropriation;  by  the  income  of  the  financial  year  beginning  January  1,  1967;  by  taxes  on  the 
estates  in  the  City  of  Boston;  and  by  the  proceeds  of  any  duly  authorized  loans. 

Ordered  That  the  appropriation  for  the  Cemetery  Division,  Parks  and  Recreation  Department,  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  Chapter  13  of  the  Acts  of  1961  be  and  hereby  is  appropriated  from  the  General  Cemetery  Fund,  to  be 
expended  under  the  direction  of  the  Commissioner,  Parks  and  Recreation  Department  for  the  Cemetery  Division  the 
expense  of  maintenance,  improvement  and  embellishing  said  cemeteries  as  is  not  met  by  the  income  of  deposits  for  perpetua 
care  on  hand  December  31,  1966. 

Ordered,  Thpt  all  sums  of  money  which  form  no  part  of  the  income  of  the  city,  but  shall  be  paid  for  services  rendered 
or  work  done  by  any  department  or  division  for  any  other  department  or  division,  or  for  any  person  or  corporation  other 
than  the  City  of  Boston,  be  paid  into  the  general  treasury,  and  that  all  contributions  made  to  any  appropriation  be  ex- 
pended for  the  objects  and  purposes  directed  by  the  several  contributors  thereof,  including  such  sums  as  may  be  appro- 
priated for  the  Sewer  and  Water  Divisions  of  the  Public  Works  Department  and  so  designated  in  said  appropriations  as  a 
proper  allocation  to  the  Public  Works  Department  General  or  any  sub-division  thereof. 

Ordered,  That  all  taxes  raised  to  meet  the  appropriations  of  the  city,  and  all  taxes  assessed  for  meeting  the  city's 
proportion  of  the  state  tax  for  the  year  1967,  or  for  any  other  taxes  or  assessments  payable  to  the  Commonwealth,  shall  be 
due  and  payable  on  July  1.  1967.  Interest  shall  be  charged  at  the  rate  of  6  percent  per  annum  and  computed  from  October 
1  1967  on  all  real  estate  and  personal  property  taxes  remaining  unpaid  after  November  1,  1967,  and  assessed  and  payable 
in  the  yaer  1967,  before  said  November  1,  1967,  until  such  taxes  are  paid.

I  am  submitting  herewith  a  suggested  resolution 
authorizing  an  application  to  the  federal  Depart- 
ment of  Housing  and  Urban  Development  for 
grant  assistance  in  the  city's  1967  Urban  Beautifi- 
cation  activities. 

Last  year  the  Council  adopted  a  resolution 
approving  the  long-range  Urban  Beautification 
Program  as  a  guide  for  beautification  and  improve- 
ment of  the  city's  public  urban  land  over  a  pro- 
posed ten-year  period.  The  Council  further 
authorized  the  submission  of  a  1966  application 
and  separately  appropriated  funds  to  cover  the 
city  share  for  1966.  The  attached  resolution  covers 
the  second  annual  application. 

I  am  not  now  requesting  any  appropriation  of 
funds  for  the  city  share  of  the  1967  program.  Or- 
ders and  a  message  covering  this  will  be  included  in 
the  annual  Capital  and  Operating  Budgets  to  be 
submitted  on  February  6,  1967. 

The  figures  in  the  submitted  resolution  are  maxi- 
mums and  estimates  only,  and  do  not  in  any  way 
commit  the  Council  to  appropriate  any  funds,  or 


prevent  you  from  reducing  any  appropriation 
order  to  be  submitted.  The  federal  grant  received 
will  be  based  on  the  actual  amount  of  work  we 
undertake  in  1967. 

_  Much  of  the  indicated  local  share  is  either  non- 
city  money,  or  has  already  been  appropriated.  The 
single  biggest  item  to  be  included  in  the  applica- 
tion is  construction  of  the  new  Copley  square  ac- 
cording to  the  winning  design  from  the  national 
competition  conducted  last  year.  Most  of  the 
local  share  of  this  project  is  to  be  raised  by  dona- 
tions from  the  community,  which  donations, 
together  with  the  anticipated  federal  grant,  will 
allow  us  to  proceed  with  this  long-hoped-for 
improvement. 

It  is  essential  that  early  action  be  taken  on  this 
resolution  so  that  the  application  may  be  submitted 
as  soon  as  possible.  We  have  learned  from  experi- 
ence to  expect  lengthy  federal  review; and  also  know 
that  the  first  applications  in  have  better  priority 
for  the  limited  funds  Congress  has  made  available. 
In  addition,  we  have  just  been  informed,  late  in 
December,  of  an  added  new  regulation:  that 
applications  sent  in  over  ninety  days  past  the 
start  of  the  year  will  not  be  accepted.

1.  That  an  application  be  made  to  the  Depart-

RECOMMENDED   CAPITAL   BUDGET   FOR    1967 


City  of  Boston,

The  following  was  received: 

The  Honorable  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

I  am  submitting  herewith  for  your  consideration  certain  appropriation  orders  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  forward 
the  capital  projects  of  the  city  during  1967.  Accompanying  these  orders  are  tables  and  text  setting  forth  the  recom- 
mended Capital  Budget  for  1967  and  showing  in  detail  the  proposed  projects  to  be  financed  under  these  orders,  together 
with  other  sources  of  funds  available  for  these  purposes. 

This  Capital  Budget  indicates  that  certain  sums  have  already  been  made  available  in  previous  years  for  certain  of 
these  projects,  and  also  that,  in  several  instances,  further  sums  be  will  needed  in  subsequent  years  in  order  to  carry  projects 
through  to  completion.  In  1967  only  those  funds  u.re  being  requested  which  are  believed  necessary  to  mamta;n  progress 
on  required  municipal  facilities  and  which  can  reasonably  be  expected  to  be  encumbered  prior  to  passage  of  next  year's 
Capital  Budget. 

In  addition  to  the  orders  herewith,  the  Capital  Budget  schedules  certain  additional  orders  and  resolutions  which  have 
been  submitted  previously  and  are  now  pending  before  you,  such  as  resolutions  allowing  application  for  listed  federal 
grants. 

The  funds  requested  will  be  expended  throughout  the  city  for  new  and  reconstructed  streets,  extensive  improvements 
in  water,  sewer,  and  storm  drain  facilities,  for  new  and  improved  playgrounds  and  parks  and  for  tree  planting.  A  sub- 
stantial number  of  new  public  buildings  for  several  departments  are  programmed  to  replace  existing  obsolete  facilities 
and  to  provide  better  service  to  the  citizens  and  improve  working  conditions  for  our  public  employees. 

The  largest  single  project  in  this  category  is  the  long-awaited  addition  to  our  magnificent  Central  Library,  and  also 
included  are  first  stages  of  several  badly  needed  modern  facilities  at  City  Hospital.  Accelerated  progress  will  be  made 
on  the  special  program  of  school  building  modernization  and  renovation,  with  a  sufficient  sum  allocated  for  studies  towards 
providing  the  School  Department  with  adequate  administrative  headquarters  in  the  present  City  Hall  Annex ,  soon  to  be 
vacated. 

At  the  moment,  no  additional  funds  are  requested  to  supplement  the  approximately  50  million  dollars  already  ap- 
propriated for  new  school  construction. 

I  believe  that  the  program  covered  by  this  budget  and  orders  are  essential,  and  that  these  buildings  and  public  works 
will  be  continued  concrete  evidence  of  Boston's  progress.  I  respectfully  urge  favorable  consideration  and  adoption  of  the 
orders  submitted  herewith,  and  reiterate  this  request  for  those  items  already  before  you.

City  of  Boston 
Recommended  1967  Capital  Budget 
The  Recommended  1967  Capital  Budget  includes  capital  improvements  with  a  total  in  place  cost  presently  estimated 
at  $107,741,000.    This  amount  covers  land,  construction  and  original  equipment  for  twenty-four  city  buildings;  extraor- 
dinary repairs  to  seven  existing  citv  buildings;  improvements  in  existing  parks  and  playgrounds;  and  major  street,  utility , 
traffic  and  police  communication  improvements. 

A  breakdown  of  improvements  by  department,  the  total  cost  of  the  improvements  and  source  of  funds  is  given  in 
Table  I. 

Authorizations  made  prior  to  1967  on  these  improvements  amount  to  $23,974,000;  final  authorization  for  some  of  the 
improvements  will  not  be  required  until  1968  the  amount  that  may  be  deferred  without  slowing  the  program  is  $27,106,200. 

The  total  cost  (($107,741,000)  less  the  amounts  previously  authorized  and  amounts  which  mav  be  deferred,  leave  a 
net  required  at  this  time  of  $56,434,000. 

Federal  and  state  grants  for  urban  beautification,  roads  and  utilities  will  cover  $4,046,100  of  this  amount;  trust  funds 
and  private  contributions  will  cover  §5,224,600.  The  balance,  $47,163,300,  will  be  met  by  the  city  through  taxation,  cash, 
income  from  the  Parkman  Fund,  transfers  from  special  accounts  or  by  loans. 

The  attached  list  of  Council  Actions  (Table  II)  breaks  down  the  $47,163,300  by  order. 

The  immediate  one-year  impact  on  the  tax  rate  under  these  orders  will  be  approximately  45  cents  per  $1,000.  The 
maximum  gross  impact  will  be  about  $2.80  per  $1,000  of  assessed  value,  and  will  occur  when  all  funds  appropriated  under 
the  orders  have  been  expended:  this  point  will  be  reached  in  1969  and  will  continue  until  the  10-year  bond  issues  are  re- 
tired. Thereafter,  the  gross  impact  will  be  about  $2  per  $1,000  until  the  twenty-year  issues  are  retired.  However,  reim- 
bursements to  the  city  under  various  state  and  federal  laws,  currently  estimated  at  $8,445,750  above  those  listed  in  Table  I , 
will  reduce  the  net  impact  on  the  tax  rate  to  approximately  $2.50  for  the  first  ten-year  period  and  $1.70  for  the  second 
ten-year  period.

Eastern  Standard  Time,  February  16,  1967. 

Such  notice  shall: 

1.  Disclose  the  contemplated  use  of  the 
property; 

2.  Contain  a  citation  of  the  applicable  statute 
or  statutes  under  which  the  public  agency  desires 
to  procure  the  property; 

3.  Disclose  the  nature  of  the  interest  if  an 
interest  less  than  fee  title  to  the  property  is 
contemplated; 

4.  State  the  length  of  time  required  to  de- 
velop and  submit  a  comprehensive  and  co- 
ordinated plan  of  use  and  procurement  for  the 
property  (where  a  payment  to  the  government 
is  required  under  the  statute,  include  a  statement 
as  to  whether  funds  are  available  and,  if  not,  the 
period  required  to  obtain  funds) ;  and 

5.  Give  the  reason  for  the  time  required  to 
develop  and  submit  a  plan. 

Any  planning  for  an  educational  or  a  publio 
health  use  of  property  sought  to  be  acquired  sub- 
ject to  a  public  benefit  allowance  must  be  co- 
ordinated with  the  Department  of  Health,  Educa- 
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tion  and  Welfare,  Division  of  Surplus  Property 
Utilization,  J.  F.  Kennedy  Federal  Building,  Bos- 
ton, Mass.  02203.  An  application  form  to  acquire 
property  for  an  educational  or  public  health  re- 
quirement, and  instructions  for  the  preparation  and 
submission  of  an  application,  may  be  obtained  from 
that  office.  Application  forms  or  instructions  to 
acquire  property  for  all  other  public  use  require- 
ments may  be  obtained  from  the  Regional  Ad- 
ministrator, General  Services  Administration, 
Post  Office  and  Courthouse,  Boston,  Mass.,  02109. 

Upon  receipt  of  such  written  notice,  the  public 
agency  will  be  promptly  informed  concerning  the 
period  of  time  that  will  be  allowed  to  develop  a 
comprehensive  and  coordinated  plan  of  use  and 
procurement  for  the  property.  Such  a  plan  of  use 
will  be  the  basis  for  subsequent  determination  by 
the  government  as  to  whether  the  property  is 
available  for  the  proposed  use  and  disposal  thereof 
is  authorized  by  applicable  statutes  and  regula- 
tions.

RAPID    TRANSIT    DEBT 

The  following   was   received: 

City    of    Boston, 
Law  Department,  February  9,  1967. 
To    the    Honorable   the    City    Council. 
Gentlemen : 

This  is  in  response  to  your  order  of  Janu- 
ary 30  concerning  the  inclusion  in  financial 
statements  of  the  city's  Rapid  Transit  debt  in 
view  of  the  existence  of  sinking  funds  suffi- 
cient  to   pay   the   full    amount   thereof. 

In  issuing  the  Rapid  Transit  Bonds,  the 
city  pledged  its  faith  and  credit.  Conse- 
quently, the  city's  financial  statements  must 
continue  to  carry  these  bonds  among  its 
obligations.  When  the  financial  world  an- 
alyzes the  city's  financial  situation,  however, 
it  concerns  itself  with  gross  debt  less  sinking 
fund  reserves,  so  that  while  the  Rapid  Transit 
Bonds  must  be  carried  as  an  outstanding 
obligation,  I  doubt  exceedingly  that  this 
requisite  bookkeeping  entry  has  any  adverse 
effect  upon  the  rate  of  interest  at  which 
Boston  borrows.  Since  the  Rapid  Transit 
Bonds  are  outside  the  debt  limit,  they  are  not 
included  in  computing  the  city's  debt-incurring 
power. 

Unlike  the  Traffic  Tunnel  Retirement  Bonds 
of  1945,  which  contained  a  provision  for  call 
on  or  after  twenty  years  from  their  dates, 
the  currently  outstanding  Rapid  Transit  Bonds 
have  no  similar  provision  for  accelerated  pay- 
ment. In  the  jargon  of  the  financial  world, 
these  bonds  are  noncallable.  In  recognition 
of  this  fact,  the  bonds  of  the  Boston  Metropol- 
itan District  held  in  the  sinking  funds  are 
payable  in  installments  keyed  to  the  maturity 
of  the  city's  Rapid  Transit  Bonds,  so  that, 
with  unimportant  exceptions,  the  sinking  fund 
assets  become  liquid  only  as  the  Rapid  Transit 
Bonds  respectively  mature.  Accelerated  pay- 
ment of  the  Rapid  Transit  Bonds  is  thus  not 
possible.

Present    Station:      52    Paris    street,    Ward   1. 

Fire  Companies:  Engine  Company  9  and 
Ladder     Company    2. 

Reasons    for    Relocation: 

1.  Present  fire  station  erected  in  1859,  ac- 
cording to   records. 

2.  General  change  in  the  profile  of  the 
area  and  character  of  hazards.  The  popula- 
tion remains  a  mixed  heterogeneous  group. 
There  is  a  slight  lessening  in  density. 

3.  Logan  International  Airport,  although  a 
Massachusetts  Port  Authority  property  pre- 
sents a  target  hazard  with  all  its  ramifications. 

4.  The  station  is  antiquated,  difficult  to 
heat,  and  too  expensive  to  modernize  and 
maintain. 

5.  The  heavy  motor  vehicle  traffic  as  a  re- 
sult   of    the    vehicular    tunnels. 

Suggested  Relocation  Area:  178  Border 
street  at   Central   square,    Block   37,    Section   2. 

Description  of  Suggested  Area:  Vacant 
land  in  part  with  small  one-story  dilapidated 
building  adjoining  a  large  shopping  plaza. 
Level  land  adjacent  to   the  waterfront. 

Adequacy  of  Suggested  Area:  The  size  of 
the  area  is  slightly  smaller  than  considered 
sufficient  for  the  purpose,  however,  the  abut- 
ter, the  owners  of  the  shopping  area  might 
be   disposed    to   relinquish   a   part   of   the   ex- 
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cessive    parking    area    to     bring    the    size    of 
the  plot  up   to  the  needed  area. 
Underwriting    Requirements: 

1.  The  physical  and  environmental  in- 
fluences and  population  density  would  not  be 
affected   by   the   relocation    of   this   station. 

2.  No  significant  change  would  be  en- 
gendered in  response  time  or  in  distance  to 
be  traveled  as  a  result  of  the  location. 

3.  Area  hazards  are  in  part  mercantile, 
marine  industrial,  shipping,  air  and  sea  and 
closely    built    residential. 

4.  The  relocation  would  entail  no  lessening 
of   fire  protection   for  the   area. 

5.  The  relocation  should  serve  all  areas 
more    strategically    than    the    present    location.

Area  Involved:  Grove  Hall  Section,  Fire

Present  Station:  36  Washington  street, 
Grove  Hall,  Ward  14.  484  Warren  street, 
Roxbury,    Ward    12. 

Fire  Companies:  Engine  Company  13  and 
Ladder  Company  23  (Grove  Hall).  Engine 
Company   24,   Roxbury. 

Reasons   for    Relocation : 

1.  There  is  a  radical  change  in  the  fire 
protection  profile  in  the  area  with  a  hous- 
ing development  complex  predominating  com- 
posed of  first-class  construction.  The  popula- 
tion remains  a  normal  mixed  heterogeneoris 
group.  The  occupancy  standards  and  arrange- 
ment will  create  a  slight  lessening  of  the 
density. 

2.  The  station  is  antiquated,  difficult  to 
heat  and  maintain  and  remodernization  would 
be  too   expensive. 

3.  The  Washington  Park  Development  of 
the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  has 
caused  a  readjustment  of  the  population  and 
altered  topographical  layout  of  area  and 
streets. 

4.  Funding  is  to  be  by  sale  of  city  property 
to   the   Boston    Redevelopment   Authority. 

Suggested  Relocation  Area:  Within  tri- 
angular plot  fronting  on  Warren  street  and 
backing  on  Blue  Hill  avenue,  Block  No.  255B, 
Lots  3870,  7000,  and  6344  opposite  Crawford 
street. 

Description  of  Suggested  Area:  Facing  on 
Warren  street,  the  frontage  is  reasonably 
level.  The  rear  backs  onto  Blue  Hill  avenue 
with  a  terrain  considered  relatively  steep. 
It  is  occupied  by  assorted  occupancies— -mer- 
cantile   and    residential. 

Adequacy  of  Suggested  Area:  The  size  of 
the  area  is  considered  sufficient  for  the  needs 
of  this  department.

2.  No  significant  change  would  be  en- 
gendered in  response  time  or  in  distance 
to  be  traveled  as  a  result  of  relocation  and 
consolidation. 

8.  Area  hazards  would  be  closely  built 
residential  in  areas  not  within  scope  of  re- 
development with  lessening  of  hazard  in  re- 
developed areas.  Projected  mercantile  hazards 
may  be   anticipated   in    the   future. 

4.  The  relocation  and  consolidation  would 
entail  no  lessening  of  fire  protection  for  the 
area. 

6.  The  relocation  and  consolidation  should 
serve  all  areas  more  strategically  for  it  would 
be  in  close  proximity  to  the  Washington  Park 
Development.  The  suggested  site  affords  direct 
response  to  all  points  of  the  compass.  The 
relocation  would  contribute  no  significant 
changes  for  although  there  would  be  some 
increasing  of  distances,  such  as  into  the 
South  Dorchester  Area,  access  on  available 
streets  would  permit  more  ready  and  rapid 
response. 


6.  It  is  anticipated  that  the  function  of 
Engine  Company  13  will  be  increased  to  that 
of  a  rescue  unit  in  order  to  provide  this 
area  with  the  services  of  a  specialized  rescue 
unit   in   addition   to   its   normal    mission.

Fire  Companies:  Engine  Company  12  and 
Ladder    Company    4. 

Reasons    for    Relocation: 

1.  Present  location  of  Engine  Company  12 
is  to  remote  to  the  Washington  Park  De- 
velopment which  could  possibly  cause  a  criti- 
cal  delay  in   response. 

2.  Engine  Company  12  and  Ladder  Com- 
pany  4   are   both   single  houses. 

3.  In  the  interest  of  economy  and  better 
replacement  for  fire  protection,  consolidation  is 
warranted. 

4.  Modernization  of  either  current  station 
would  not  give  adequate  space  for  the  hous- 
ing  of   two   companies. 

5.  Relocation  would  more  centrally  locate 
the  fire  protection  for  the  area,  making  it 
quickly  available  to  the  high  density  areas 
currently  existing  and  anticipating  the  chang- 
ing profile  of  the  area  and  character  of  the 
hazards  introduced  by  the  renewal  areas  cur- 
rently in  process.  The  population  remains  a 
mixed    heterogeneous    group. 

Suggested  Relocation  Area:  On  Harrison 
avenue,  near  Warren  street,  in  Block  No.  54, 
Lots  1898,  1549,  2227,  2212,  and  2197  for  a 
total    of    10,083    square   feet,   more  or   less. 

Description  of  Suggested  Areas:  Facing 
onto  Harrison  avenue,  just  before  it  meets 
with  Warren  street,  the  area  is  slightly  in- 
clined but  not  sufficiently  to  cause  problem.

2.  No  significant  change  would  be  engen- 
dered in  response  time  or  in  distance  to  be 
traveled  as  a  result  of  relocation  and  con- 
solidation. 

3.  Area  hazards  would  be  densely  built 
residential  in  areas  not  within  scope  of  re- 
development with  lessening  of  hazard  in  re- 
developed areas.  Projected  mercantile  hazards 
may  be  anticipated  in  the  future. 

4.  The  relocation  and  consolidation  would 
entail  no  lessening  of  fire  protection  for  the 
area. 

5.  Relocation  and  consolidation  should 
serve  all  areas  more  strategically,  for  it  pro- 
vides more  direct  response  via  wide  and  paved 
ways  without  any  significant  increase  in  dis- 
tance.

Area  Involved:  South  Boston,  Fire  Dis- 
trict  6. 

Present  Station:  344  Congress  street,  Ward 
6. 

Fire  Companies:  Engine  Company  39  and 
Ladder   Company  18. 

Reasons   for   Relocation : 

1.  Present  fire  station  is  antiquated  and  in 
the  so-called  wool   and  leather   district. 

2.  General  change  in  fire  profile  of  the 
area  with  much  trucking,  transshipment,  cargo 
storage,  and  heavy  storage  of  a  multitude  of 
items  other  than  wool  and  leather.  The  area 
would  be  generally  classed  as  a  heavy  in- 
dustry  and   mercantile   storage   area. 
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3.  The  Fort  Point  Channel  is  scheduled  for 
filling  which  would  cause  a  considerable  in- 
crease hazard  exposure  in  this  area,  with  new 
construction  and  activities  moving  in  this 
direction.  Relocation  of  the  fire  protection 
is  necessary  to  better  serve  the  area  of  the 
future. 

4.  The  relocation  should  provide  more  cen- 
tral response  and  better  response  time  to  all 
areas  of  Fire  Districts  6,  4,  and  3. 

Suggested  Relocation  Area:  107  Dorches- 
ter avenue,  at  the  corner  of  Broadway  and 
Dorchester  avenue,  formerly  a  facility  of  the 
Boston  Fire  Department  housing  now-decom- 
missioned  Engine   Company   15. 

Description  of  Suggested  Area:  Generally 
level  land  with  access  to  every  part  of  South 
Boston  via  wide  arterial  highways  and  access 
to  the  South  Station  Area  of  Boston.  Present- 
ly occupied  by  structures  being  utilized  by 
city  for  other  purposes. 

Adequacy  of  Suggested  Area:  The  size  of 
the  area  presently  incorporates  2,803  square 
feet.  Any  planning  would  have  to  involve 
the  acquirement  of  sufficient  area  from  abut- 
ting property  to  bring  it  to  the  size  needed 
for  a  fire  station  to  house  an  engine  and 
ladder   company. 

Underwriting    Requirements: 

1.  The  relocation  of  the  station  would 
place  it  in  a  more  favorable  relationship  to 
population  density  of  South  Boston.  The 
current  physical  and  environmental  influences 
would  not  be  materially  affected  by  relocation. 

2.  The  more  central  location  would  cause 
no  significant  change  in  response  time  inso- 
far as  all  areas  of  Fire  District  are  con- 
sidered. It  would  cause  an  increase  in  dis- 
tance to  the  heavy  industrial  and  mercantile 
section  but  not  to  the  extent  that  fire  pro- 
tection   would   be   lessened. 

3.  The  relocation  should  serve  the  area  more 
strategically  and  place  the  activities  of  these 
companies  in  a  position  to  better  serve  the 
entire  area  rather  than  on  an  almost  pre- 
viously industrial  fire  protection  aspect  which 
they   might   have  been    considered. 

4.  The  relocation,  in  anticipation  of  changes 
in  topography,  should  provide  better  fire  pro- 
tection and  meet  with  every  requirement  of 
underwriting  authorities   for  the  future.

Fire  Companies:  Engine  Company  7,  En- 
gine   Company   26,    Ladder    Company    17. 

Reasons  for  Relocation: 

1.  Boston   Redevelopment   Authority. 

2.  General  change  in  the  profile  of  the 
area  and  a  lessening  of  the  character  of 
hazards  in  the  South  End  as  a  result  of 
demolition  and  redevelopment.  The  popula- 
tion remains  a  mixed  heterogeneous  group, 
with  a  slight  lessening  of  density  of  popula- 
tion with  its  movement  in  a  general  southerly 
direction.  The  high  hazard  characteristics 
of  the  so-described  "downtown"  area  cur- 
rently remains  approximately  static.  Mer- 
cantiles  remain  approximately  static.  Medi- 
cal and  institutional  occupancies  show  a  very 
definite   growth   trend. 

3.  The  present  station  is  very  large  and 
would   be  too  expensive  to   modernize. 

4.  Current  arterial  planning  requires  the 
removal   of  the  station. 

Intended  Relocation  Area:  A  site  at  the 
intersection  of  Isabella  street  and  Columbia 
avenue  has  been  designated  in  previous  cor- 
respondence on   the   subject. 

Description  of  Suggested  Area:  A  level 
area  of  land  in  a  street  arrangement  with 
what  may  be  considered  limited  access  cur- 
rently   and    as    indicated    by    future    planning. 

Adequacy  of  Suggested  Area:  The  size  of 
the  area  has  been  covered  by  previous  cor- 
respondence  and    agreement. 

Underwriting    Requirements : 


1.  The  intended  location  for  these  com- 
panies does  not  make  for  easy  radiation  of 
fire    protection. 

2.  Current  traffic  patterns  and  intended 
changes  appear  to  place  this  location  at  a 
greater  disadvantage  than  considered  toler- 
able. 

3.  The  high  exposure  hazards  of  the  mer- 
cantile areas  along  Washington  street  will 
experience  a  significant  delay  in  response 
time  due  to  traffic   density,  route  complex. 

4.  The  movement  away  from  the  high  ex- 
posure hazard  in  the  mercantile  will  increase 
this  time  requirement  to  a  point  not  con- 
sidered acceptable  when  measured  by  fire 
protection   standards   in   the  safety   of  life. 

5.  The  physical  and  environmental  influ- 
ences of  this  area  have  not  changed  radically 
or  lessened  nor  has  the  fire  protection  need 
lessened  for  this  area.  The  relocation  sug- 
gested will  tend  to  move  fire  protection  to  a 
point  beyond  that  considered  feasible,  that  is 
beyond  the  Park  Square  Area.  This  is  in 
direct  conflict  with  the  fire  protection  concept 
held  for  this  area,  an  installation  in  the  heart 
of  the  hazard,  or  capable  of  communicating  via 
fast  arterial  highways  into  the  heart,  not  sub- 
ject to  delay  by  traffic  and  by  excessive 
distance. 

6.  This  area  has  a  high  density  population 
during  working  hours  and  for  the  greater 
part  of  every  day  and  night  for  it  is  a 
mecca  which  draws  people  to  it  all  hours  of 
the  day  or  night.  Situated  on  the  so-called 
"Chinatown"  area,  it  is  heavily  populated 
in  the  early  morning  hours,  theatre  crowds 
in  the  eai-ly  evening  hours,  and  manufactures 
in  the  daylight  hours,  as  well  as  the  depart- 
ment store  complex  with  which  the  area 
abounds  loaded  with  burnables  which  could 
immediately  turn  any  building  into  a  holo- 
caust. 

7.  Beacon  Hill  an  area  of  old  construction 
and  no  doubt  one  which  will  retain  its  idenity 
would  be  placed  in  a  less  favorable  position 
insofar  as  fire  protection  with  the  movement 
of  this  apparatus  to  the  intended  location, 
for  much  of  the  fire  protection  on  Beacon 
Hill  is  provided  by  fire  companies  involved 
in  this  shift. 

8.  A  heavy  school  population  appears  to 
be  a  future  exposure  for  the  area  and  the 
intended  change  appears  to  act  as  a  disad- 
vantage with  respect  to   this. 

9.  It  appears  that  there  would  be  a  signifi- 
cant change  in  the  response  time  or  in  the 
distance  to  be  traveled  as  a  result  of  relo- 
cation. 

Recommendation : 

It  is  recommended  that  any  relocation  of 
these  companies  be  confined  to  that  area  in 
the  immediate  vicinity  of  Park  square.

PORT  AUTHORITY  TO  PAY  FOR  POLICE 
PROTECTION 
The   following    was    received: 
City   of  Boston, 
Law    Department,    February     13,     1967. 
To   the   Honorable   the   City   Council. 
Gentlemen : 

An  order  passed  by  your  Honorable  Body 
on  February  6,  1967,  requests  that  this  office 
institute  some  form  of  legal  action  to  require 
the  Massachusetts  Port  Authority  to  pay  the 
City  of  Boston  for  furnishing  fire  protection 
to  its  property  as  provided  under  "legislation 
passed    two    years    ago." 

I  assume  that  the  reference  is  to  Chapter 
288  of  the  Acts  of  1963  entitled  "An  Act 
Authorizing  the  City  of  Boston  To  Contract 
To  Provide  Fire-Fighting  Services  for  the 
Tax-Exempt  Property  of  the  Massachusetts 
Port  Authority  in  Said  City,"  the  text  of 
which    is    as    follows: 

"The  City  of  Boston,  acting  by  its  fire 
commissioner  with  the  approval  of  its 
mayor,  and  the  Massachusetts  Port  Author- 
ity are  hereby  (respectively  authorized  to 
make  contracts  from  time  to  time  whereby 
for  such  annual  fee  as  said  city  and  au- 
thority shall  mutually  agree  the  city  will 
provide  fire-fighting  services  for  the  tax 
exempt  property  of  said  authority  in  said 
city." 
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"The  Legislature  must  be  presumed  to  have 
meant  what  the  words  plainly  say"  (Condon 
v.  Haitsma,  325  Mass.  371,  373),  which  is 
that  the  City  and  the  Authority  are  "au- 
thorized" to  contract  with  each  other  re- 
specting the  subject.  They  are  not  "directed" 
or  "ordered"  or  otherwise  compelled  by  the 
statute  to  do  so.  The  statute  is  thus  a  mere 
enabling  measure,  creating  no  legally  en- 
forceable rights  by  its  own  force.  Lavelle  v. 
Beverly,    330    Mass.   72,    74. 

Hence  I  am  unable  to  institute  the  legal 
action    you   request.

REPORT     OF     COMMITTEE     ON     APPRO- 
PRIATIONS  AND   FINANCE 

Coun.  LANGONE,  for  the  Committee  on 
Appropriations  and  Finance,  submitted  the 
following: 

Report  op  Committee  on  Appropriations  and 

Finance 
Subject    Matter:     Return    of    $7,750,000    Loan 
Order   Authorized    for    a    Chronic    Disease 
Hospital   at   Long   Island. 

The  meeting  was  held  on  January  31,  1967, 
in  the  Council  Chamber  and  present  were 
Arthur  Coffey  of  the  Public  Facilities  Com- 
mission; Malcolm  Dudley;  Edmund  Holmes, 
Collector-Treasurer;  Dr.  Sackett;  Dr.  Lezer 
of  the  Boston  City  Hospital;  Joseph  Lally 
of  the  Boston  City  Hospital;  Daniel  Cronin, 
Commissioner  of  Public  Welfare;  Frank 
O'Brien  of  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Au- 
thority, and  William  Kerr  of  the  Law  De- 
partment. 

The  puirpose  of  the  meeting  was  to  con- 
sider a  request  by  the  Executive  Depart- 
ment to  rescind  a  previously  authorized  order 
dated  September  28,  1954,  which  provided  for 
a  loan  under  the  debt  limit  of  $7,750,000  for 
the  construction  of  a  500-bed  chronic  disease 
hospital    at    Long    Island. 


All  the  above  persons  testified  before  the 
Committee.  Dr.  Lezer,  who  represented  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  City  Hospital,  stated 
that  the  Board  of  Trustees  did  not  feel  that 
a  chronic  disease  hospital  should  be  con- 
structed as  proposed  at  the  Long  Island 
Hospital,  that  Long  Island  was  now  being 
used  as  an  extended  care  facility.  He  stated 
that  the  difference  between  an  extended  care 
facility  and  a  chronic  disease  hospital  is 
that  a  chronic  disease  hospital  requires  labora- 
tories and  more  medical  facilities  than  now 
exist   at   the   Long   Island  Hospital. 

He  further  stated  that  the  Trustees  do  not 
intend  to  phase  out  the  opei-ation  at  the  Long 
Island  Hospital  and  likewise  that  Mattapan 
Sanatorium  is  being  converted  from  its 
former  use  as  a  T.  B.  Sanatorium  to  a 
hospital  for  extended  care  facilities  similar 
to    Long    Island    Hospital. 

The  extended  care  facilities  are  for  ambu- 
latory patients  who  do  not  require  extensive 
medical  care  such  as  would  be  required  for  a 
chronic  disease  hospital.  This  means  that 
when  a  person  has  been  treated  at  the  Bos- 
ton City  Hospital  and  no  longer  requires  the 
intensive  care  of  the  general  hospital,  then 
the  patient  is  transferred  to  the  extended 
care    facility     at     Mattapan. 

It  has  been  so  clarified  under  the  new  medi- 
care provisions  so  that  it  is  eligible  for  funds 
under   the   new   program. 

Dr.  Lezer  stated  that  400  out  of  the  600 
beds  are  used  at  Mattapan  Sanatorium  at 
the    present    time. 

He  likewise  stated  that  it  is  the  intention 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  the  Hospital 
Staff  that  a  300-bed  chronic  disease  hospital  is 
being  planned  at  the  present  site  of  the 
Boston    City    Hospital. 

Patients  who  are  now  using  the  facilities 
of  the  Dowling  Building  will  be  transferred 
over  to  the  surgical  building  as  soon  as  reno- 
vations are  made  and  by  1970  the  Dowling 
Building  will  be  outfitted  to  accommodate  300 
chronic   disease  patients. 

At  the  present  time  there  are  about  890 
patients  at  the  Boston  City  Hospital,  but 
after  the  extensive  alterations  which  are  now 
going  on,  there  will  be  accommodations  for 
some   300   more  patients   for   this    purpose. 

Dr.  Lezer  also  stated  that  the  program  of 
treatment  of  alcoholism  is  inadequate  at  the 
present  time.  The  facilities  and  programs 
are  not  what  they  are  intended  to  be.  How- 
ever, steps  are  being  taken  to  expand  that 
program. 

Dr.  Lezer  stated  that  at  the  present  time 
there  are  only  about  1  or  2  percent  of  the 
patients  at  the  City  Hospital  who  are  wait- 
ing for  admission  to  the  chronic  disease  hos- 
pitals, such  as  dishing,  Holy  Ghost,  and 
Lemuel  Shattuck  Hospitals.  He  stated  that 
the  number  and  the  need  is  not  so  great  that 
they  cannot  be  kept  at  the  City  Hospital 
until  such  time  as  beds  are  available  at  these 
chronic    disease    hospitals. 

Mr.  Edmund  Holmes,  the  Collector-Treas- 
urer, stated  that  the  bond  counsel  in  his 
letter  of  October  4,  1966,  informed  him  that 
Boston  has  some  $78,000,000  within  the  debt 
limit  under  the  statute.  The  city  is  allowed 
to  borrow  up  to  5  percent  of  the  average  for 
three  years  of  all  the  real  estate  valuations 
which    roughly    amounts    to    some    $78,000,000. 

Seventy  million  dollars  of  this  amount  is 
now  encumbered  which  leaves  approximately 
$8  million  unencumbered.  However,  at  the 
present  time  before  the  City  Council,  there 
are  some  $5  million  in  equipment  loan  orders 
which  must  come  out  of  the  $8  million  and 
there  are  plans  for  the  other  $3  million  for 
annual  repairs  which  must  come  under  Chap- 
ter 44  of  the  statute  which  sets  up  the  debt 
limit.  Another  3.6  million  dollars  is  needed 
for  new  sewerage,  water  mains  and  brook 
enclosures. 

School  repairs  cannot  be  financed  out  of  this 
but  must  be  borne  out  of  the  money  borrowed 
within    the   debt   limit. 

Another  million  dollars  is  needed  for  street 
reconstruction  program  as  part  of  the  city's 
share  under  Chapter  90  for  major  construc- 
tion  of  streets. 
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This  means  that  approximately  Sll  million 
is  needed  for  the  city  services  which  cannot 
be  provided  for  unless  the  $5,750,000  is  turned 
back  to  the  city  because  there  is  not  enough 
money  within  the  debt  limit  to  provide  these 
services. 

The  Public  Facilities  Commission  was  present 
and  Arthur  G.  Coffey,  a  member  thereof, 
stated  that  the  Public  Facilities  Commission 
was  authorized  under  the  new  statute  which 
was  passed  creating  the  public  facilities,  ccm- 
mission  to  borrow  $115  million  outside  the 
debt   limit. 

In  addition  they  have  some  $53  million  au- 
thorized loan  orders  for  public  school  con- 
struction. This  would  leave  sufficient  funds 
for  construction  of  public  buildings  and  schools 
to  take  care  of  public  building  construction 
under   the   program. 

Daniel  Cronin  of  the  Welfare  Department 
stated  that  the  daily  rate  at  a  chronic  disease 
hospital  is  about  $20  a  day,  at  the  General 
Hospital  about  $50  per  day,  at  an  extended 
care  center  about  $17  per  day,  and  at  a  nurs- 
ing home  about  $8  or  $9  per  day.  But  at  a 
nursing  home  the  Welfare  Department  must 
pay  extra  for  medicines  or  doctors.  This  is 
for  old  age  and  welfare  recipients;  therefore, 
it  is  the  opinion  of  the  chairman  to  cite  all 
these  facts  and  to  leave  it  to  the  discretion 
of  the  majority  of  the  City  Council  to  decided 
what  need  at  the  present  time  is  greater. 

The  Hospital  Trustees  do  not  intend  to  use 
this  money  for  the  construction  of  a  chronic 
disease  hospital  at  Long  Island  and  the  money 
would  remain  encumbered  on  the  books  charged 
against  our  debt  limit,  whereas  there  is  a  need 
for  approximately  $3  million  of  this  money 
to  provide  essential  srvices  for  which  the  en- 
tire city   would   benefit. 

This  $3  million  is  over  and  above  what  now 
remains  within  the  debt  limit  to  provide 
these  services  and  the  only  source  left  is  the 
$5,750,000  which  has  been  encumbered  since 
1954.

Subject   Matter:      Three   Resolutions   of   Public 
Works    Commissioner   re   Sewerage,    Water 
Lines,   and  Brook  Enclosures. 

These  acre  three  resolutions  made  by  the 
Public  Works  Commissioner  requesting  Council 
approval  of  a  resolution  authorizing  the 
Public  Works  Commissioner  to  apply  for  fed- 
eral funds  to  carry  out  a  massive  reconstruc- 
tion of  Boston's  sewerage,  water  lines,  and 
brook  enclosures. 

This  entire  matter  will  cost  approximately 
$6.7  million  of  which  the  federal  government 
will  put  up  some  $3  million  and  the  city  will 
put   up   approximately   $3.6   million. 

The  reason  that  it  is  costing  the  city  more 
money  is  because  the  engineering  of  these 
projects  and  administrative  costs  have  to  be 
borne  by   the   city. 

The  construction  costs  will  be  borne  on  a 
50-50  basis  by  the  federal  government  and  the 
city. 

This  work  is  to  be  done  wherever  neces- 
sary throughout  the  city  to  provide  adequate 
water    pressure    wherever    needed. 

Obsolete  sewerage  lines  will  be  replaced  and 
the  enclosing  of  brooks  is  being  done  to  pre- 
vent children  from  falling  and  drowning  in 
these  brooks  in  some  suburban  areas  of  the 
city. 

The  cost  of  these  jobs  is  as  follows: 

Water  lines  and  mains — city  share,  $1,- 
868,000:    federal    share,    $1,500,000. 

Brook  enclosures — city  share,  $1,351,000; 
federal    share,     $1,023,000. 

Construction  of  new  sewerage — city's  share, 
$643,000;   federal   share,   $456,750. 

In  view  of  the  condition  of  our  sewerage 
in  many  of  the  older  sections  of  the  city, 
it  is  not  only  obsolete  but  antiquated  and 
when  we  have  severe  storms  such  as  in  the 
South  End  and  in  the  Back  Bay  and  in 
other  aireas,  particularly  along  the  waterfront, 
it  backs  up  and  it  is  a  very  unhealthy  situ- 
tion. 

As  to  the  water  pressures  in  homes,  be- 
cause of  the  installation  of  new  modern  air 
conditioning  and  other  appliances,  there  are 
many  complaints  about  the  lack  of  water 
pressure. 

There  have  been  many  accidents  whereby 
children  have  fallen  into  brooks  in  the  sub- 
urban Boston  area  and  this  is  a  much  needed 
improvement. 

Therefore,  it  is  recommended  that  the 
Council  Committee  on  Appropriations  and 
Finance  recommend  the  passage  of  these  three 
resolutions.

I  transmit  herewith  communication  received 
from  John  F.  Flaherty,  Chairman  of  the  Pub- 
lic Improvement  Commission,  advising  of  the 
discontinuance  of  Leather  square,  Boston 
Proper,  as  a  public  highway,  and  recommend- 
ing the  sale  to  the  First  National  Bank  of 
Boston  of  the  City  of  Boston's  interest  in 
Leather  square  subject  however,  to  the  re- 
tention by  the  city  of  water  and  sewer  ease- 
ments. The  bank  has  offered  the  sum  of 
$26,400  for  the  City  of  Boston's  interest  in 
Leather  square.  The  discontinued  area  of 
Leather  square  consists  of  4,233  square  feet 
of  land,  1,320  square  feet  of  which  is  owned 
by  the  City  of  Boston,  and  the  remaining 
2,913   square   feet   is    owned   by    the   bank. 

The  purchaser  desires  to  acquire  the  City 
of  Boston's  interest  in  Leather  square  for  the 
purpose  of  assembling  all  the  parcels  located 
in  the  block  between  Federal  street,  Franklin 
street,  Congress  street,  and  Matthews  street, 
and  to  construct  a  bank  building  which  will 
be  the  main  office  of  the  First  National  Bank 
of  Boston  and  containing  space  for  office 
rental.  The  structure  contemplated  will  be 
approximately  35  stories  in  height,  contain- 
ing approximately  one  million  square  feet  of 
floor  area,  and  when  completed  will  be  the 
largest  office  building  in  the  downtown  area.

A  joint  petition  from  the  First  National 
Bank  of  Boston  and  the  Sager  Electrical 
Supply  Company,  dated  November  9,  1966, 
requesting  the  discontinuance  of  Leather 
square,  Boston  Proper  district,  from  Matthews 
street  approximately  160  feet  northwesterly, 
was  received  by  the  Public  Improvement  Com- 
mission, together  with  an  offer  to  purchase 
a  portion  of  the  discontinued  area  containing 
approximately  1,320  square  feet  as  shown  on 
the   attached   plan    as   Parcels   A   and   B. 

A  title  examination  shows  that  this  portion 
of  Leather  square  (formerly  Sister  street) 
was  taken  for  a  widening  in  1868  by  a  re- 
solve of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City 
of  Boston  and  recorded  in  the  Registry  of 
Deeds,    Book    890,    page    30,    and    230. 

A  public  hearing  for  the  discontinuance  of 
Leather  square  was  held  on  January  10,  1967.

street,  and  recommending  the  sale  to  Roy

On  June  28,  1966,  the  Public  Improvement 
Commission  received  a  request  from  the  First 
Church  of  Christ,  Scientist,  for  the  discontinu- 
ance of  certain  streets  in  the  immediate  vi- 
cinity of  the  church  adjoining  Prudential 
Center  on  one  side  and  the  Massachusetts 
Horticultural  Society  and  Symphony  Hall  on 
the    other. 

A  duly  advertised  public  hearing  was  held 
on  August  16,  1966,  for  the  discontinuance 
of  these  streets  in  the  above-mentioned  areas. 
At  said  hearing  a  representative  of  the  First 
Church  of  Christ,  Scientist,  explained  that 
these  discontinuances  were  required  for  the 
development  of  the  proposed  Christian  Science 
Church    Complex    site. 

A  title  examination  of  the  discontinued 
areas  revealed  that  the  City  of  Boston  owns 
in  fee  approximately  81,021  square  feet  of 
the  total  discontinued  area  of  110,059  square 
feet.

limited  purpose  of  from  time  to  time  advising 
the  Police  Department  of  the  changes  in  laws 
governing  police  work  and  recent  interpreta- 
tions   of    same.

Mr.   Mayor: 

This  is  in  response  to  your  request  that  I 
consider  the  advisability  of  instituting  a  pro- 
gram described  in  an  order  passed  by  the 
City  Council  (at  behest  of  Councillor  Pie- 
monte)  on  January  23,  1967,  as  "a  program 
whereby  the  District  Attorney  of  Suifok  Coun- 
ty be  made  an  integral  part  of  the  police  ad- 
ministration of  the  City  of  Boston  for  the 
limited  purpose  of  from  time  to  time  advis- 
ing the  Police  Department  of  the  changes  in 
laws  governing  police  work  and  recent  inter- 
pretations   of    same." 

The  District  Attorney  of  Suffolk  County 
is  a  public  officer  having  only  such  duties  as 
are  explicitly  or  by  reasonable  implication 
imposed  upon  him  by  statute.  Under  existing 
statutes,  he  has  no  duty  to  consult  with  or 
advise  the  Police  Commissioner  of  Boston. 
However,  since  the  work  of  the  District 
Attorney  is  in  large  measure  closely  inter- 
related with  much  of  the  work  of  the  Boston 
police,  there  should,  of  course,  be  close  co- 
operation between  the  District  Attorney  and 
the  Police  Commissioner.  The  police  must 
conduct  their  investigations  of  criminal  offences 
in  such  a  manner  that  the  evidence  adduced 
is,  when  proffered  by  the  District  Attorney, 
admissible  in  court.  The  District  Attorney 
and  the  Police  Commissioner,  if  they  do  not 
already  do  so,  should  thus  confer  from  time 
to  time  at  the  invitation  of  the  Police  Com- 
missioner, with  a  view  to  developing  and 
pursuing  such  programs  in  the  Police  De- 
partment as  may  tend  to  keep  the  police 
abreast  of  new  statutes  and  court  decisions 
and  generally  improve  poiice  vork.  They 
cannot  be  formally  integrated  even  for  the 
limited  purpose  the  Council  order  suggests.

On  January  30,  1967,  the  Council  moved 
that  the  opinion  of  this  Commission  be  sought 
on  the  question  of  the  "feasibility  and  le- 
gality of  removing  as  a  liability  or  contingent 
liability  on  city  statements  that  amount  of 
city  or  municipal  debt  for  which  there  exists 
a  100  percent  sinking  fund.  .  .  ."  In  addi- 
tion, the  Commission  has  received  under  your 
order  of  February  13,  1967,  a  copy  of  the 
response  to  your  Body  by  the  Corporation 
Counsel   on    the   above   question. 

Two  primary  factors  determine  the  answer 
to  your  inquiry.  The  first  is  the  fact  that 
the  city's  financial  position,  from  a  securities 
marketing  standpoint,  turns  on  the  amount 
of  "net"  debt  and  not  "gross"  debt.  Secondly, 
since  the  bonds  do  not  contain  a  "call"  pro- 
vision, action  by  the  city  by  way  of  accelerated 
retirement    is    not    available. 

The    Commission    concurs    with    the    opinion 
expressed    by    the    Corporation    Counsel.

TIONS  AND   FINANCE 
Coun.    LANG  ONE    submitted    the   following: 

Subject  Matter:  Report  on  Appropriation  of 
$200,000  To  Purchase  Liquor  Licenses 
Displaced    by    Urban    Renewal. 

At  a  meeting  held  January  31,  1967,  by  the 
Committee  on  Appropriations  and  Finance,  a 
request  was  considered  for  the  appropriation 
of  $200,000  under  chapter  804  of  the  Acts  of 
1965  to  purchase  liquor  licenses  from  those 
business  which  have  been  displaced  by  ur- 
ban   renewal    projects. 

Two  hundred  thousand  dollars  has  already 
been  expended  under  chapter  804  to  purchase 
twenty  (20)  licenses  which  were  in  various 
urban  renewal  projects  which  have  been  ap- 
proved   to    date. 

Two  applications  are  now  pending  before 
the  Boston  Licensing  Board  and  one  has 
already    been    approved    by    said    Board. 

Commissioner  Chairman  Elam  and  Com- 
missioner   O'Neil    were   present. 

There  are  in  the  city  today  some  757  all- 
alcoholic  on  premise  licenses  and  288  package 
goods    licenses. 

There  will  be  some  50  to  150  licenses  in- 
volved in  the  future  to  be  purchased  unlder 
chapter  804  for  which  the  city  has  been 
authorized  to  borrow  some  $2  million.  This 
money  is  coming  out  of  the  increased  license 
fees    which    have   been    in    effect    since    1965. 

According  to  Chairman  Elam  there  is  an 
adequate  amount  of  money  under  chapter  804 
to  purchase  all  these  licenses  if  the  moving 
of  these  displaced  businesses  is  done  in  an 
orderly     procedure. 

A  1937  act  of  the  Legislature  provided  that 
700  all-alcoholic  beverage  on  premise  licenses 
be  authorized  and  250  package  store  licenses. 
This  is  the  amount  of  licenses  set  12s  the 
limit  by  this  act  and  no  new  licenses  have 
been  granted  since  1937  by  the  Licensing 
Board.  The  only  licenses  that  have  been 
issued  have  been  through  charitable  and  civic 
and  veterans  organizations  by  an  act  of  the 
Legislature. 

Chairman  Elam  stated  than  an  amend- 
ment to  chapter  804  has  been  offered  to  the 
Legislature  to  change  the  commencement 
date  of  the  statute  in  order  to  be  eligible  for 
the  $10,000  first  year  amount  set  by  law. 
That  is,  that  the  commencement  date  for  the 
first  year  would  start  as  of  the  date  of  dis- 
placement by  the  land-taking  rather  than 
the  date  of  the  filing  of  the  land-taking  in 
the    Registry    of    Deeds. 

This  has  worked  a  hardship  on  some  re- 
quests and  they  are  making  an  effort  to  re- 
vise the  law.

PROPOSED    REDUCTION    IN    $7,500,000 

ORDER 
The   following   was   received: 
City    of    Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,   March  10,   1967. 
To    the    Honorable    City    Council. 
Gentlemen : 

Your  Honorable  Body  rejected  my  order, 
dated  January  23,  1967,  which  proposed  an 
amendment  to  a  1954  loan  order  of  $7,500,000 
for  the  construction  of  departmental  buildings. 
For  the  following  reasons,  I  am  herewith 
resubmitting    my    order    of    January    23,    1967: 

1.  The  action  of  your  Honorable  Body  has 
left  standing  an  authorization  of  $5,750,000 
which  will  not  and  cannot,  in  the  opinion 
of  bond  counsel,  be  used  for  the  purposes  of 
the   original    authorization. 

2.  The  action  of  your  Honorable  Body 
makes  it  impossible  to  go  forward  with  the 
repairs  to  schools,  which  would  be  authorized 
under  my  order  submitted  January  23,  1967, 
providing  for  the  borrowing  of  $3,000,000  for 
Alterations    and    Repairs    of    School    Buildings. 

3.  The  action  of  your  Honorable  Body 
makes  it  impossible  to  go  forward  with  the 
planning  and   construction   of   new  streets   and 


sewer  facilities,  and  modernization  and  im- 
provements to  four  police  stations  authorized 
under  my  orders  submitted  as  a  part  of  the 
1967  Capital  Budget  on  February  6,  1967, 
which    orders   total    $5,888,000. 

If  the  order  which  I  am  herewith  resub- 
mitting for  your  consideration  is  not  adopted, 
I  shall  have  no  alternative  except  that  of 
withdrawing  from  consideration  the  order  for 
Alterations  and  Repairs  to  Schools  dated  Jan- 
uary 23,  1967,  and  the  chapter  44  loan  orders 
made  a  part  of  the  1967  Capital  Budget 
dated  February  6,  1967.  The  total  chapter 
44  authorizations  requested  in  those  orders, 
m  addition  to  the  departmental  equipment 
order,  would  exceed  the  debt  limit  of  the  city 
by    $3,143,608.34. 

As  a  matter  of  sound  fiscal  policy,  we  re- 
quire, in  addition,  a  reserve  borrowing  power 
within  the  city's  debt  limit  of  at  least  $2,- 
500,000.  This  means  that  our  borrowing  re- 
quirements will  exceed  the  debt  limit  by  a 
total  of  $5,643,608.34,  unless  the  accompany- 
ing  order   is    adopted. 

Chapter  93  of  the  Acts  of  1891  requires 
that  the  year's  current  debt  limit  be  certified 
to  the  City  Council  prior  to  April  1.  If  the 
order  which  is  herewith  resubmitted  is  not 
adopted  by  the  City  Council  prior  to  April 
1,  1967,  this  office,  regrettably,  will  have  no 
alternative  except  that  of  resubmitting  loan 
orders  which  will  reduce  alterations  and  re- 
pairs to  school  buildings,  construction  of  new 
street  and  sewer  facilities,  and  modernization 
of  police  stations  by  the  amount  of  $5  - 
643,608.34.  '

Enclosed  is  a  certified  vote  of  the  Boston 
School  Committee  requesting  funds  for  con- 
structing and  originally  equipping  thirty- 
eight  demountable  classroom  units.  It  is 
my  opinion  that  such  funds  should  be  made 
available  in  an  estimated  amount  of  one 
million    dollars. 

Because  of  the  legal  limitations  for  ap- 
proval of  a  loan  order  under  chapter  642  of 
1966,  a  period  of  fourteen  days  is  required 
by  the  City  Council  between  readings  of  ap- 
proval and  further  the  request  must  be  ap- 
proved by  a  two-thirds  vote.  In  addition,  sec- 
tion 8A  of  chapter  44  of  the  General  Laws 
requires  that,  after  such  approval,  a  period 
of  twenty  days  must  elapse  before  the  City 
Auditor  can  legally  certify  funds.  It  would 
appear  then,  that  the  earliest  date  for  certifi- 
cation  will   be   April   23,    1967. 

We  have  already  been  forced  to  postpone 
bid  opening  from  March  15  to  March  29  in 
order  to  allow  time  for  all  these  steps  to  be 
taken  within  the  allowable  period  of  thirty 
days  after  bid  opening,  during  which  a  con- 
tract can  be  awarded.  This  removed  two 
weeks  from  what  was  always  a  painfully 
tight  schedule.  Any  further  postponement 
would  make  completion  of  these  units  by 
September     1st    extremely     doubtful. 

Advertising  as  we  did  before  approval  of 
funding  offered  the  only  possibility  of  timely 
completion  of  this  project.  By  this  means 
we  are  obtaining  dual  use  of  the  two-month 
period  from  March  1  to  April  30.  Pursuing 
the  normal  procedure  we  would  have  ad- 
vertised about  April  29,  opened  bids  about 
May  29,  and  awarded  a  contract  about  June 
15,  leaving  only  two  and  one  half  months 
to  obtain  and  install  thirty-eight  classroom 
units.

Since  that 
time,  the  staff  at  Washington  Park  has  kept 
in  constant  touch  with  Post  No.  128  in  a 
continuing  effort  to  find  quarters  for  rent 
or  for  sale  that  would  adequately  relocate  the 
organization. 

Discussions  were  held  to  consider  the  possi- 
bility of  securing  a  neighborhood  facility 
grant  for  AMVETS.  Attempts  were  made 
to  secure  the  availability  of  a  community  iroom 
at  the  Academy  Homes  site.  A  list  of  tax- 
foreclosed  properties  has  been  reviewed  with 
the  result  that  two  of  these  properties  were 
determined  by  the  BRA  to  be  suitable  for  re- 
habilitation and  organizational  use  by  Post 
No.  128.

Action  on  the  resolve  before  the  City 
Council  of  the  City  of  Boston  requesting 
approval  of  the  "Workable  Program"  is 
supposed  to  be  predicated  on  the  contention 
that  the  "Workable  Program"  was  carefully 
studied  and  reviewed  by  the  City  Council. 
The   order   and   resolve   read   as   follows: 

"Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  has  under- 
taken a  comprehensive  program  of  urban 
renewal  designed  to  eliminate  slums  and 
blight    from    the    city;    and 

"Whereas,  The  National  Housing  Act  ot 
1954,  as  amended,  required  that  a  community 
seeking  urban  renewal  funds  demonstrate 
through  a  'Workable  Program'  that  the  city 
is  doing  its  part  to  prevent  the  spread  of 
slums    and   blight;    and 

"Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  recognizes 
its  responsibilities  and  has  in  operation  a 
'Workable  Program'  of  urban  renewal  which 
was  approved  by  the  Administrator  of  the 
Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Develop- 
ment  for   the   previous   year;    and 

"Whereas,  An  annual  restatement  of  the 
'Workable  Program'  is  a  requirement  of  the 
National    Housing    Act;    and 

"Whereas,  The  'Workable  Program'  con- 
tains a  statement  of  the  city's  progress  in 
seven    areas    as    follows:

"The  Review  of  Progress  under  the  Pro- 
gram for  Community  Improvement  (Work- 
able Program),  herein  incorporated  by  refer- 
ence, be,  and  it  hereby  is,  approved;  there- 
fore   it    is 

"Ordered,  That  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of 
Boston  be,  and  he  hereby  is,  authorized  to 
notify  the  Administrator  of  the  Department 
of  Housing  and  Urban  Development  of  such 
approval;    it    is    further 

"Ordered,  That  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of 
Boston  be,  and  he  hereby  is,  authorized  to 
supply  such  additional  information  or  make 
such  modification  in  the  Review  of  Progress 
under  the  Program  of  Community  Improve- 
ment (Workable  Program)  as  may  be  neces- 
sary to  serve  the  approval  of  the  Department 
of  Housing  and  Urban  Development  Adminis- 
trator, provided  such  modification  shall  not 
substantially  change  any  of  the  provisions 
thereof." 

The  order  was  submitted  to  the  City  Coun- 
cil by  the  Mayor  on  February  6,  1967.  Hear- 
ings were  held  by  the  Committee  on  Urban 
Redevelopment  on  March  2,  March  3,  and 
March    7,    1967. 

The  Boston  City  Council  consists  of  nine 
members  elected  at  large.  Only  four  mem- 
bers of  the  Council  ever  attended  any  of  the 
aforementioned  hearings.  Transcripts  were 
taken  at  the  hearings  and  as  yet  have  not 
been  made  available  to  any  of  the  councillors. 
Yet,  today,  we  are  voting  on  this  resolve 
indicating  that  the  "Workable  Program  has 
been  carefully  studied  and  reviewed  by  the 
City    Council." 

Likewise,  we  are  voting  on  the  Review  of 
Progress  under  the  Program  for  Community 
Improvement  (Workable  Program),  incor- 
porated by  reference  in  the  order.  This  was 
presented  to  the  Council  for  the  first  time 
at  the  hearings  and  today  we  are  by  our 
action  indicating  that  it  "has  been  carefully 
studied    and    reviewed    by    the    City    Council." 

1.  Codes  and  Ordinances.  Many  words  have 
been  spoken  and  written  about  "Code  En- 
forcement" in  the  Boston  program.  The  fact 
is  that  though  enforcement  of  minimum 
standards  for  dwelling  units  has  been  a  re- 
quirement for  Urban  Renewal  participation 
since  1955,  Boston  today,  twelve  years  later, 
finds  itself  without  a  coordinated  program  to 
carry    out    the    same. 

The  Housing  and  Environmental  Sanita- 
tion Unit  is  made  up  of  fifty  (50)  inspectors 
and  ten  (10)  senior  inspectors.  Of  these 
thirty-two  (32)  are  permanent  Civil  Service 
employees.  The  other  twenty-eight  (28)  are 
provisional  employees,  hired  by  the  City  Ad- 
ministration at  random  and  with  no  regard 
for    qualification    requirements. 

Boston  also  has  an  Office  of  Neighborhood 
Improvement.  This  unit  works  out  of  the 
Mayor's  Office  and  also  has  twelve  (12)  Code 
Enforcement  Officers.  These,  too,  are  hired 
by  the  City  Administration  at  random  and 
are   not   taken   from   any   qualified   list. 

In  addition,  there  are  inspectors  operating 
from  the  Building  Department  and  other  in- 
spectors   from    the    Fire    Department. 

2.  Comprehensive  Community  Planning. 
The  lack  of  any  comprehensive  community 
plan  in  Boston  is  obvious.  The  recent  hear- 
ings on  the  "Campus  Site"  furnish  a  good 
example.  At  these  hearings  no  mention  was 
made  of  any  plans  for  the  pupils  attending 
the  two  grammer  schools  that  are  contained 
in  this  site.  Those  testifying  showed  no 
awareness  of  the  fact  that  these  two  schools 
were  contained  in  the  site  which  called  for 
demolition. 

3.  Neighborhood  Analysis.  As  might  be 
expected  whenever  a  program  is  spearheaded 
by  groups  who  are  themselves  receiving  funds 
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from  the  program,  oftentimes  the  emphasis 
is  directed  towards  the  side  most  favorable 
to  the  program  and  not  to  a  true  reflection 
of    the    neighborhood. 

A  good  example  is  the  hearing  held  in 
March  of  1966  to  vote  on  whether  or  not 
public  housing  should  be  included  in  the 
Washington  Park  Project.  The  meeting  was 
held  at  the  Freedom  House.  Some  two  thou- 
sand (2,000)  families  were  being  displaced 
from  the  project  area,  the  vast  majority  be- 
ing low  income.  At  this  meeting  there  were 
only  seventy-four  (74)  in  attendance.  The 
vote  was  forty-five  (45)  against  including 
public    housing,    twenty-nine     (29)     for. 

This  vote  remains  unchallenged  despite  the 
fact  that  only  seventy-four  were  in  attend- 
ance. As  a  result,  no  low-income  public  hous- 
ing is  being  provided  for,  despite  the  fact 
that  two  thousand  low-income  families  have 
been  displaced  from  the  project  area;  nor  is 
there  any  provision  for  any  private  low-in- 
come  housing. 

4.  Administrative  Organization.  Heralded 
by  the  cry,  "This  is  Federal  money,"  the 
Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  has  been 
able  to  carry  on  a  spending  spree,  subject 
only  to  its  own  whims;  although  the  Authority 
is  made  up  of  five  (5)  members,  four  (4) 
appointed  by  the  Mayor  of  Boston,  and  one 
(1)    by   the    Governor. 

As  a  result  of  carefully  planned  and  directed 
public  relations,  the  Administration  has  been 
successful  in  creating  the  impression  that 
Logue  is  responsible  for  the  administration 
of    the    program. 

This  year's  payroll  for  personnel  in  the 
Boston  Redevelopment  Program  will  exceed 
$3,800,000.  The  number  of  employees  has 
mushroomed  to  five  hundred  (500).  These 
employees  are  not  hired  from  any  qualified 
or  established  public  list,  but  are  hired  at 
random. 

This  does  not  include  the  personnel  in  the 
planning  and  zoning  division;  nor  does  it 
take  into  account,  the  hundreds  of  thousands 
of  dollars  that  are  paid  annually  by  the 
Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  for  outside 
services  of  consultants,  engineers,  and  archi- 
tects. 

By  placing  emphasis  on  their  success  in 
the  vast  amount  of  monies  obtained  from 
Washington,  the  Administration  has  success- 
fully obscured  the  real  question.  How  much 
has  the  Urban  Renewal  program  done  for 
Boston   and  its   people? 

5.  Financing.  Sufficiency  of  data  on  this 
phase  may  be  determined  by  the  answers  to 
questions  submitted  by  the  Council  by  my 
orders,  first  filed  in  January  of  1966,  and 
which  were  received  on  March  6,  1967,  and 
only  after  the  Redevelopment  Authority  has 
been  prodded  by  four  or  five  other  orders, 
dates  of  which  are  January  17,  May  2,  16, 
23,  September  19,  1966,  January  3,  February 
13,    1967. 

6.  Housing  for  Displaced  Families.  It  is 
obvious  that  this  is  one  of  the  biggest  failures 
of  the  program.  How  can  it  be  stated  that 
the  Redevelopment  Authority  has  satisfied 
this  important  phase  when  according  to  its 
own  testimony  during  these  hearings,  they 
displayed  a  lack  of  knowledge  of  the  number 
of  families  to  be  displaced  by  governmental 
action  for  highways,  etc.:  also  the  lack  of 
the  number  of  large-sized  units  to  take  care 
of  the  families  displaced  and  lack  of  the 
knowledge  of  the  economic  factors  such  as 
income  and  rents  of  families  being  displaced, 
even  in   its  own   projects. 

An  attempt  is  made  to  cover  this  phase  on 
Page  26  of  the  Review  submitted;  however,  I 
refer  to  the  transcript  of  the  hearings  which 
clearly    indicates    that    is    not    the    picture.

7.  Citizen  Participation.  The  Review  of 
Progress  of  the  Workable  Program  submitted 
at  the  hearings  and  which  is  to  accompany 
the  resolve  contains  a  list  under  the  heading 
of  Citizens  Advisory  Committee  and  also  sets 
forth  dates  on  which  it  is  alleged  meetings 
were  held  of  the  Citizens   Advisory   Committee. 

The  fact  of  the  matter  is  that  the  meetings 
held  were  those  of  the  "Executive  Committee." 
How  this  Executive  Committee  is  created  or 
its  membership  selected  is  unknown.  Certain- 
ly not  by  an  election  of  the  Citizens  Ad- 
visory Committee.  There  is  every  indication 
that  the  list  of  membership  as  shown  is  for 
window  dressing.  There  is  no  active  par- 
ticipation by  the  "Citizens  Advisory  Com- 
mittee." 

The  facts  presented  at  the  hearings  and 
all  of  which  one  can  take  public  notice  of 
do  not  warrant  approval  of  the  Workable 
Program.  Accordingly,  I  do  not  approve  the 
same  and  cast   my  vote  as  opposed. 

The  report   was    accepted. 


MINORITY  REPORT  OF  COUNCILLOR 
WILLIAM  J.  FOLEY,  JR.,  WORKABLE 
PROGRAM,    1967 

I.  CODES 
Fire. — Chief  Clougherty  testified  on  the 
Workable  Program.  He  is  the  Chief  of  the 
Boston  Fire  Department.  During  his  career 
with  the  department  he  has  specialized  in  fire 
prevention.  The  Chief  testified  the  first  line 
of  defense  against  fire  is  the  so-called  "in 
service"  inspection.  The  equipment  while 
alert  to  respond  to  a  fire,  travels  through 
the  streets  and  the  firemen  inspect  properties 
in  their  districts.  The  Chief  indicated  every 
property  should  be  inspected  once  a  year.  He 
reported  that  about  37,000  inspections  were 
made  in  the  pertinent  year.  Since  there  aire 
about  235,000  living  units  in  Boston,  and  since 
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there  are  at  least  90,000  buildings,  we  are 
falling  far  short  of  an  adequate  fire  inspection 
system  in  the  City  of  Boston,  and  a  fire  code 
without  inspection  is  meaningless.  The  Chief 
testified  the  department  is  unable  to  achieve 
the  target  of  an  annual  inspection  of  every 
property  because  of  lack  of  men.  Lack  of 
adequate  service,  of  course,  is  common  to 
most  of  the  activities  of  the  present  adminis- 
tration. 

Building. — We  have  been  revising  our 
Building  Code  now  for  about  six  or  seven 
years.  The  Building  Commissioner  year  after 
year  has  testified  the  present  system  of  doing 
it  on  an  amateur  basis  is  getting  nowhere, 
and  getting  nowhere  not  very  rapidly.  The 
revision  of  the  Building  Code  must  be  ac- 
complished in  other  ways,  yet  all  of  this  was 
known  years  ago  and  nothing  has  been  done 
by   this   administration. 

The  old  chestnut,  inspection  of  elevators  in 
the  City  of  Boston,  is  as  far  from  an  effective 
program  as  ever  it  was  in  these  eight  years 
of     the     Collins'     administration. 

The  same  layer  upon  layer  upon  layer  of 
housing  inspection  program  offered  for  public 
relations  purposes  and  nothing  else  was  ap- 
parent again  this  year,  all  with  respect  to 
the   area    of    Housing    Inspection. 

Conclusion. — For  the  Council  under  these 
circumstances  to  say  that  we  have  sufficient 
codes  and  effective  enforcement  is  beyond  all 
reason.  We  do  not.  The  Collins'  administra- 
tion has  failed  and  failed  miserably  and  the 
City    Council    ought    to    say   so. 

II. 

The  federal  urban  renewal  program  is  one 
which  is  designed  for  cities  with  reasonable 
strength  economically  speaking,  and  with 
bad  social  problems.  Boston  hasn't  the  acute 
social  problems  of  other  cities,  although  we 
have  some,  but  Boston  has  a  very  delicate 
economy  with  which  to  support  itself.  Boston's 
problems  in  this  area  are  tricky  and  difficult 
but  must  be  faced.  Logue's  solution  is  to 
excuse  himself  from  the  battle.  This  Council 
ought  to  say  so.  Without  sound  economic 
policies  there  is  no  Workable  Program  for 
Boston.  Destroying  42  industrial  acres  in 
Charlestown.  Destroying  55  acres  of  a  lum- 
ber yard  complex  in  Charlestown.  Converting 
28  acres  at  Castle  Square  to  residential  reuse. 
Driving  the  produce  merchants  out  of  Boston. 
All  those  policies  are  senseless,  and  the  City 
Council  ought  to  say  so.  If  it  did,  there  is 
an  excellent  chance  there  would  be  a  change; 
that  is,  if  it  did  say  so  here  and  now  on  the 
Workable    Program. 

For  years  I  have  suggested  that  the  one 
employee  which  the  Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority  really  needs  is  an  economist  with 
a  substantial  reputation,  because  no  economist 
in  the  world  with  a  substantial  reputation 
would  certify  that  this  urban  renewal  pro- 
gram we  have  in  Boston,  Logue's  urban  re- 
newal program,  makes  any  sense  with  respect 
to  Boston's  economic  needs.  Logue,  there- 
fore, doesn't  dare  hire  such  a  person,  even 
though  many  years  ago  he  acknowledged  on 
the    record    such    a    person    was    needed. 

III. 

To  sit  through  these  workable  program 
hearings  at  those  times  when  mathematical 
support  was  required  is  to  realize  how 
thoroughly  Logue's  policy  vis-a-vis  the  Council 
has  permeated  the  BRA.  Logue  on  every 
occasion  afforded  him  demonstrates  his  con- 
tempt for  the  Boston  City  Council,  the  local 
governing  body  of  this  city.  This  year  was 
no  different,  but  now  his  subordinates  do  so 
as  well.  The  first  day  on  as  simple  a  matter 
as  the  accounts  from  which  Logue's  own 
salary  is  drawn,  a  deliberate  misrepresentation 
was  offered  the  Committee  on  the  cynical 
theory  that  nobody  in  this  Body  knows  enough 
about  renewal  to  question  the  BRA  on  that 
minor    point. 

Figures,  numbers  and  totals  are  hurled 
without  end  but  never  the  important  ones. 
It  seems  never  to  occur  to  any  employee  of 
the  Redevlopment  Authority  that  an  impor- 
tant statistic  ought  to  be  supplied.  For  ex- 
ample,    who     were     the     people     driven     from 


Roxbury  by  the  Washington  Park  urban  re- 
newal plan?  Was  it  the  poor  living  there 
or  the  middle  class,  or  perhaps  the  people 
with  something  mare  than  that?  They  don't 
know.  It  never  occurred  to  them  somebody 
might  ask.  Ask  them  how  many  units  they 
managed  to  produce  in  their  eight  years  of 
operations,  and  they  will  then  give  you  a 
figure  which  represents  the  sum  total  of  all 
units  that  Ed  Logue  ever  dreamed  of  multi- 
plied by  4.  But  if  you  ask  how  many  units 
are  actually  available  for  occupancy  after 
eight  years,  they  find  it  very  difficult  to  lay 
their  hands  on  that  figure.  With  respect  to 
the  provision  of  units  for  the  lowest  of 
income  classes  we  serve  in  public  housing, 
when  we  made  inquiry  as  to  what  happened 
to  the  1,000  units  which  the  City  Council 
approved  in  1960,  we  are  given  a  torrent 
of  figures  showing  they  are  practically  all 
built.  When  we  ask  flatly  how  many  units 
out  of  a  1,000  are  available  for  occupancy 
after  eight  years,  the  answer  is  146.  Dis- 
graceful. I  challenge  anyone  to  say  that  this 
program  is  working,  if  this  administration 
is  able  to  open  up  and  make  available  only 
146  out  of  a  1,000  in  eight  years.  But  the 
Council  tolerates  this  sort  of  deception,  this 
sort  of  contempt.  I  predict  that  as  surely  as 
the  sun  comes  up  in  the  east  the  Council  will 
continue  to  be  offered  this  sort  of  contempt 
until  it  exercises  its  undoubted  powers  and 
forces    a    change. 

IV. 

Citizen  Participation. — This  is  the  biggest 
joke  of  all.  The  Citizens  Advisory  Council 
hasn't  offered  a  constructive  suggestion  yet 
to  my  knowledge.  In  the  areas  with  which 
I  am  familiar,  South  Boston,  Jamaica  Plain, 
Mission  Hill,  and  Charlestown,  those  citizens 
participating  with  the  BRA  run  grave  danger 
from  their  fellow  citizens  of  that  ancient 
British  punishment,  banishment.  The  voters 
have  made  it  quite  plain  what  they  think 
of  the  BRA  and  those  who  help  in  those 
areas. 

V. 

These  hearings,  however,  offered  me  my 
greatest  satisfaction  in  many  a  long  day. 
We  discovered  that  a  project  in  South  Boston 
which  supposedly  never  was,  was,  in  fact, 
ended  by  the  Development  Administrator;  the 
project  in  East  Boston  which  supposedly  never 
was,  was,  in  fact,  ended  by  the  Development 
Administrator;  the  project  in  Jamaica  Plain 
which  supposedly  never  was,  was,  in  fact  ended 
by  the  Development  Administrator.  We  dis- 
covered, further,  that  several  thousand  fam- 
ilies in  the  City  of  Boston  had  held  over 
their  heads  unnecessarily  the  threat  of  evic- 
tion long  after  the  projects,  had,  in  fact, 
been  ended  by  the  Development  Administra- 
tor in  a  secret  correspondence  with  Mr. 
Horan  in  New  York  City.  If  this  is  a 
Workable  Program,  then  the  city  should  adopt 
as  its  anthem  the  march  Cornwallis'  band 
played  at  Yorktown,  "The  World  Turned 
Upside    Down." 

However,  my  judgment  of  the  Development 
Administrator  has,  at  last,  been  confirmed. 
He  was  caught  at  the  Workable  Progiram 
hearings  in  a  gross  act  of  political  treachery 
to  the  man  who  appointed  him  and  provided 
him  with  $30,000  annually  these  eight  long 
years.  I  only  conclude  that  they  deserve  one 
another.

Further,  That  the  expansion  of  the  code 
enforcement  agency  of  the  city,  namely,  the 
Housing  Inspection  Department  and  the  new 
Public  Facilities  Commission  which  is  re- 
sponsible for  the  construction  of  all  public 
buildings  in  Boston,  might  be  used  to  utilize 
the  experience  and  knowledge  of  any  of  the 
qualified  persons  who  might  be  needed  in 
these  new  areas  of  responsibility  for  rehabilita-

Further,  That  the  survey  should  be  con- 
ducted with  the  future  needs  of  the  rehabili- 
tation  and   renewal   programs   of  the   city.

Since  submitting  my  communication  of 
February  14,  1967,  with  respect  to  the  dis- 
continuance of  certain  streets  in  the  First 
Church  of  Christ  Scientist  complex,  this 
commission  held  a  duly  advertised  public  head- 
ing this  day  for  the  discontinuance  of  a 
portion  of  Belvidere  street,  Boston  Proper, 
as  a  public  highway,  at  the  intersection  of 
Falmouth  street,  containing  approximately 
1,337    square   feet,    more   or    less. 

It  had  been  assumed  that  this  portion  of 
Belvidere  street  was  actually  laid  out  as  part 
of  Falmouth  street  and  had  been  included  in 
the  Falmouth  Street  discontinuance  order  of 
January  17,  1967.  However,  further  engi- 
neering studies  revealed  that  this  particular 
portion  was  laid  out  as  part  of  Belvidere 
street  under  an  order  of  the  Public  Improve- 
ment Commission  and  Mayor  dated  June  6, 
1962    (as    shown   on    attached   plan). 

Following  the  public  hearing,  this  commis- 
sion has  determined  that  public  necessity 
and  convenience  no  longer  requires  this  por- 
tion of  Belvidere  street  for  public  use  and, 
accordingly,  voted  to  discontinue  this  portion 
of  Belvidere  street  at  the  intersection  of 
Falmouth  street.

Dear    Mr.    Mayor : 

This  is  in  response  to  your  request  for  my 
advice  with  respect  to  the  order  passed  by 
the  City  Council  on  February  20,  1967,  that 
you  request  the  Commissioner  of  Assessing  to 
assess  real  estate  and  personal  property  taxes 
on  all  businesses  conducted  for  profit  on 
Massachusetts    Port    Authority    property. 

With  two  exceptions  hereinafter  noted,  sec- 
tion 17  of  chapter  465  of  the  Acts  of  1956 
creating  the  Massachusetts  Port  Authority 
provides  not  only  that  "the  Authority  shall 
not  be  required  to  pay  any  taxes  or  assess- 
ments upon  any  project  or  any  property 
acquired  or  used  by  the  Authority  under  the 
provisions  of  this  act"  but  also  that  "no 
property  of  the  Authority  shall  be  taxed  to  a 
lessee  under  section  three  A  of  chapter  fifty- 
nine  of  the  General  Laws."  Even  in  the 
absence  of  such  express  statutory  provisions, 
the  Supreme  Judicial  Court  recently  reached 
the  same  result  in  Board  of  Assessors  of  New- 
ton v.  Pickwick,  Ltd.,  Inc.,  Mass.  Adv.  Sh. 
(1967)  143,  where  the  Metropolitan  Transit 
Authority  had  leased  the  former  Newton 
Center  Station  for  a  retail  clothing  store. 
Accordingly,  I  must  advise  you  that  it  would 
be  improper  for  you  to  request  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Assessing  to  assess  real  estate  taxes 
to  lessees  of  the  Massachusetts  Port  Authority 
unless  one  of  the  two  explicit  exceptions 
applies,  i.e.,  the  land  lies  within  the  Com- 
monwealth Flats  in  South  Boston  or  was  sub- 
ject to  taxation  on  the  assessment  date  next 
preceding  its  acquisition  by  the  Port  Au- 
thority. 

I  understand  that  businesses  conducted  for 
profit  on  Port  Authority  property  are  cur- 
rently assessed  personal  property  taxes  to  the 
same  extent  as  other  businesses  conducted  for 
profit,  so  that  there  is  no  need  for  your 
Honor  to  request  the  assessment  of  personal 
property   taxes.

RESPONSIBILITY   OF   CITY  COUNCIL   ON 
PURCHASE    AND     SALE     OF    PUBLIC 
LANDS 
The  following   was   received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Law    Department,    March    27,    1967. 

To    the    Honorable    the    City    Council. 
Gentlemen: 

This  is  in  response  to  your  request  for 
an  opinion  as  to  the  effect  of  chapter  642 
of  the  Acts  of  1966  on  the  responsibilities  of 
the  City  Council  and  its  Committee  on  Public 
Lands  concerning  the  purchase  and  sale  of 
public    lands. 

Before  land  can  be  purchased,  an  appro- 
priation for  the  purpose  must  exist.  Under 
St.  1966,  c.  642,  s.  14,  all  appropriations  for 
the  purchase  of  land  require  a  vote  of  two 
thirds  of  all  the  city  councillors  passed  only 
after  two  separate  readings  and  by  two  sepa- 
rate votes,  the  second  of  said  readings  and 
votes  to  be  had  not  less  than  fourteen  days 
after  the  first.  Prior  to  St.  1966,  c.  642, 
appropriations  for  the  purchase  of  land  for 
school  purposes  were  exempt  from  this  pro- 
vision. See  St.  1948,  c.  452,  s.  17E,  as  ap- 
pearing   in    St.    1951,    c.    376,    s.    1. 

Similarly,  before  land  can  be  taken,  an 
appropriation  for  the  purpose  must  exist. 
Under  St.  1909,  c.  486,  s.  31,  as  amended  by 
St.  1966,  c.  642,  s.  12,  no  land  shall  be  taken 
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by  eminent  domain  until  an  appropriation  by 
loan  or  otherwise  for  the  general  purpose  for 
which  land  is  needed  shall  have  been  made 
by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  by  a  two- 
thirds  vote  of  all  its  members.  Here  again, 
the  1966  amendment  dropped  the  1909  excep- 
tion   respecting    land    for    school    purposes. 

St.  1966,  c.  642,  makes  no  change  in  the 
provision  in  St.  1948,  c.  452,  s.  17G,  as  ap- 
pearing in  St.  1951,  c.  376,  s.  1,  that  neither 
the  City  Council  nor  any  member,  committee, 
officer  or  employee  thereof  shall  directly  or 
indirectly  on  behalf  of  the  City  or  of  the 
County  of  Suffolk  take  part  in  the  purchase 
of   real   estate. 

Prior  to  the  passage  of  St.  1966,  c.  642, 
discontinued  school  lands  were  sold  by  the 
board  established  by  St.  1906,  c.  259;  and 
all  property  acquired  by  the  City  by  tax 
title  foreclosure  as  well  as  all  real  estate 
of  the  City  not  held  for  a  specific  purpose 
irrespective  of  the  manner  or  time  of  ac- 
quisition of  such  real  estate  were  sold  at 
public  auction  by  the  Commissioner  of  Real 
Property  or  his  predecessor  in  function  under 
St.  1943,  c.  434,  as  amended  (see  especially 
St.  1950,  c.  318).  Under  St.  1909,  c.  486, 
s.  31B,  as  appearing  in  St.  1966,  c.  642,  s. 
12,  discontinued  school  lands,  foreclosed  tax 
title  property  and  real  estate  not  held  for 
a  specific  purpose  may  be  sold  by  the  Public 
Facilities  Commission  without  further  au- 
thority   than    the    approval    of    the   Mayor. 

Other  public  lands  have  been  sold  under 
St.  1948,  c.  452,  s.  17E,  as  appearing  in 
St.  1951,  c.  376,  s.  1,  requiring  a  vote  of 
two  thirds  of  all  the  city  councillors  passed 
only     after     two     separate     readings     and     by 


two  separate  votes,  the  second  of  said  (read- 
ings and  votes  to  be  had  not  less  than 
fourteen  days  after  the  first.  St.  1966,  c. 
642,  does  not  change  the  provision  last  cited. 
In  fact,  St.  1909,  c.  486  s.  31A,  as  appearing 
in  St.  1966,  c.  642,  s.  12,  while  empowering 
the  Public  Facilities  Commission  to  transfer 
from  one  municipal  purpose  to  another,  ex- 
plicitly requires  the  transfer  to  be  a  "specific 
municipal  purpose"  to  preclude  by-passing 
the  provision  in  St.  1948,  c.  452,  s.  17E,  just 
mentioned. 

Finally,  just  as  St.  1943,  c.  434,  s.  2A,  as 
inserted  by  St.  1951,  c.  159,  authorized  the 
City  Council  to  transfer  to  the  Commissioner 
of  Real  Property  for  sale  by  public  auction 
land  held  for  a  specific  purpose  but  no  longer 
used  therefor,  so  also  St.  1909,  c.  486,  s. 
31B,  as  appearing  in  St.  1966,  c.  642,  s.  12, 
enables  the  City  Council,  if  it  so  elects,  to 
transfer  such  land  to  the  Public  Facilities 
Commission  for  sale  under  the  provisions  of 
said    Section    31B.

DEPARTMENTAL   BUILDINGS

Dear  Sir: 

This  is  in  response  to  your  oral  request  for  my  opinion  as  to  the  vote  necessary  to  pass  the  order 
pending  before  the  City  Council  to  amend  a  loan  order  of  September  28,  1954,  appropriating  $7,500,000 
for  the  construction  of  departmental  buildings  by  striking  out  the  sum  of  $7,500,000  and  inserting  in 
place  thereof  the  sum  of  $1,750,000.  Such  amendment  would  be  tantamount  to  the  rescission  of  the  un- 
issued portion  of  the  loan  authorization  therein. 

Although  St.  1948,  e.  452,  s.  17E  (as  appearing  in  St.  1951,  c.  376,  s.  1)  required  two  readings  four- 
teen days  apart  and  a  two-thirds  vote  for  the  passage  of  the  original  order,  I  am  of  the  opinion,  in  view 
of  Adams  v.  Townsend  Schoolhouse  Building  Committee,  245  Mass.  543,  549,  that  that  order  may  be 
amended  as  set  forth  above  on  a  single  reading  by  a  majority  vote  provided  that  the  provisions  of  the 
last  sentence  of  Rule  18  of  the  City  Council  are  suspended  pursuant  to  Rule  35.  It  unquestionably  is 
within  the  power  of  the  City  Council  to  suspend,  waive  or  modify  its  rules  of  procedure  if  it  sees  fit. 
Braconier  v.  Packard,  136  Mass.  50,  52.  It  is  essential,  however,  that  the  vote  appear  to  be  treated  as 
the  final  action  of  the  City  Council.    Bennett  v.  New  Bedford,  110  Mass.  433,  438.

Coun.  LANGONE,  for  the  Committee  on  Appropriations  and  Finance,  submitted  the  following: 
1.  March  27,  1967. 

To  tiie  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

I  submit  for  your  approval  the  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Appropriations  and  Finance  concerning 
our  findings  regarding  the  1967  Annual  Budget  of  the  City  of  Boston. 

It  was  not  the  committee's  intention  to  arbitrarily  cut  the  budget  at  the  expense  of  effective  and 
efficient  municipal  services.  Instead,  a  great  portion  of  the  time  durinr  the  hearings  was  spent  in  an 
investigation  of  the  general  over-all  policy  of  the  various  departments. 

After  full  discussion  and  careful  consideration,  your  committee  recommends  that  the  Appropriation 
and  Tax  Order  for  the  year  1967  as  submitted  by  the  Mayor  be  passed  with  reduced  items  as  shown  on 
the  attached  schedule.

49  Item— $3,500 

It  is  recommended  that'the  amount  for  Land  Court  Fees  (See.  50B,  Chap.  60  of  the  Gen.  Laws)  be 
reduced  by  $3,500  based  on  an  anticipated  345  cases  at  $45  per  case. 

City  Documents 
29  Item— $15,000 

It  is  difficult  to  project  the  cost  of  this  account  on  an  annual  basis,  but  previous  experience  indicates 
that  it  can  be  reduced  by  $15,000. 

Real  Property,  Buildings  Division 

26  Item— $5,000 

A  reduction  of  $5,000  in  this  account  will  still  provide  more  than  was  allowed  in  1966.  The  head  of 
this  department  stated  that  barring  unforeseen  emergencies  that  the  amount  remaining  should  provide  for 
the  proper  maintenance  of  the  buildings  under  his  control. 

29  Item— $5,000 

$5,000  is  recommended  to  be  deducted  from  the  29  Item  as  it  has  been  ascertained  that  this  sum  is 
sufficient  in  view  of  the  work  that  has  to  be  done. 

Police  Department 

27  Item— $5,000 

A  reduction  of  $5,000  for  the  servicing  of  automotive  equipment  based  on  the  fact  that  a  considerable 
amount  of  said  equipment  will  be  purchased  during  the  year,  thus  effectively  reducing  the  amount  of 
repair  work  to  be  done. 

49  Item— $25,000 

It  is  recommended  that  $25,000  be  reduced  from  this  item,  since  the  new  computer  whioh  was  budgeted 
for  a  full  year  will  not  be  installed  until  July. 

Fire  Department 
27  Item— $5,000

reduction  of  $5 ,000  is  recommended  in  the  account  for  servicing  automotive  equipment.

For  the  same  reasons  indicated  in  the  Police  and  Fire  Departments  relative  to  the  purchase  of  new 
automotive  equipment  the  committee  feels  that  it  is  consistent  to  reduce  this  item.

It  is  the  considered  opinion  of  the  committee  that  $80,000  is  entirely  adequate  for  the  painting  of 
white  lines  and  crosswalks  for  1967.

29  Item— $120,000 

Community  Renewal  Program Requested         SI  10,000 

Suggested  reduction (40,000) 

Revised  Amount 100,000 

The  city's  share  of  Community  Renewal  will  total  approximately  S300.000.  Council  approval  of 
revised  amount  above  should  cover  costs  to  be  incurred  during  calendar  year  1967  without  interference  to 
the  program. 

Campus  High  School Requested  S250.000 

Suggested  reduction (60.000) 

Revised  Amount 190,000 

It  is  felt  that  this  amount  should  enable  the  Authority  to  oarry  out  essential  planning,  engineering 
and  appraisal  work  currently  needed.

Parks  and  Recreation  Department 
27  Item— $1,000 

It  is  recommended  that  the  amount  appropriated  for  the  repair  of  automotive  equipment  be  reduced 
by  $1,000  because  of  the  new  equipment  this  department  is  to  purchase  this  year. 

Health  and  Hospitals  Department 

Hospital  Division 
26  Item— $50,000 

It  is  recommended  that  $50,000  be  deducted  from  the  amount  requested  for  the  repair  and  mainte- 
nance of  buildings.  This  program  will  not  be  implemented  until  May  and  the  figure  originally  presented 
to  this  Body  was  based  on  a  full  year's  program.

It  is  recommended  that  this  budget  be  reduced  by  $25,000.  The  allowance  of  $375,000  will  be  more  in 
line  with  1966.

An  amount  of  $50,000  was  recommended  for  the  operation  of  this  program  for  the  entire  year.  At 
the  budget  hearings  it  was  determined  that  the  program  will  not  be  implemented  until  May,  therefore,  it 
is  recommended  that  $20,000  be  cut. 

Reserve  Fund 
$100,000 

With  an  additional  $50,000  in  the  court  budget'for'Masters  and  Auditors,  this  account  can  be  reduced 
by  $100,000  and  actually  have  more  money  than  in  1966.

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MINORITY  REPORT 
By  Gabriel  F.  Piemonte,  Member,  Boston  City  Council 

Boston  may  be  winning  its  battle  abroad  but  is  steadily  losing  ground  in  its  battle  at  home. 

This  year's  budget  is  meaningless  as  an  indicator  of  Boston's  fiscal  statement  for  the  year.  A  budget 
should  properly  reflect  the  expenditures  for  the  year  of  the  current  operating  expenses  as  well  as  for  capital 
outlays  and  the  relation  to  the  current  revenues  for  the  same  year. 

The  budget  as  presented  in  itself  is  meaningless.  It  does  not  give  a  full  picture  of  Boston's  proposed 
expenditures  for  the  year.  In  addition,  it  is  incomplete  because  it  fails  to  provide  an  estimate  of  what 
the  revenues  are  expected  to  be  for  the  year.  How  can  the  City  Council  properly  evaluate  the  budget 
unless  the  Mayor  tells  the  Council  all  of  the  expenditures  and  from  all  sources  —  loens  and  otherwise  — 
ar  d  unless  he  also  tells  the  Council  what  the  estimated  revenues  will  be  from  all  sources.  Without  these 
the  Council  is  merely  analyzing  one  piece  of  the  total  1967  fiscal  picture  for  Boston;  and  not  even  given 
the  tools  to  do  this  adequately. 

The  councillors  are  handicapped  in  evaluating  last  year's  experience  of  each  department  with  the 
moneys  provided  last  year  with  this  year's  request.  As  of  this  date  the  final  figures  of  each  department 
for  the  year  1966  have  not  been  finalized.  And  though  three  months  of  1967  have  gone  by,  we  are  unable 
to  obtain  the  esperience  of  the  city  for  these  three  months.  It  is  ob\ious  that  this  information  would  be 
of  considerable  help  in  evaluating  this  year's  budget  which  was  made  up  in  December  of  1966. 

Then  again  the  transfer  of  moneys  appropriated  for  the  various  departments  in  1966  and  transferred 
from  one  department  to  another  or  even  intradepartment  is  not  available.  This,  too,  would  be  of  great 
value  in  a  proper  evaluation  of  the  budget. 

Also,  after  December  10  of  each  year,  the  Mayor  may  without  any  approval  of  the  Council  transfer 
moneys  from  one  department  to  another  and  from  one  account  to  another  in  order  to  balance  out  for 
the  year.    This  information,  if  it  were  made  available,  would  also  be  of  tremendous  value. 

With  data  processing  as  advanced  as  it  is  in  the  country  today,  we  should  be  able  to  know  how  much 
the  city  has  spent  in  any  account  as  of  the  moment  the  information  is  requested.  The  citizens  of  Boston 
never  get  an  account  of  what  the  city  has  really  spent  and  how  much  it  has  collected  each  year.  The 
progressive  cities  put  out  this  information  in  simplified  and  self-explanatory  form. 

Another  reason  whv  the  budget  is  meaningless  in  getting  a  true  picture  of  the  city's  financial  ex- 
perience each  year  is  the  device  used  by  the  city  in  the  form  of  loan  orders  to  pay  for  current  operating 
purposes  such  as  for  welfare,  repairs  of  buildings,  and  equipment.     For  example: 

March  14,  1961  Departmental  Equipment  Loans $3,000,000 

December  31,  1963  Departmental  Equipment $1,854,000 

November  4,  1964  Welfare  Loan $4,500,000 

August  11,  1966  Departmental  Equipment $300,000 

October  25,  1966  Welfare  Loan $2,000,000 

March  13,  1967  Departmental  Equipment  Loan $4,500,000 

If  for  no  other  reason  than  the  perilous  financial  position,  Boston  finds  itself  in  with  a  soaring  debt 
load  of  over  one  hundred  seventeen  million  dollars  ($117,000,000),  Boston  must  revamp  its  entire  ap- 
proach to  budgeting. 

The  President,  for  example,  with  the  federal  budget  has  requested  that  all  departments  adopt  the 
latest  in  budgetary  concept,  a  system  calling  for  planning  and  programming. 

The  budget  hearings  disclosed  many  opportunities  to  get  a  full  dollar's  value  for  every  tax  dollar 
spent  going  unheeded.    For  example: 

No  attempt  is  made  toward  realizing  dollar  savings  that  go  with  volume  purchasing:  there  still  is  no 
program  or  directive  from  the  administration  to  correlate  the  total  quantity  of  like  supplies  or  equipment 
by  the  various  departments  of  the  city  for  the  purpose  of  effecting  the  savings  that  accompany  volume 
purchasing. 

As  a  matter  of  fact  the  library  division  of  the  city  which  does  its  own  purchasing  pays  much  less  for 
standard  stationery  supplies  than  the  city  does  through  its  regular  purchasing  department;  in  some  in- 
stances the  city  pays  as  much  as  20-30  percent  more. 

During  1966  the  City  Hospital  treated  151,777  emergency  patients;  304,339  outpatients. 

Despite  the  fact  that  today  so  many  people  are  covered  by  Blue  Cross-Blue  Shield  or  some  other  form 
of  hospital  or  medical  insurance,  no  attempt  was  made  to  collect  for  the  medical  services  rendered  by  the 
city  and  not  one  cent  was  collected. 

Data  processing  which  is  an  integral  part  of  every  well-run  business  is  stil  an  orphan  in  Boston's 
business  administration  as  is  evidenced  by  the  lack  of  any  direction  or  coordinated  program.

STATEMENT    BY    COUNCILLOR 
PETER    F.    HINES 

Upon  receiving  unanimous  consent  to  make 
a  statement,  Councillor  Hines  stated  that  this 
administration  has  had  available  53  million 
dollars  for  school  construction  for  three  or 
four  years,  has  115  million  dollars  for  con- 
struction of  any  new  building  since  chapter 
642  of  the  Acts  of  1966  was  passed,  yet  they 
have  obtained  authorization  to  spend  1  mil- 
lion dollars  for  38  shacks  for  temporary 
school    buildings. 

He  stated  that  now  that  school  construction 
funds  are  no  longer  being  held  up  by  the 
State  Board  of  Education,  there  is  no  justifica- 
tion for  these  temporary  buildings,  the  use 
of  which  is  opposed  by  school  administrators 
and   teachers   alike. 

He  further  stated  that  the  Chairman  of 
the  Committee  on  Appropriations  and  Fi- 
nance should  be  commended  for  his  tremendous 
work  on  the  annual  appropriation  and  tax 
order;  that  the  City  Hospital  staff  has  done 
a    tremendous    job    in    reorganizing    their    bill- 
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collecting  procedure;  that  300  to  400  additional 
police  officers  should  be  restored  to  the  Po- 
lice  Force. 


STATEMENT  BY  COUNCILLOR  PIEMONTE 

Upon  receiving  unanimous  consent  to  make 
a  statement,  Councillor  Piemonte  stated  that 
upon  checking  with  the  City  Auditor  for 
final  figures  for  1966,  he  was  unable  to  ob- 
tain a  report  on  the  expenses  or  unexpended 
balances  of  each  department  despite  the  fact 
that  almost  three  months  have  elapsed.

RESCISSION  OF  PART  OF  1954  LOAN 
ORDER  FOR  CONSTRUCTION  OF 
CHRONIC    HOSPITAL 

The  following   was   received:

Gentlemen:  ,      ...    , 

On  January  23  of  this  year,  I  submitted 
an  order  to  your  Honorable  Body  for  an 
amendment  to  a  1954  loan  order  because  the 
1954  loan  order  is  having  an  adverse  effect 
upon  the  city's  borrowing  power.  In  my  mes- 
sage I  asked  that  the  City  Council  act  to 
rescind  $5,750,000  of  the  1954  order  for  the 
reason  that  bond  counsel  had  held  the  1954 
authorizations  so  outdated  that  bonds  could 
not  be  issued  under  it,  and  also  for  the  reason 
that  the  city's  borrowing  authority  in  1967 
would  require  this  action  if  it  is  to  be  sufficient 
to  support  our  1967  capital  improvements 
program. 

My  order  of  January  23,  1967,  was  re- 
jected by  the  City  Council.  Subsequently,  I 
resubmitted  the  order  on  March  13.  After 
further  delays,  your  Honorable  Body  chose 
not  to  act  on  the  order.  In  the  absence  of 
this  special  meeting,  the  order  would  become 
moot  as  of  April  1,  i.e.,  before  the  next 
regular    session    of    the    City    Council. 

The  order  which  I  resubmitted  on  March 
13  is  presently  before  the  City  Council,  no 
action  having  been  taken  on  it.  If  it  is  to 
become  effective,  I  am  advised  that  two  votes 
are  necessary.  The  first  vote  required  is  to 
suspend  Rule  18  of  the  Council.  The  second 
vote  required  is  on  the  order  itself.  I  am 
further  advised  that  six  votes  are  necessary 
to  suspend  the  rules,  while  only  five  votes 
are    necessary    for    adoption    of    the    order. 


Members  of  the  City  Council  have  been 
supplied,  on  several  different  occasions,  with 
documents,  memoranda  and  testimony  in  evi- 
dence of  the  necessity  for  and  urgency  of 
this  order.  I  should  like  briefly  to  explain 
once   again   the   urgency   of  the  problem. 

Acting  under  my  responsibility  as  the 
Mayor  of  Boston,  I  have  planned  capital 
improvements  for  1967  in  the  amount  of 
$13,140,000  within  our  debt  limit.  These  im- 
provements include  (1)  $4,500,000  for  ad- 
ditions to  our  street  cleaning  equipment,  new 
fire  trucks,  and  other  departmental  equip- 
ment: (2)  $3,000,000  for  needed  repairs  and 
alterations  to  our  schools;  and  (3)  $5,640,000 
for  new  streets  and  sewers  as  well  as  moderni- 
zation of  four  police  stations.  In  addition  to 
these  planned  expenditures,  we  require  a  re- 
serve borrowing  authority  of  approximately 
$2,500,000  as  a  matter  of  sound  fiscal  policy. 
Without  action  by  the  City  Council  on  this 
order,  we  will  be  able  to  borrow,  in  1967, 
only  .about  $9,900,000.  If  the  Council  takes 
favorable  action  on  the  order,  however,  we 
will  have  the  necessary  borrowing  authority 
of    about    $15,700,000. 

Clearly,  refusal  of  the  Council  to  act  before 
April  1,  the  deadline  for  establishing  our 
debt  limit,  will  place  an  unnecessary  burden 
on  our  taxpayers.  Either  the  capital  im- 
provements will  be  financed  by  cash,  which 
means  an  approximate  $4  increase  on  the 
1967  tax  rate,  or  the  needed  capital  improve- 
ments will  have  to  be  delayed.  In  effect, 
this  would  mean  an  expenditure  of  only 
$1,000,000  on  school  repairs  this  year  instead 
of  the  $3,000,000  we  have  planned.  It  would 
mean  an  expenditure  of  about  $1,000,000  on 
new  streets  and  sewers  instead  of  the  more 
than  $3,000,000  planned.  Four  police  stations 
would    not   be   modernized    at   all. 

I  do  not  believe  the  City  Council  intends, 
by  its  inaction,  to  delay  necessary  improvement 
to  our  schools,  our  streets,  and  our  police 
stations.  May  I  therefore  respectfully  urge 
your  immediate  adoption  of  the  order  which 
is    before    you.

PROPOSED   INCREASE   IN    SOCIAL 
SECURITY   PENSION   PAYMENTS

Dear  Mr.  O'Donnell: 

Thank  you  very  much  for  your  correspondence 
advising  me  of  your  interest  in  legislation  to  im- 
prove and  expand  our  social  security  system.  As 
a  member  of  the  Senate  Special  Committee  on 
Aging  and  as  Chairman  of  the  Aging  Subcommittee, 
I  share  your  deep  concern  in  this  area. 

Social  security  benefits  are  not  adequate.  They 
have  not  kept  pace  with  the  times  and,  as  you  are 
well  aware,  the  result  is  that  more  and  more  of  our 
elderly  simply  cannot  make  ends  meet  on  their 
pension  checks.  For  these  people  social  security 
has  still  not  lived  up  to  its  original  promise  to 
avert  economic  insecurity  in  retirement.  We 
must  undertake  a  basic  overhaul  of  the  benefit 
structure  in  order  to  lift  millions  of  older  Americans 
out  of  poverty  and  into  a  retirement  of  dignity 
and  self-respect. 

To  begin  what  must  be  a  thorough  and  prompt 
reevaluation  by  Congress  of  the  benefit  structure 
of  the  social  security  system  I  cosponsored  legisla- 
tion to  provide  what  in  my  judgment  are  the 
minimum  improvements  that  are  necessary  now 
to  respond  to  the  needs  of  our  elderly.  This  bill, 
which  Senator  Robert  Kennedy  introduced  would 
more  than  double  the  minimum  benefits  payable, 
provide  a  50  percent  increase  in  benefits  for  those 
whose  earnings  were  between  SI, 200  and  $3,000 
yearly  and  from  39  percent  to  45  percent  increases 
in  the  benefits  of  those  whose  earnings  were  slightly 
higher,  authorize  an  automatic  adjustment  of 
benefits  geared  to  the  cost  of  living  and  entitle 
widows  of  beneficiaries  to  the  same  benefits  as 
their  husbands.  I  hope  we  will  be  successful  in 
obtaining  approval  of  this  legislation  in  the  near 
future. 

I  was  also  encouraged  by  the  action  of  the  Presi- 
dent in  his  State  of  the  Union  message  in  calling 
for  legislation  to  increase  benefits  by  at  least  20 
percent,  to  extend  medicare  to  disability  recipients, 
to  increase  the  amount  of  money  a  retired  person 
oan  earn,  and  to  guarantee  every  worker  who  has 
participated  in  social  security  for  at  least  25  years 
a  minimum  of  $100  a  month  when  he  retires. 


I  want  you  to  know  that  I  consider  legislation 
regarding  social  security  benefits  to  be  of  the  high- 
est priority.  It  will  have  my  full  support  and  in 
this  connection  your  own  observations  and  sugges- 
tions will  be  most  helpful  to  me  in  working  to  see 
to  it  that  we  provide  millions  of  Americans  with 
the  assurance  that  they  will  receive  an  adequate 
income  in  retirement.

When  the  way  is  dim,  the  road 
rough,  and  the  weather  stormy  help  us  to 
rely  on  Thy  greatness  and  Thy  goodness. 
May  Thy  divine  benediction  lest  upon  the 
president  and  members  of  this  Council  and 
upon  the  people  in  whose  service  we  gather 
in    this    Council    Chamber.

Because  of  the  limited  availability  of  bor- 
rowing within  the  debt  limit  I  have  reviewed 
the  proposed  1967  Public  Works  Construction 
Program  for  Highways  and  Sewers  as  origi- 
nally prepared  and  find  that  for  our  immedi- 
ate needs  the  highway  and  sewer  programs 
can    be   reduced   by    $500,000    each. 

Out  of  the  highway  construction  program 
dated  February  16,  1967,  we  propose  to  re- 
duce $250,000  for  chapter  44  general  recon- 
struction of  streets  and  $250,000  for  chapter 
90  state  aid-major  streets  which  would  re- 
quire a  loan  of  $2,650,000  and  an  appropria- 
tion of  $142,500  for  a  total  of  $2,792,500. 
Out  of  the  sewer  construction  program  we 
propose  to  defer  the  construction  of  brook 
enclosures  for  one  year  estimated  to  cost 
$1,000,000  and  accordingly  would  require  a 
loan  of  $1,400,000  and  an  appropriation  of 
$28,000    for   a   total   of   $1,428,000. 

I  enclose  a  table  similar  to  the  one  dated 
February  16,  1967,  which  sets  forth  a  new 
summary  of  the  1967  Public  Works  Construc- 
tion   Program.

Subject:  Model  Neighborhoods  in  Demonstra- 
tion   Cities. 

Boston  needs  the  benefits  of  the  Federal 
Model  Neighborhood  Program.  I  am  sure  you 
will  join  with  me  in  the  hope  that  our  city  may 
be  one  of  the  first  seventy  selected  for  this 
new   program. 

In  my  judgment,  the  Model  Neighborhood 
Program  is  an  important  extension  of  con- 
cepts already  well  established  here  in  Boston. 
The  emphasis  of  rehabilitation  and  citizen 
participation  in  our  urban  renewal  program, 
the  efforts  to  rebuild  our  capital  plant  in 
the  Public  Facilities  Department,  the  effcwts 
of  the  Action  for  Boston  Community  Develop- 
ment to  combat  the  social  ills  of  deprived 
neighborhoods — all  of  these  things  are  in  the 
direction  which  the  President  and  the  Congress 
have  suggested  we  move  in  the  Model  Neigh- 
borhood   Program. 

The  first  stage  of  the  Model  Neighborhood 
Program  is  the  submission  of  an  application 
for  a  planning  grant  by  the  Mayor  of  the 
city,  with  the  authorization  of  the  City  Coun- 
cil, to  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Housing  and 
Urban  Development  for  planning  moneys  to 
plan  a  Model  Neighborhood  Program.  The 
application  is  for  a  grant  of  $240,000  for  a 
planning  period   expected  to  last  nine  months. 

The  application  before  you  recommends  an 
area  surrounding  the  Washington  Park  Urban 
Renewal  Project.  It  is  an  area  which  is 
presently  deteriorated  and  which  in  my 
judgment  can  be  saved,  with  the  kind  of 
comprehensive  and  well  rounded  approach  of 
the   Model   Neighborhood   Program. 

The  improvement  of  our  own  city  services 
will  be  a  major  objective  in  the  development 
of  this  program  and  we  hope  the  proposed 
model  neighborhood  legislation  will  make  this 
more  feasible  than   would   otherwise  be   likely. 

Citizen  involvement  is  also  a  key  element 
in  the  success  of  any  program  and  this 
process  is   already  under  way. 

We  are  informed  by  the  appropriate  federal 
officials  that  our  application  must  be  formally 
submitted  by  May  1,  1967,  if  it  is  to  be 
approved  in  the  first  round  of  cities  in  this 
program.  Since  these  are  the  only  cities  for 
which  money  is  now  available  for  planning, 
I  think  it  is  very  much  in  our  interest  to 
submit  an  application   by  that  time. 

I  urge  that  you  give  this  matter  youir  full 
and  favorable  consideration  and  am  arrang- 
ing under  separate  cover  that  the  City  Council 
receive  copies  of  the  application  for  a  plan- 
ning   grant.

Dear    Mr.     O'Donnell: 

I  have  read  your  thoughtful  and  deeply  felt 
letter  about  increased  Social  Security  benefits 
with  sympathetic  interest.  But  you  will  have, 
I  promise  you,  much  more  than  my  sympa- 
thetic interest  when  this  legislation  reaches 
the  Senate  floor  for  discussion,  debate,  and 
disposition. 

I  favor  and  will  vote  for  a  substantial  in- 
crease   in    Social    Security    benefits. 

In  addition,  I  shall  actively  work  for  re- 
peal of  the  present  earnings  exemption.  Any 
man  or  woman  who  can  and  wants  to  work 
after  reaching  65  years  of  age  should  be  en- 
couraged to  do  so  without  any  penalty  what- 
soever. 

Since  the  House  of  Representatives  will 
consider  this  problem  before  the  Senate  can 
act,  it  is  now  impossible  to  predict  the  form 
or  content  of  the  bill  which  will  come  before 
the  Senate  for  action.  It  is  my  hope,  how- 
ever, that  both  the  House  and  the  Senate 
will  agree  to  correct  and  improve  the  present 
law  in  the  following  additional  areas:  ironing 
out  inequities  insofar  as  the  relation  of  pen- 
sions and  Social  Security  benefits  are  con- 
cerned— coverage  for  widows  and  the  handi- 
capped— the  extension  of  benefits  to  farm 
workers — and  an  over-all  reappraisal  of  the 
Social  Security  system  so  that  it  is  respon- 
sive not  only  to  the  needs  of  those  it  serves 
in  1967  but  will  be  flexible  enough  to  serve 
the   needs    of   the   coming   decade  as   well. 

As    a    freshman     United     States    Senator,    I 
need     the    guidance    which    letters    like    yours 
provide.      Thank    you    for    writing.      You    can 
count  on   my   help   and   support.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  URBAN 
RENEWAL 

Coun.  McDONOUGH,  for  the  Committee 
on    Urban    Renewal,    submitted    the   following: 

REPORT    OF    THE    COMMITTEE    ON 

URBAN    RENEWAL 

RE:     MODEL   CITIES   PROGRAM 

Report  of  the  Committee  on  Urban  Renewal, 
Rehabilitation  and  Redevelopment  on  an  ap- 
plication for  a  grant  to  plan  a  comprehen- 
sive City  Demonstration  Program  accompanied 
by  a  proposed  Council  resolution  which  would 
approve  the  application,  submitted  to  this 
Body  by  his  Honor  the  Mayor  for  approval, 
and  referred  to  your  committee  on  April  10, 
1967. 

Your  committee  held  public  hearings  on 
this   matter  on  April  20  and  April  21,   1967. 

Anyone  professing  to  be  at  all  familiar 
with  the  city  will  agree  that  the  area  set 
forth  in  the  application  needs  the  kind  of 
help  promised  by  the  demonstration  cities 
program.  The  testimony  at  the  hearings 
tended  to  affirm  this  need.  The  testimony 
also  clearly  established  that  the  proposal  has 
generated  a  strong  community  concern  and 
reaction. 

General  agreement  prevailed  concerning  the 
need  and  desire  for  the  program.  Witnessess 
from  the  community,  however,  expressed  ap- 
prehension about  how  much  participation 
they  would  be  allowed  in  preparing  and  im- 
plementing a  plan  to  improve  their  neigh- 
borhood. As  these  hearings  progressed  it  be- 
came clear  that  residents  will  not  be  satisfied 
with  words  which  promise  meaningful  citi- 
zen participation  unless  there  is  some  guaran- 
tee that  the  promised  participation  will  in  fact 
come   about,    and    will    in    fact   be   meaningful. 

Your  committee  has  examined  the  applica- 
tion and  has  found  that  as  presented  to  us 
by  the  Mayor  it  is  heavy  in  promise  but 
critically  weak  when  it  comes  to  guaranteeing 
the   desired   citizen    participation. 

Section  III  N  of  the  application  entitled 
"Citizen    Participation"    devotes    15    promising 
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pages  to  what  "might  be,"  while  Section  V  A 
in  1%  crisp  pages  tells  us  in  no  uncertain 
terms  what  will  be."  Section  V  A  puts_  all  of 
the  power  where  it  always  has  been — in  the 
hands   of  the  Mayor. 

Compare — as  the  commercials  say — Sections 
III  N  and  V  A  and  you  will  know  why  the 
neighborhood  people  are  distrustful. 

If  we  are  to  quiet  their  distrust  we  must 
guarantee  in  Section  V  A  what  we  promise 
in     Section    III    N — meaningful    participation. 

Your  committee  suggests  that  we  can  give 
this  guarantee — as  much  as  any  such  thing 
can  be  guaranteed — by  rewriting  Section  V  A. 
This  is  what  your  committee  proposes.  A 
resolution  approving  the  application  has  been 
prepared  by  your  committee  and  is  herewith 
submitted.  The  resolution's  approval  of  the 
application,  however,  is  conditioned  on  Sec- 
tion V  A  of  the  application,  being  rewritten 
so   as   to    read    as    set   forth   in    the   resolution. 

Briefly,  the  resolution  as  rewritten  by  your 
committee  would  change  Section  V  A  as  sub- 
mitted  by    the   Mayor   in    the   following   ways: 

First:  In  Section  1,  in  place  of  an  Ad- 
ministrator directly  responsible  to  the  Mayor 
the  Model  Neighborhood  Department  would  be 
headed  by  an  11-member  Model  Neighborhood 
Board  appointed  by  the  Mayor,  6  of  whom 
would  be  nominees  of  the  residents  of  the 
neighborhood.  This  assures  a  community  role 
in  the  decision  making  while  still  giving  the 
Mayor  5  directly  appointed  members  on  the 
11-man    board. 

Second:  In  Section  2,  in  order  to  en- 
courage a  maximum  community  role,  private 
community  organizations  would  be  assured 
of    participation. 

Third:  In  Section  3,  after  the  9-month 
planning  stage  the  application  for  execution 
funds  would  require  the  approval  of  the 
Model  Neighborhood  Board,  the  Mayor  and 
the  City  Council  instead  of  just  the  approval 
of  the  Administrator  and  Mayor.  This  would 
help  guarantee  that  the  Board  and  not  the 
Administrator  would  run  the  program.  It 
would  also  permit  the  City  Council  an  op- 
portunity to  pass  on  the  applications  for  ex- 
ecution funds  which  right,  incidently,  the  ap- 
plication as  presented  by  the  Mayor  would  do 
away    with. 

A  more  extended  and  intensive  study  of  the 
application  than  time  afforded  would  prob- 
ably reveal  other  defects  in  the  application. 
Notwithstanding  this,  I  am  convinced  that  by 
building  in  a  guarantee  of  meaningful  citizen 
participation,  we  will  tend  to  eliminate  them 
because  any  such  defects  can  be  recognized 
and  corrected  by  the  people  in  the  course  of 
the   planning   process. 

The  model  city  program  is  designed  to 
bi'ing  about  physical  improvement  of  all  of 
the  facilities,  services  and  amenities  that 
contribute  to  make  a  neighborhood  a  satisfy- 
ing living  environment.  Probably  most  im- 
portant of  these  will  be  the  provisions  of 
housing,  particularly  for  low  and  moderate 
income   families. 

The  program  will  also  concern  itself  with 
such  things  as  access  of  model  area  residents 
to  places  of  employment,  shopping  and  other 
community  facilities,  and  with  the  provision 
of  high  quality,  easily  accessible  educational 
services  to  residents  of  all  ages,  whether  in 
school  or  out,  with  particular  focus  on  the 
educational  needs  of  the  poor  and  disadvan- 
taged. 

Manpower  and  economic  development,  es- 
pecially the  creation  of  job  opportunities  for 
area  residents  and  the  stimulation  of  com- 
merce and  industry  in  or  near  the  area,  will 
be   an    important   component   of    the   program. 

The  program  also  will  be  concerned  with 
recreation  and  cultural  development,  crime 
reduction,  and  such  things  as  health,  public 
assistance   and    social    service   activities. 

In  short  it  is  expected  that  the  program 
will  provide  a  wide  variety  of  innovative  ap- 
proaches to  improve  the  quality  of  urban 
living. 

The  chance  for  such  improvement  can  only 
be  increased  if  we  allow  the  people  affected 
most  directly  to  share  the  burden  of  bringing 


about  the  improvement  in  the  neighborhood 
just  as  they  had  to  carry  the  burden  of  its 
neglect. 

In  closing,  the  committee  would  like  to  offer 
one  word  of  caution  in  the  hope  of  avoiding 
the  over  promise  typical  of  the  urban  re- 
newal   and   war   on   poverty   programs. 

As  we  authorize  this  application  let  us  be 
aware  that  the  resources  presently  available 
cannot  create  a  model  city  or  a  model  neigh- 
borhood. This  program  is  not  a  panacea. 
The  amount  of  help  it  offers  is  quite  limited 
but   it   does  offer  help. 

This  program  can  allow  us  to  try  new  ap- 
proaches— hopefully  some  of  them  will  work — 
but  it  cannot  and  will  not  do  a  great  deal 
more. 

In  the  absence  of  great  quantities  of  other 
resources,  the  only  resource  that  may  prove 
to  be  adequate  is  citizen  energy  and  en- 
thusiasm. Let's  give  citizen  participation  a 
try  from  the  beginning  and  see  what  happens. 

In  the  hope  of  guaranteeing  such  citizen 
participation,  after  public  hearings  and  con- 
sideration of  the  application  prepared  by  his 
Honor  the  Mayor,  as  well  as  the  testimony 
presented  at  the  public  hearings,  your  com- 
mittee recommends  the  adoption  of  the  reso- 
lution approving  the  application  which  ac- 
companied the  application  as  submitted  by 
his  Honor  the  Mayor  in  the  following  new 
draft: 


Resolution  of  the  Boston  City  Council  Ap- 
proving Request  for  Financial  Assist- 
ance To  Plan  and  Develop  a  Compre- 
hensive   City    Demonstration    Program. 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  is  confronted 
with  critical  problems  in  dealing  with  a  large 
area  within  its  limits  which  is  both  blighted 
and    deteriorating:    and 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  does  not  have 
adequate  resources  to  deal  effectively  with  all 
of  the  problems  encountered  in  such  area; 
and 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  desires  to 
plan,  develop  and  carry  out  under  the  Demon- 
stration Cities  and  Metropolitan  Development 
Act  of  1966  (P.L.  89-754)  a  locally  prepared 
and  scheduled  comprehensive  City  Demonstra- 
tion  Program   for  such  area;   and 

Whereas,  In  accordance  with  such  desire 
an  application  for  a  grant  to  prepare  such 
a  plan  has  been  prepared  and  submitted  by 
his  Honor  the  Mayor  to  the  City  Council  on 
April  10,  1967,  with  a  letter  requesting  adop- 
tion of  a  resolution  approving  the  filing  of 
such    application;    and 

Whereas,  The  city's  application  calls  for 
the  creation  of  a  Model  Neighborhood  De- 
partment which  will  carry  out  the  program 
on  a  consolidated  and  coordinated  basis;  and 
Whereas,  The  City  Council  is  determined 
that  the  residents  of  the  Model  Neighborhood 
Area  be  assured  of  effective  participation  in 
the  activities  of  the  Model  Neighborhood  De- 
partment throughout  all  phases  of  program 
planning  and  execution;  now  therefore  be  it 
hereby 

Resolved,  By  the  City  Council  of  the  City 
of    Boston    as   follows: 

1.  The  application  as  submitted  by  the 
Mayor  be  amended  by  the  deletion  of  Part 
V  A,  entitled  "Administrative  Machinery  for 
Planning  Program  Section  A,"  and  the  sub- 
stitution of  the  following   new   Part  V   A: 

1.  City  Demonstration  Agency  That  Will 
Receive    Planning    Grant: 

Planning  for  the  program  will  be  under- 
taken by  a  Model  Neighborhood  Depart- 
ment headed  by  a  Model  Neighborhood 
Board,  which  will  appoint  a  Model  Neigh- 
borhood Administrator  directly  responsible 
to  it.  The  Model  Neighborhood  Board  shall 
be  composed  of  11  members  appointed  by 
the  Mayor.  Six  of  the  members  shall  be 
as  nominated  by  the  Model  Area  residents 
in  a  manner  which  will  guarantee,  to  the 
extent  possible,  effective  and  equitable  rep- 
resentation   of    the    people    of    all    parts    of 
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the  entire  Model  Neighborhood  Area.  The 
Model  Neighborhood  Board  shall  choose  its 
own  chairman.  The  Administrator  will  have 
authority  to  prepare  plans  for  all  pro- 
grams to  be  funded  with  Model  Neighbor- 
hood funds.  The  Administrator  will  be 
empowered  to  hire  staff  with  Model  Neigh- 
borhood funds,  and  with  money  from  other 
sources  that  may  be  appropriated  to  the 
program.  Staff  will  be  either  assigned  to 
the  department  from  other  city  agencies 
and  departments  or  hired  as  may  be  re- 
quired  to    carry   out   the   planning   program. 

2.  Agencies  Performing  Planning  Ac- 
tivities: 

All  pertinent  public  and  private  agencies 
and  departments  will  be  involved  in  plan- 
ning for  the  Model  Area.  These  agencies 
and  departments  may  include  but  shall  not 
be  limited   to:

3.  Administrative  Machinery  for  Co- 
ordinating   Activities: 

The  Model  Neighborhood  Administration 
will  be  responsible  for  the  selection  and 
supervision  of  planning  contracts  and  for 
the  supervision  and  evaluation  of  planning 
studies  undertaken  by  other  city  depart- 
ments or  by  private  agencies,  as  decided  by 
the  Model  Neighborhood  Board.  No  appli- 
cation for  federal  execution  funds  under  the 
program  will  be  made  without  the  approv- 
al of  the  Model  Neighborhood  Board,  the 
Mayor,  and  the  City  Council.

MINORITY  REPORT  OF   COUNCILLOR 
PIEMONTE 

Coun.  PIEMONTE,  member  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Urban  Renewal,  submitted  the 
following    minority    report: 

I  am  in  agreement  with  the  statements 
made  in  the  majority  report,  that  the  appli- 
cation   as    presented    to    us    by    the    Mayor    is 


heavy  on  promises  but  critically  weak  when 
it  comes  to  guaranteeing  the  desired  citizens' 
participation,  and  I  believe  that  we  can  best 
guarantee  the  desired  citizens'  participation 
by  adding  to  the  resolution  which  was  offered 
by  the  firm  of  Foley,  Hoag  &  Eliot,  the  law 
firm  engaged  by  the  Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority,  at  the  end  thereof,  the  following 
provisions: 

(iv)  To  recognize  the  18-member  Model 
City  Council  (to  be  directly  elected  by  the 
residents  of  the  Model  City  Area)  as  the 
official  community  representative  of  the  Model 
City  Area;  (v)  to  delegate  to  the  Model 
City  Council  the  right  to  review  and  recom- 
mend amendments  to  proposals  and  related 
business  concerning  the  Model  City  Program 
in  Boston;  (vi)  to  delegate  to  the  Model  City 
Council  the  right  to  approve,  disapprove  or 
approve  in  part  such  proposals;  (vii)  to  as- 
sign at  least  $120,000  to  the  Model  City 
Council  to  be  used  for  planning,  staffing  and 
maximum  community  involvement  during  the 
planning  period,  with  additional  amounts 
possible  if  negotiated  by  the  Model  City 
Council   and   the  Model   City   Administration. 

3.  The  Boston  City  Council  approves  the 
application  conditioned  on  the  fulfillment  of 
all    above    provisions. 

So  that  we  would  substitute  for  the  re- 
solve submitted  to  the  Council  on  April  10, 
1967,  and  on  which  hearings  were  held  on 
April  20  and  21,  subsequent  to  an  advertise- 
ment which  appeared  on  April  18,  1967,  two 
days  before  the  hearing  the  following  order: 

Ordered,  1.  That  it  be,  and  hereby  is, 
determined:  (a)  that  the  City  of  Boston  is 
confronted  with  critical  problems  in  dealing 
with  a  large  slum  and  blighted  area  within 
its  limits;  (b)  that  the  City  of  Boston  does 
not  have  adequate  resources  to  deal  effec- 
tively with  such  problems;  and  (c)  that  the 
City  of  Boston  desires  to  plan,  develop  and 
carry  out  under  the  Demonstration  Cities  and 
Metropolitan  Development  Act  of  1966  (P.  L. 
89-754)  a  locally  prepared  and  scheduled 
comprehensive  city  demonstration  program 
foir  such  area;   and 

2.  That  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Boston 
be,  and  he  hereby  is,  authorized:  (i)  to 
apply  in  the  name  and  behalf  of  the  City 
of  Boston  to  the  Secretary  of  Housing  and 
Urban  Development  or  other  appropriate 
official  for  federal  financial  assistance  in 
the  planning  and  development  of  such  a 
comprehensive  city  demonstration  program; 
(ii)  to  provide  all  information  and  doc- 
umentation required  or  requested  by  the 
Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Develop- 
ment concerning  the  preparation  and  content 
of  such  program;  and(iii)  to  act  in  the 
name  and  behalf  of  the  City  of  Boston  in 
connection  with  all  matters  pertaining  to 
such  application  for  financial  assistance;  (iv) 
to  recognize  the  18-member  Model  City  Council 

(to  be  directly  elected  by  residents  of  the 
Model  City  Area)  as  the  official  community 
representative  of  the  Model  City  Area;  (v) 
to  delegate  to  the  Model  City  Council  the 
right  to  review  and  recommend  amendments  to 
proposals  and  related  business  concerning  the 
Model  City  Program  in  Boston;  (vi)  to  dele- 
gate to  the  Model  City  Council  the  right  to 
approve,  disapprove  or  approve  in  part  such 
proposals;  (vii)  to  assign  at  least  $120,000  to 
the  Model  City  Council  to  be  used  for  planning, 
staffing  and  maximum  community  involve- 
ment during  the  planning  period,  with  ad- 
ditional amounts  possible  if  negotiated  by 
the  Model  City  Council  and  the  Model  City 
Administration. 

3.  The  Boston  City  Council  approves  the 
application  conditioned  on  the  fulfillment  of 
all  above  provisions. 


MINORITY  REPORT  OF   COUNCILLOR 
HINES 

Coun.  HINES,  member  of  the  Committee 
on  Urban  Renewal,  submitted  the  following 
minority  report: 
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This  Model  City  program,  sad  to  say, 
seems  to  have  about  it  an  air  of  hoax  and 
deception.  In  fact,  it  seems  to  be — or  could 
well  become — a  cruel  joke  on  the  residents  of 
the  area. 

It  is  a  financial  or  fiscal  gimmick  that  in  no 
way  promises  better  police  protection,  proper 
repair  of  streets,  improved  maintenance  of 
playgrounds,  new  schools  or  new  home  con- 
struction, the  essential  elements  to  a  true 
model   or  improved    neighborhood. 

But  I  attack  not  so  much  the  concept  or 
ideal  of  the  program  as  the  deception  al- 
ready connected  with  implementation  of 
this  program  as  practiced  by  the  present  ad- 
ministration. 

In    one    voice,    they    have    told    the    people: 
support  this  program  and  we  will  listen  to  you. 
In    another    voice,   they    say:    we    will    close 
four     of     your    police     stations     without     con- 
sulting  you. 

What  a  cruel  joke — what  callous  deception. 
We  thought  in  Roslindale-West  Roxbury  we 
had  as  close  as  you  can  get  to  model  neigh- 
borhoods within  major  city  limits.  Citizen 
participation?  Every  elective  officeholder, 
pastor,  businessman,  civic  or  religious  organ- 
ization opposed  the  closing  of  the  local 
police  station.  One  of  those  was  my  own 
89-year-old  pastor,  patriarch  and  foremost  ac- 
tive priest  of  the  Archdiocese  of  Boston.  Last 
night  in  the  confines  of  his  rectory,  this 
saintly  old  man  at  gunpoint  was  robbed  of 
$6,000.  There  isn't  a  hoodlum,  robber  or 
burglar  in  Boston  who  doesn't  now  know 
that  he  can  ply  his  trade  in  our  neighbor- 
hood because  even  when  the  police  alert  is 
given,  it  takes  15  or  20  minutes  for  a  police 
vehicle  to  come  from  Hyde  Park — and  indeed, 
there  are  those  police  officers  who  say  at  cer- 
tain hours  there  isn't  a  single  police  officer  on 
duty. 

And  I  warn  the  residents  of  this  airea  that 
if  that  is  the  type  of  citizen  participation 
they  are  going  to  get  under  this  administra- 
tion for  a  so-called  model  neighborhood,  they 
are   going  to   be   in   bad   shape,    indeed. 

I  might  also  point  out  to  you  that  within 
days  it  was  the  off-beat  story  of  the  Boston 
"Globe",  just  a  few  days  ago,  a  child  fell 
from  a  window  and  was  in  such  extreme 
agony  the  Newton  Police  Department  was 
called  and  responded.  One  citizen  wrote  me 
a  letter  saying  that  he  wasn't  aware  that 
kind  of  thing  had  happened  in  the  City  of 
Boston  since  the  police  strike  of  three  or 
four  decades  ago. 

Citizen  participation  and  citizen  planning? 
Ladies  and  gentlemen,  I  suggest  to  you 
unless  there  is  going  to  be  a  change  of 
administration,  you  are  not  going  to  get  any 
citizen  participation  or  planning  in  the  op- 
eration of  the  departments  that  are  set  forth 
to  come  under  this  new  model  neighborhood 
council   for   consolidation. 

Nonetheless,  Mr.  President,  and  this  will 
bring  my  report  to  a  close,  the  residents, 
clergy  and  civic  organizations  apparently 
believe  that  this  model  neighborhood  program 
will  give  them  a  larger  voice  in  city  planning 
— and  of  course,  it  will  lead  to  an  increase 
from  2/3  to  80  percent  of  federal  aid  for 
certain  projects.  That  is  why  I  have  said, 
it  is  simply  a  financial  or  fiscal  gimmick. 
It  in  no  way  pi'omises  to  make  this  area  a 
model  neighborhood,  and  in  all  frankness  and 
in  all  honesty,  the  residents  should  know  that. 
Nonetheless,  since  it  is  their  will  as  ex- 
pressed at  the  hearing  that  they  desire  to 
embark  on  this  program,  I  will  vote  for  it. 
Placed  on  file. 

The  question  first  came  on  the  motion  of 
Councillor  McDonough  that  the  committee's 
resolution  and  report  be  referred  to  the 
Executive    Committee. 

Coun.  PIEMONTE  moved  to  amend  the 
motion  to  include,  also,  his  minority  report. 
The  motion  was   carried. 

Councillor  McDonough's  motion,  as  amended, 
was   carried.

RESOLUTION   FOR   COMPREHENSIVE 
MODEL    CITY  » PROGRAM 

The    following    was    received: 
City  of  Boston, 
Office   of   the   Mayor,    April    26,    1967. 
To    the   Honorable   City    Council. 
Gentlemen: 

You  as  members  of  the  City  Council  and 
I  as  Mayor  are  elected  on  a  city-wide  basis 
to  serve  all  of  the  people  of  Boston.  Our 
service  takes  many  different  forms  and  in 
recent  years,  with  such  programs  as  Urban 
renewal,  has  involved  dealing  in  part  with 
specific  geographic  areas  of  the  city.  This 
administration,  with  the  continuing  support 
of  a  clear  majority  of  the  Boston  City  Coun- 
cil, has  followed  a  policy  of  close  and  con- 
tinuing consultation  with  the  people  in  the 
various  communities  proposed  for  urban  re- 
newal,  code   enforcement   and   other   programs. 

With  the  single  exception  of  the  North 
Harvard  Project,  we  have  followed  a  policy 
of  not  proceeding  unless  we  have  the  consent 
of  the  community.  Our  experience  in  the 
North  Harvard  Project  has  reinforced  this 
policy  and  indicated  a  need  for  a  change  in 
our  approach  to  that  project.  In  the  specific 
cases  of  the  Parker  Hill  area  and  the  St. 
Botelph  Street  section  of  the  Back  Bay  where 
sufficient  community  support  was  lacking,  we 
eliminated  these  areas  from  consideration  for 
the  urban  renewal  program.  In  the  other 
neighborhood  renewal  projects — Washington 
Park,  South  End,  South  Cove  and  Fenway — 
the  neighborhood  support  was  overwhelming. 
The  reason  for  this  was  that  the  community 
had  been  thoroughly  consulted.  Even  in  the 
clearance  project  proposed  for  the  Madison 
Park  area,  after  some  initial  misunderstand- 
ings,    community     support    became     loud     and 

To  the  best  of  my  knowledge,  there  is  not 
another  city  in  America  that  can  point  to  a 
record  of  achievement  that  will  match  this 
in  the  way  of  community  consultation. 

In  the  new  and  seriously  under-funded  Pov- 
erty Program,  we  in  Boston  have  been  involved 
with  the  direct  representatives  of  the  poor 
to  a  degree  that  will  match  any  other  com- 
munity in  the  country-  The  principal  of 
community  participation  and  involvement  has 
been    respected   here. 

In  the  Model  Neighborhood  Program  we 
have  the  most  comprehensive  effort  at  im- 
proving a  deteriorated  area  that  the  federal 
government  has  yet  espoused.  We  have  no 
assurances  at  this  time  that  the  funds  to 
carry  the  program  will  be  available.  All  that 
we  know  is  that  we  have  a  chance  in  com- 
petition with  other  cities  for  a  share  in  the 
meager  planning  funds  that  have  been  made 
available. 

At  this  early  stage,  even  before  we  have 
any  assurances  of  receiving  planning  funds, 
I  am  entirely  unwilling  to  make  a  commit- 
ment to  a  specific  mechanism  for  community 
participation.       There    are    differences     within 


the  proposed  Model  Neighborhood  as  to  what 
mechanism  should  be  used  and  there  are 
differences  as  to  who  represents  the  com- 
munity. Indeed,  at  the  present  time,  there  is 
no  formal  organization  or  entity  in  existence 
to  which  powers  could  be  accorded.  It  would 
be  a  serious  mistake  in  judgment  to  attempt 
at  this  time  to  anticipate  a  delegation  of 
powers  to  an  organization  which  does  not 
exist.  Furthermore,  this  administration  will 
require  the  usual  assurances  of  financial  re- 
sponsibility and  proper  fiscal  controls,  from 
whatever  organisation  coming  into  existence 
as  a  result  of  the  proposed  elections  or  any 
other  device  the  community  may  choose,  be- 
fore public  funds  are  expended  by  it  or  in  its 
behalf. 

Beyond  that,  the  opportunity  of  the  Model 
Neighborhood  Program  is  to  create  additional 
opportunities  for  employment  and  service  in 
the  community,  and  here  is  where  I  think  the 
community  organizations  and  community  de- 
velopment corporations  can  have  a  critical 
and    perhaps    even    inspiring    role. 

To  attempt  to  shut  off  the  debate  on  the 
form  of  participation  with  a  mechanical  solu- 
tion of  the  kind  recommended  in  Councillor 
McDonough's  report  to  the  City  Council,  which 
does  not  have  the  support  it  should  have  from 
the  community,  is  a  serious  mistake.  A  resolu- 
tion containing  that  kind  of  condition  is  a 
resolution  which  I  cannot  support  and  will 
not    transmit    to    Washington. 

I  pledge  to  you  and  the  people  in  the  com- 
munity that  we  in  this  administration  will 
speak  to  develop  and  improve  our  means  of 
consultation  with  this  community  and  we  will 
explore  every  possible  way  of  doing  this.  Let 
it  be  quite  clear,  however,  that  the  ultimate 
control  of  and  responsibility  for  this  program 
must  rest  with  the  properly  elected  officials 
of  the  City  of  Boston,  which  officials  are  the 
only  persons  responsible,  in  turn,  to  all  the 
people   of    Boston. 

All  of  us  in  Boston  can  benefit  from  this 
program  because  this  area  not  only  needs 
improvement  for  the  sake  of  the  people  who 
live  there,  it  needs  improvement  for  the  sake 
of   all    of   the   people   in    Boston. 

I  urge  that  you  not  permit  the  city  to  miss 
this   opportunity. 

I  hope  you  will  endorse  the  attached  resolu- 
tion which  is  directly  in  line  with  the  federal 
suggestion,  which  I  believe  is  the  wisest 
course    to    follow.

EXEMPTION  FROM  TAXATION  OF  LAND 
OF  MASSACHUSETTS  PORT  AUTHOR- 
ITY

Pursuant  to  the  motion  passed  by  your 
Honorable  Body  on  March  27,  I  have  con- 
sidered a  review  by  the  United  States  Su- 
preme Court  of  the  validity  under  the  Con- 
stitution of  the  United  States  of  the  statutory 
provision  exempting  from  taxation  land  of 
the  Massachusetts  Port  Authority  upon  which 
business    is    conducted    for    private    profit. 

It  has  long  been  settled  that  the  jurisdic- 
tion of  the  United  States  Supreme  Court  can 
only  be  invoked  by  a  party  having  a  private, 
as  distinguished  from  an  official,  interest 
in  the  litigation.  Smith  v.  Indiana,  191 
U.  S.  138,  148-149.  Williams  v.  Baltimore, 
289  U.  S.  36,  40.  Compare  Assessors  of 
Haverhill  v.  New  England  Telephone  and 
Telegraph  Co.,  332  Mass.  357,  362.  It  has 
thus  come  to  be  recognized  that  the  pro- 
cedure for  testing  the  constitutional  validity 
of  a  tax  exemption  statute  is  a  ten  tax- 
payers' suit  under  G.  L.,  c.  40,  s.  53.  Cabot 
v.  Assessors  of  Boston,  335  Mass.  53  (appeal 
dismissed  for  want  of  a  substantial  federal 
question— 354  U.  S.  907).  It  is  my  opinion, 
therefore,  that  if  the  United  States  Supreme 
Court  is  to  review  the  constitutional  validity 
of  the  statutory  provision  in  question,  an 
appropriate  petition  must  be  initiated  and 
prosecuted  in  due  season  by  ten  or  more 
taxable  inhabitants  of  Boston,  and  not  by  the 
city    or    its    officials.

MINORITY   REPORT   OF    COUNCILLOR 

FOLEY 

Re:     Appropriation     for    Washington     Park 

Urban  Renewal  Project 

The  "Washington  Park  Urban  Renewal  Area 
is  the  purest  example  of  urban  renewal  as 
practiced  by  the  present  Development  Ad- 
ministrator, Edward  J.  Logue.  This  project 
was  supported  unanimously  in  all  places,  the 
City  Council,  the  citizenry  in  the  area,  and 
all  supervising  agencies.  It  is  a  project  area 
which  was  carefully  carved  out  so  as  to  make 
possible  the  best  showing  for  urban  renewal 
rather  than  to  do  the  most  for  Boston.  In 
spite  of  all  this  and  millions  of  dollars  over 
budget,  it  is  at  least  four  years  late  in  com- 
pletion. 

At  this  point,  some  thought  should  be  given 
to  a  serious  independent  analysis  of  the  Wash- 
ington Park  Project  Area  effort.  Boston  has 
embarked  on  a  massive,  long  term,  urban  re- 
newal program  larger  than  that  of  any  other 
city,  and  it  has  committed  its  resources  to  it. 
This  project  area  was  carefully  selected,  not 
because  it  was  the  worst  and  most  difficult 
area  of  the  city  but  because  it  was  almost  the 
best  area  of  the  city  which  could  be  delineated 
and  still   qualify  for  urban   renewal   assistance. 

It  is  a  middle-class  area.  Nevertheless,  the 
renewal  effort  here  will  be  completed  at  the 
earliest  four  years  after  it  was  scheduled  for 
completion,  and  will  be  many  millions  of  dollars 
in  excess  budgetwise  of  that  which  was  orig- 
inally   projected. 

We  were  told,  for  example,  that  the  Court 
House  in  this  area  would  cost  the  city  $2,- 
000,000  to  build,  40  percent  of  which  would  be 
credited  against  the  project  cost.  In  the 
outcome,  the  Court  House  will  cost  nearer  $3,- 
000,000  to  build  than  $2,000,000,  and  18  per- 
cent will  be  credited  against  the  project  cost. 
A  mistake  of  this  magnitude,  of  course,  would 
be  fatal  to  anyone  except  Edward  J.  Logue 
(and    perhaps    Paul    Goebbels). 

This  project  carried  on  without  opposition 
anywhere  in  an  area  carefully  selected  to 
make  the  best  showing  indicates  urban  re- 
newal on  a  massive  scale  is  too  expensive 
and  too  slow  ever  genuinely  to  come  at  Bos- 
ton's problem.  We  need  to  shift  over  to  other 
programs  but  we  are  geared  up  for  massive 
renewal  and  we  have  created  a  bureaucracy 
to  administer  only  massive  renewal.  The  very 
least  that  should  be  expected  here  is  a  hard- 
nose  analysis  of  the  renewal  process  by  inde- 
pendent professionals  who  could  then  tell  us  if 
this  is  the  best  medicine  for  Boston.  Obviously, 
we  are  to  get  no  such  analysis  as  long  as 
Edward  J.  Logue  can  prevent  it,  and  that 
appears  to  be  for  a  period  somewhat  on  the 
order    of    another    eight    months.

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BOSTON    PROBLEM— JUST    NOT    ENOUGH 
ADEQUATE    HOUSING 
By  William  Buchanan 

For  the  past  few  weeks  the  "Globe"  has 
published  stories  and  pictures  depicting  the 
conditions  under  which  some  families  live 
in    our   city. 

Decaying  houses,  building  code  violations, 
health  nuisances,  rodents,  and  rents  some- 
times as  high  at  $87  a  month  for  these  dread- 
ful Dachau-like  flats — a  story  a  day  could  be 
published  about  families  in  almost  identical 
situations. 

White,  negro,  four  children  or  10,  separated 
from  a  husband,  happily  married,  on  aid 
to  dependent  children  or  living  on  paid  weekly 
wages — the  problem  they  all  have  in  common 
is    housing. 

"Plainly  and  simply  there  just  isn't  enough 
good  housing,"  says  Mrs.  Sadelle  R.  Sacks, 
director   of  Fair   Housing,   Inc.,   of   Roxbury. 

The  housing  situation  is  more  critical  in 
areas  where  there  is  a  high  percentage  of 
non-whites  because  the  housing  in  areas  where 
they  can  normally  move  is  quickly  deteriorat- 
ing. 

Mrs.  Sacks,  who  has  worked  in  the  housing 
field  for  some  years,  explained  the  discour- 
aging two-way  street  that  affects  landlord- 
tenant  relationships  and  to  a  great  degree 
has  brought  about  the  now  critical  housing 
shortage   for    these    low-income    families: 

"Landlords  who  obtain  these  houses  in  pool- 
conditions  have  often  had  a  bad  experience 
with  a  tenant.  The  only  way  they  can  make 
money  on  such  housing  is  to  collect  as  high 
a  rent  as  possible  and  spend  no  money  on 
repairs.  A  family,  desperate  for  housing, 
moves  in  and  while  they  might  be  willing 
to  care  for  the  property,  quickly  lose  interest 
when  they  see  that  the  landlord  has  none," 
she   said. 

Mrs.  Sacks  said  that  Fair  Housing's  record 
of  working  with  both  landlords  and  tenants, 
to  make  more  and  better  housing  available, 
has    been    a    good    one. 

"We  treat  those  in  need  of  housing  as 
people  and  with  dignity  and  in  the  great 
majority  of  cases  they  have  responded," 
Mrs.  Sacks  said.  "In  many  cases  landlords 
are  now  supplying  us  with  apartment  avail- 
abilities,"   she   added. 

Mrs.  Sacks  is  a  realistic  woman  and  knows 
there  are  racial  overtones  when  someone 
says,  "Yes,  I  remember  when  that  was  such 
a   nice  street,   and   now   look   at  it." 

"What  they  really  remember  is  that  street 
20  or  30  years  ago  and  not  10  years  ago  when 
the  neighborhood  was  already  starting  to 
slip  and  when  it  was  still  essentially  a  white 
area,"    Mrs.    Sacks    noted. 

There  are  many  problems  in  housing  that 
are   not   always   visible   to   the   casual   observer. 

Garbage  receptacles  that  once  served  a 
house  with  two  families  are  now  inadequate 
because  in  the  same  house  there  are  now  four 
or   six   families. 

Slum  housing  rents  seldom  vary  from  more 
than  a  few  dollars  because  the  landlord  knows 
what  the  going  rate  is  for  those  who  can 
find   no  housing   elsewhere. 


Rents  on  such  housing  are  always  figured 
on  three-fourths  occupancy  because  one  family 
is  always  moving  out.  They  either  can't 
afford  the  rent  or  were  fortunate  enough  to 
move    into    better    quarters. 

Fair  Housing,  Inc.,  which  rents  space  from 
Freedom  House  at  14  Crawford  street,  Rox- 
bury, went  into  operation  in  1962  to  assist 
Negro  families  moving  into  previously  all- 
white  neighborhoods  in  suburbia. 

Fair  Housing  moved  into  the  area  of  assist- 
ing low-income  families  to  find  decent  hous- 
ing simply  because  no  other  agency  was 
working   in    this   specific   field. 

"Last  month  we  had  214  families  in  need 
of  housing,"  Mrs.  Sacks  said,  "there  were 
720    children    and    263    adults    involved." 

Staff  of  Eight 

Five  years  ago  there  were  three  regular 
members  of  the  Fair  Housing  staff.  Today, 
as  the  organization  operates  through  personal 
contributions,  there  is  a  staff  of  eight  assist- 
ing   Mrs.    Sacks. 

The  staff  includes,  Mrs.  Norma  Wales, 
Judith  Kowitz,  Helena  Nulty,  Euryne  Wright, 
Delia  Tyer,  Judy  Cook,  Berdel  Underwood 
and  John   Van   DeCarr. 

"Urban  renewal  can  never  succeed  in  a 
total  sense  unless  the  system  which  allows 
someone  to  make  money  on  poor  housing  is 
destroyed,"    Mrs.    Sacks    said. 

Each  day  Fair  Housing  gets  more  and  more 
requests  from  families  desperate  for  housing 
without  rodents,  with  plumbing  that  doesn't 
leak,  with  furnaces  that  work,  and  for  rooms 
where  the  plaster  doesn't  fall  from  the  ceil- 
ing. 

"But  we  simply  can't  keep  up  with  the 
growing    number    of    pleas,"    Mrs.    Sacks    said. 

In  fact,  the  housing  situation  in  parts  of 
Roxbury  now  is  so  severe  that  some  of  these 
desperate  tenants  may  soon  be  urged  to  stay 
where  they  are  while  vigorous  attempts  are 
made  to  force  the  landlords  to  make  improve- 
ments necessary  to  maintain  a  fair  standard 
of  lawful  and  sanitary  housing, 
and, 

Whereas,  this  is  an  objective  article  on 
Boston  Problem — Not  Enough  Adequate  Hous- 
ing;   now    therefore  be   it 

Resolved,  That  the  City  Clerk  be,  and  is 
hereby,  directed  to  forward  a  copy  of  this 
resolve  to  H.  Ralph  Taylor,  Assistant  Secre- 
tary of  the  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban 
Development;  a  copy  to  the  Director  of  the 
Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Develop- 
ment, and  a  copy  to  each  of  the  addressees 
to  whom  was  forwarded  Boston's  Workable 
Program   and   Urban   Renewal    Projects.

H-4164  was  introduced  by  Representative 
Franklin  Holgate  for  the  purpose  of  securing 
authorization  from  the  Legislature  for  the 
conveyance  by  the  City  of  Boston  to  the 
Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  of  two  par- 
cels of  land  in  the  Campus  High  School  early 
land     acquisition     aiea. 

One  of  the  parcels  contains  the  old  Oabot 
Street  Bathhouse:  the  other  parcel  is  a  piece 
of  land  given  the  city  for  park  purposes  by 
the  archdiocese.  Since  there  is  a  possibility 
that  one  or  both  of  the  parcels  could  be  con- 
sidered park  land,  legislative  authorization 
was  sought.  However,  I  understand  that  the 
General  Court  believes  that  the  land  may  not 
be  park  land  and  therefore  believes  that  the 
bill  is  subject  to  the  recent  "home  rule" 
amendment  to  the  constitution.  As  a  home 
rule  measure,  the  Legislature  can  act  only 
at  the  request  of   the  Mayor   and   City   Council. 

Since  the  Council  already  has  approved  the 
BRA's  acquisition  program  for  the  Campus 
High  School  urban  renewal  area,  including 
the  acquisition  of  these  two  parcels,  I  be- 
lieve that  a  petition  by  the  Council  to  the 
General  Court  will  be,  in  effect,  merely  con- 
firmatory   of    its    previous    action. 

Therefore  I  recommend  approval  by  the 
Council  of  the  attached  draft  order,  petition- 
ing the  General  Court  to  pass  House  Bill  4164. 
Since  the  Legislative  Committee  on  Local 
Affairs  ends  its  hearings  on  Monday,  it  is 
essential  that  the  petition  be  forwarded  on 
that   day.

Chapter  92  of  the  Acts  of  1953  authorizes  cities 
and  towns  having  parking  meters  to  apply  the 
receipts  from  said  meters  to  the  payment  of  any 
debt  incurred  for  the  acquisition  of  off-street  park- 
ing areas  and  facilities. 

Since  1947,  the  city  has  issued  twelve  million 
eight  hundred  fifty  thousand  dollars  ($12,850,000) 
in  bonds,  and  has  used  the  proceeds  to  establise 
parking  areas  and  facilities.  According  to  thd 
records  of  the  Auditing  Department,  six  hundreh 
and  forty-five  thousand  dollars  ($045,000)  must  be 
provided  in  the  current  year  to  meet  principal 
maturities  and  one  hundred  ninety-eight  thousand 
nine  nundred  twenty-five  dollars  ($198,925)  to 
meet  interest  requirements  on  these  bonds.     It  is 


estimated  tnat  six  hundred  and  forty-five  thousand 
dollars  ($045,000)  of  parking  meter  receipts  will  be 
avalable  to  meet  these  requirements  and  the  bal- 
ance tio  be  raised  in  the  tax  levy. 

In  view  of  the  authority  granted  by  the  Legisla- 
ture, I  recommend  that  an  order  be  submitted  to 
the  City  Council  to  appropriate  from  parking 
meter  receipts  the  sum  of  six  hundred  and  forty- 
live  thousand  dollars  ($045,000)  to  provide  for  the 
principal  maturities  on  these  bonds  in  1907.

The  Commissioner  of  Assessing  has  brought  to 
my  attention  that  when  the  Compensation  Plan 
for  the  Officers  and  Employees  of  Suffolk  County 
was  revised  in  1963,  there  was  no  conforming 
amendment  of  the  third  and  fourth  paragraphs  of 
section  5  of  chapter  3  of  the  Revised  Ordinances  of 
1961,  which  fix,  by  reference  to  the  County  Com- 
pensation Plan,  the  salaries  of  the  deputy  and 
assistant  assessors  and  the  ex  officio  members  of 
the  Board  of  Review  in  the  Assessing  Department. 
Hence  those  paragraphs  make  reference  to  grades 
that  are  now  obsolete.  To  rectify  the  situation,  I 
recommend  passage  of  the  ordinance  transmitted 
herewith. 

Section  2  of  the  accompanying  ordinance  deals 
with  the  deputy  and  assistant  assessors  making  the 
changes  which  should  have  been  made  in  1963. 
Section  1  of  the  accompanying  ordinance  concerns

The  Public  Facilities  Department  has  been  in 
receipt  of  requests  from  the  Police  Commissioner 
for  certain  major  alteration  and  badly  needed 
repair  work  on  several  police  facilities.  Appropria- 
tions to  cover  this  work  were  originally  included  in 
the  1967  Capital  Budget  submitted  in  February, 
but  tne  covering  orders  had  to  be  withdrawn  be- 
cause of  the  situation  of  the  debt  limit. 

This  department  has  investigated  these  projects 
and  has  determined  that  work  at  Police  Head- 
quarters and  the  District  6  Station  House,  South 
Boston,  is  urgently  required  and  should  be  per- 
formed this  year  if  at  all  possible. 

At  the  Headquarters  an  estimated  $70,000  will 
be  needed  for  installation  oi  a  new  roof  and  water- 
proofing of  the  exterior.  Effects  of  time  and 
weather  over  the  forty  years  since  construction  of 
this  building  have  resulted  in  extensive  leakages 
which  have  damaged  interior  plaster  and  should 
be  corrected  before  more  expensive  repairs  are  re- 
quired. Many  temporary  repairs  to  the  roof  over 
the  past  10  years  have  been  required;  it  is  most 


important  to  prevent  leakages  into  the  top  floor 
and  to  protect  the  costly  and  essential  radio  and 
recording  equipment  located  there  in  connection 
with  the  Communication  Center. 

No  modernization  has  been  carried  out  at  Dis- 
trict 6  since  1915  when  the  building  was  con- 
structed. The  heating  system  is  unreliable;  one 
of  the  two  boilers  is  inoperative  and  unworthy  of 
repair.  The  roofing  and  plumbing  systems  are  in 
ill  repair.  The  most  urgent  problem  over-all  is  the 
need  for  alterations  to  accommodate  tlie  Tactical 
Patrol  Force  now  in  Station  1.  This  station  is 
scheduled  to  close  next  year  when  the  new  Govern- 
ment Center  Station,  now  in  construction,  will 
open.  The  necessary  alterations  and  repairs  to 
presently  unutilized  space  at  Station  6  which  will 
be  made  available  to  the  Tactical  Patrol  Force, 
must  be  begun  this  .Near  to  match  this  timetable. 
The  essential  work  on  this  building  this  year  will 
cost  an  estimated  $100,000. 

Consequently,  it  is  hoped  that  it  will  be  possible 
at  this  time  to  make  available  a  total  of  $170,000 
to  enable  initiation  of  these  projects  at  an  early 
date.

APPROPRIATION  FOR  SCHOOL 
PURPOSES 

The    following    was    received: 
City    of    Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,   June  6,  1967. 
To    the   City   Council. 
Gentlemen: 

On  March  27,  1967,  the  School  Committee 
voted  a  General  School  Purposes  budget  for 
1967  amounting  to  $56,821,947  and  an  Altera- 
tions and  Repairs  budget  of  $2,474,586.76  for 
a  total  of  $59,296,533.76.  This  request  repre- 
sents an  increase  over  1966  expenditures  of 
$9,021,993.61. 

Because  of  my  concern  with  the  sharp  rise 
in  school  costs,  I  felt  it  incumbent  upon  me, 
as  Mayor,  to  take  certain  action  to  determine 
if  the  requested  funds  were,  in  fact,  a  valid 
assessment  of  the  monetary  needs  of  our 
school  system  for  the  year  1967.  Consequently, 
on  April  5,  1967,  I  appointed  a  five-man 
committee  to  review  and  make  recommenda- 
tions on   the  school   budget. 

A  report  from  this  committee  was  pre- 
sented after  hearings  were  held  with  mem- 
bers of  the  School  Department,  on  May  9, 
1967.  The  recommendations  were  discussed 
with  the  members  of  the  School  Committee  at 
a  subsequent  meeting  with  me  at  which  time 
arguments  were  presented  by  the  School 
Committee  in  support  of  the  original  budget 
request. 

After  careful  review  of  the  committee's 
proposed  reductions  totaling  $2,487,508  I  felt 
that  I  should  reaffirm  my  position  of  not 
interfering  with  collective  bargaining  negoti- 
ations. To  this  end  I  have  not  accepted  the 
reduction  of  $266,000  in  academic  salaries 
which  would,  in  effect,  eliminate  teachers 
from  reaching  maximum  salaries  in  ten  (10) 
years  and  also  the  $170,000  for  nonacademic 
salaries    for    a    total    of    $436,000. 

I  am  therefore  presenting  herewith  an  ap- 
propriation order  of  $3,245,458  for  General 
School  Purposes  above  the  1967  statutory  al- 
lowance of  $51,524,981  which  allows  an  over- 
all appropriation  in  this  account  of  $54,- 
770,439  for  an  increase  over  1966  expendi- 
tures of  12.98  percent  for  the  same  purpose. 
In  addition,  the  statutory  amount  for  Al- 
terations and  Repairs  of  $2,474,586.76  has 
been   voted   by   the   School   Committee. 

It  should  be  noted  that  the  reviewing  com- 
mittee recommended  that  a  reduction  in  the 
Alterations  and  Repairs  budget  of  $674,586 
could  be  made,  by  vote  of  the  School  Com- 
mittee, which  would  not  impair  the  planned 
program  for  this  department  in  1967.  After 
discussion,  it  was  determined  that  $574,586 
would  be  a  more  realistic  reduction.  I  have 
strongly  urged  the  School  Committee  to  take 
the  necessary  action  to  realize  this  savings 
for    the   taxpayers    of    Boston. 

I    respectfully    recommend    adoption    of    the 
accompanying   order  by   your   Honorable   Body.

HIGH    SCHOOL 
The   following   was   received:

Gentlemen: 

In  1941,  as  more  fully  appears  from  Suffolk 
Deeds,  Book  5942,  page  146,  the  Roman 
Catholic  Archbishop  of  Boston  without  money 
consideration  conveyed  to  the  City  of  Boston 
for  park  and  playground  purposes  the  land 
shown  as  lots  5  and  6,  on  H.  H.  Moses 
plan,  dated  May  15,  1879,  and  recorded  with 
Suffolk  Deeds,  Book  1476,  page  210,  also  the 
land  shown  on  Garbett  and  Wood  plan,  dated 
April  2,  1890,  and  recorded  with  Suffolk 
Deeds,  Book  1935,  page  484.  These  lands 
constitute  a  parcel  adjacent  to  the  site  of 
the  Cabot  Street  Municipal  Building,  which 
much  earlier  had  been  acquired  by  the  City 
of  Boston  through  annexation  of  the  Town 
of  Roxbury  in   1867.      St.   1867,   c.   359,   s.   2. 

All  of  these  lands  are  a  part  of  the  Campus 
High  School  Urban  Renewal  Project  area  and 
will  ultimately  become  part  of  the  school 
site.  To  assure  a  title  free  of  any  easement 
in  the  public  for  park  purposes  legislation 
substantially  in  the  form  of  1967  House  No. 
4164  is  needed.  Under  the  Home  Rule 
Amendment,  before  such  legislation  can  be 
enacted,  the  petition  therefor  must  first  be 
approved  by  your  Honorable  Body.  To  facili- 
tate construction  of  the  Campus  High  School, 
I  accordingly  recommend  immediate  adop- 
tion of  the  accompanying  order  approving 
1967  House  No.  4164.  Since  your  Honorable 
Body  has  already  approved  the  Boston  Re- 
development Authority's  acquisition  of  these 
lands,  adoption  of  the  accompanying  order  is 
essentially  nothing  but  a  confirmation  of  your 
prior     action.

RETIREMENT    OF    CERTAIN    ALCOHOLIC 
BEVERAGE   LICENSES 
The    following    was    received:

Gentlemen : 

Currently,    section    23B    of    chapter    138    of 
the     General     Laws     permits     throughout     the 


state  the  reservation  of  certain  all  alcoholic 
beverage  licenses  issued  for  premises  sub- 
sequently taken  by  eminent  domain;  and 
chapter  804  of  the  Acts  of  1965  enables  cer- 
tain such  licenses  in  the  City  of  Boston  to 
be  retired  while  so  reserved.  The  period  of 
permitted  reservation  commences  with  the 
date  of  taking  and  expires  four  years  there- 
after. Experience  has  shown  that  to  start 
the  period  with  the  date  of  taking  works 
an  economic  hardship  in  two  ways.  On  the 
one  hand,  the  designation  of  an  area  for 
taking  long  before  it  is  taken  may  result  in 
such  economic  deterioration  of  the  area  as  to 
dictate  to  a  prudent  man  cessation  of  busi- 
ness prior  to  the  actual  taking;  but  under 
the  existing  law,  if  this  is  done,  the  benefits 
of  the  statutory  provisions  just  cited  are 
lost.  On  the  other  hand,  the  carrying  out  of 
a  project  may  be  protracted  so  that  actual 
displacement  does  not  occur  until  more  than 
four  years  after  the  taking.  Once  again, 
hardship  ensues  because  existing  laws  cease 
to   apply. 

Section  23B  of  chapter  138  of  the  General 
Laws  can  be  readily  amended  as  a  general 
law  applicable  throughout  the  state;  but 
under  the  Home  Rule  Amendment  chapter 
804  of  the  Acts  of  1965  concerning  the  re- 
tirement of  all  alcoholic  beverage  licenses  in 
Boston  is  a  special  law  relating  to  the  City 
of  Boston  which  cannot  be  changed  without 
prior  approval  of  your  Honorable  Body. 
Justice,  I  believe,  demands  that  the  above- 
cited  reservation  and  retirement  provisions 
apply  to  license  holders  who  remove  their 
business  incident  either  to  a  taking  of  their 
premises  by  public  authority  or  to  the  desig- 
nation of  such  premises  for  taking  in  the 
carrying  out  of  an  urban  renewal  or  rede- 
velopment plan,  with  the  four-year  reserva- 
tion period  running  essentially  from  the  date 
of  removal.  I  also  think  it  only  fair  to  apply 
these  changes  to  takings  subsequent  to  Jan- 
uary 1,  1961.  Accordingly,  I  recommend 
adoption  by  your  Honorable  Body  of  the  ac- 
companying order  approving  the  petition  for 
1967    Senate   No.    506.

PARKING    METER    SUPERVISORS

To   the   Members   of   the   City    Council. 

There  is  currently  before  the  Committee 
on  Legislative  Matters  of  your  Honorable 
Body  a  subject  in  which  the  Finance  Com- 
mission has  had  a  continuing  interest.  This 
is  an  order,  the  purpose  of  which  is  to  re- 
quest the  Massachusetts  Legislature  to  ap- 
prove a  bill  (H.  4150)  expanding  the  tagging 
powers  of  female  parking  meter  supervisors 
("meter    maids"). 

As  a  pioneer  in  urging  the  appointment 
of  "meter  maids"  to  enforce  regulations  re- 
lating to  parked  cars  at  meters,  first  pro- 
posed by  the  Finance  Commission  in  a  report 
issued  on  November  25,  1963,  and  as  a  wit- 
ness to  the  success  that  has  attended  their 
efforts  in  that  area,  the  Finance  Commission 
is  anxious  to  extend  their  effectiveness  to  in- 
clude surveillance  over  all  standing  vehicles 
with   respect  to   parking   regulations. 

The  Commission  is  convinced  that  their 
effectiveness  will  be  just  as  great  in  this  ex- 
panded scope,  which  is  a  natural  corollary 
of  the  present  authority,  as  it  has  been  in 
the  area  of  parking  meter  surveillance.  A 
Finance  Commission  report  of  January  5, 
1967,  presented  data  on  the  impressive  in- 
crease in  meter  receipts  during  the  past  one 
and  one-half  years,  a  development  in  which 
"meter  maids"  played  a  prominent  part. 

The  Commission  is  also  impressed  with  the 
possibility  of  utilizing  regular  police  officers 
who  will  be  relieved  from  tagging  assign- 
ments for  more  demanding  tasks  in  the  area 
of  police  protection.  It  is  clear  that  the 
City  needs  all  possible  manpower  in  that 
wide   area  today. 

Such  expansion  of  scope  for  the  "meter 
maids"  should  not  be  attended  by  any  dra- 
matic increase  in  numbers.  The  Finance 
Commission  is  interested  primarily  in  the 
principle  of  adjusting  the  level  of  personnel 
to  the  job.  In  this  case,  the  job  is  tagging 
cars  and  does  not  require  the  comprehensive 
police  skill,  authority  or  salary  level  of  a 
regular     police     officer. 

Ideally,  these  positions  should  eventually  be 
in  the  classified  Civil  Service,  with  the  at- 
tendant assurances  of  standards  of  qualifica- 
tions, eligibility,  and  tenure;  and  legislation 
should    be   sought   to    achieve    that   objective. 

For  the  immediate  present,  however,  the 
proposal  to  expand  the  scope  of  tagging  is 
a  first  step,  and  that  should  be  taken  while 
the  opportunity  is  at  hand  and  the  need  is 
urgent. 

The  Finance  Commission,  therefore,  respect- 
fully recommends  that  the  order  be  acted 
upon  favorably  and  immediately  so  that 
action  by  the  Legislature  may  be  taken  on 
House  Bill  4150,  which  is  a  special  law  em- 
powering parking  meter  supervisors  in  Bos- 
ton to  enforce  regulations  controlling  the 
stopping  and  standing  of  vehicles  generally 
rather    than    only    at    meters.

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  order 
was   rejected    without   prejudice. 


MINORITY      REPORT      OF      COUNCILLOR 
GABRIEL    F.    PIEMONTE 

The  matter  before  us  is  on  an  order  sub- 
mitted to  the  City  Council  by  his  Honor  the 
Mayor    and    which    reads    as    follows: 

"Ordered,  That  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of 
Boston  be,  and  he  hereby  is,  authorized  to 
execute  and  deliver  a  lease  of  31,500  square 
feet  of  land  in  Spectacle  Island  in  Boston 
Harbor  to  Metropolitan  Trading  Company, 
Inc.,  of  131  State  street,  Boston,  under  the 
terms  and  conditions  as  are  set  forth  in  pro- 
posed   lease    attached    hereto." 

Briefly  the  terms  of  the  lease  are  as  fol- 
lows: 
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A    period    of    five   years. 

One  hundred  fifty  dollars    ($150)    per  month. 

Restriction  against  lessee,  assigning  or  sub- 
leasing or  underletting  without  prior  approval 
in    writing    of    the    commissioner. 

Option  to  terminate  lease  on  sixty  (60) 
days'  notice  by  the  city  if  city  desires  to 
sell  land  or  any  part  during  the  term  of 
the   lease. 

The  proposed  lease  as  presented  by  the 
Mayor  is  attached  to  and  made  a  part  of 
this    minority    report. 

The  question  to  be  resolved  is — Is  the  Pro- 
posed Lease  in  the  Best  Interests   of  the   City. 

It  is  my  opinion  that  the  proposed  lease 
is  not  in  the  best  interest  of  the  city  for 
the    following    reasons: 

The  city  itself  may  during  the  term  of 
the    lease    wish    to    use    the    leased    premises. 

The  proposed  lease  does  not  contain  any 
provision   for    termination    for    this   purpose. 

Although  the  lease  itself  does  not  reveal 
the  exact  nature  of  the  operation  to  be  con- 
ducted by  those  acting  under  the  lease,  the 
hearing  revealed  that  the  principal  opeiation 
is  the  burning  of  wood,  and  other  demolition 
debris  in  barges  that  will  add  to  Boston's 
already    grave    pollution    problem. 

Even  if  these  objections  were  overcome, 
I  would  object  to  the  proposed  lease  on  the 
following    grounds: 

The  disposal  of  refuse  is  such  a  serious 
and  sensitive  problem  that  safeguards  should 
be  contained  in  any  lease  so  that  the  facilities 
would  be  available  and  at  equal  and  regu- 
lated charges  to  any  recognized  disposal  con- 
tractor. Failure  to  include  these  safeguards, 
as  is  the  case  in  the  proposed  lease,  could 
very   well   create   a    monopoly. 

The  lessee  should  be  a  responsible  party. 
The  records  of  the  Commonwealth  (Secre- 
tary   of    State)    reveal    the   following: 

Metropolitan  Trading  Company,  Inc.,  in- 
corporated,   November    13,    1951. 

Dissolved,  December  29,  1958,  by  action  of 
Supreme   Judicial   Court. 

Revived,  August  5,  1959,  Commissioner  of 
Corporation. 

Dissolved,  November  18,  1964,  by  action  of 
Supreme   Judicial    Court. 

Revived,  April  8,  1966,  Secretary  of  the 
Commonwealth. 

As  of  this  date  no  certificates  of  conditions 
(required  to  be  filed  annually)  are  on  public 
record. 

The  hearings  disclosed  that  the  Metropoli- 
tan Trading  Company,  Inc.,  does  not  itself 
operate  barges  or  take  any  active  participa- 
tion in  the  operation.  This  is  all  done  by  the 
Boston  Marine  Disposal  Company,  despite  the 
fact  that  the  provisions  of  the  proposed 
lease  and  a  one-year  lease  which  they  are 
operating  under  contains  the  covenant  that 
the  lease  shall  not  be  assigned,  sold,  or 
mortgaged  without  the  prior  approval  in 
writing  of  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works. 
The  Public  Works  had  not  given  any  ap- 
proval   in    writing. 

Metropolitan  Trading  Company,  Inc.,  is  not 
even    listed    in    the   telephone    directory. 

The  hearings  disclosed  that  a  one-year  lease 
was  first  entered  into  with  the  Metropolitan 
Trading  Company,  Inc.,  on  October  1,  1965. 
This  was  at  a  time  when,  according  to  the 
public  records  on  file,  the  corporation  had 
been  dissolved.  A  serious  question  therefore 
arises  as  to  its  legality  and  wholesomeness 
of   the    entire    arrangement. 

The  consideration   is   inadequate. 

The  lease  in  its  present  form  is  not  in  the 
best  interest  of   the  city. 

I  wish  at  this  point  to  publicly  compliment 
the  chairlady  of  the  committee  for  the  orderly 
and  expeditious  manner  of  handling  this  as 
well  as  the  other  items  that  have  appeared 
before  us  this  far.  There  was  a  division  of 
opinion  in  the  committee,  and  I  offer  this 
just   as   my   statement.

INCREASING    PENALTY    FOR    OBSTRUCT- 
ING   FIRE   FIGHTERS 
The    following    was    received:

Gentlemen: 

Pursuant  to  an  order  passed  by  your  Honor- 
able Body  on  June  5  respecting  the  penalty 
for  obstructing  fire  fighters  in  the  discharge 
of  their  duties,  I  have  caused  to  be  drafted 
and  transmit  herewith  an  ordinance  increas- 
ing to  $50  the  penalty  for  obstructing  fire 
fighters  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties  or 
for  interfering  with  fire  apparatus.  This 
is  the  greatest  penalty  which  under  the  City 
Charter  (St.  1854,  c.  448,  s.  35)  can  be  im- 
posed   for    the    violation    of    an    ordinance. 

For  the  sake  of  clarity,  it  may  not  be 
inappropriate  for  me  to  add  that  it  appears 
from  such  cases  as  Commonwealth  v.  Wolbarst, 
319  Mass.  291,  and  Homer  v.  Fall  River,  326 
Mass.  673,  that  the  prohibition  against  the 
obstruction  of  fire  fighters  and  fire  apparatus 
embodied  in  Rev.  Ord.  (1961)  c.  29,  s.  28, 
does  not  govern  during  the  burning  of  a 
building  or  other  property.  In  such  case, 
the  applicable  law  is  G.  L.,  c.  266,  s.  12, 
which   reads   as   follows: 

"Whoever,  during  the  burning  of  a  build- 
ing or  other  property,  wilfully  and  mali- 
ciously cuts  or  removes  a  bell,  rope,  or  a 
wire  or  conduit  connected  with  a  fire  alai'm 
signal  system  or  injures  or  disables  any  fire 
alarm  signal  box  or  any  part  of  such  sys- 
tem in  the  vicinity  of  such  building  or 
property,  or  otherwise  prevents  an  alarm 
being  given,  or  whoever  cuts,  injuries  or 
destroys  an  engine,  hose  or  other  fire  ap- 
paratus, in  said  vicinity,  or  otherwise  wil- 
fully and  maliciously  prevents  or  obstructs 
the  extinction  of  a  fire  shall  be  punished 
by  imprisonment  in  the  state  prison  for  not 
more  than  seven  years  or  in  jail  for  not 
more  than  two  and  one  half  years  or  by  a  fine 
of  not  more  than  one  thousand  dollars."

Mr.  Preston,  following  his  meeting  yester- 
day with  Mr.  Logue,  and  with  you  and  Mr. 
Tercyak,  indicates  that  you  need  a  clarifica- 
tion of  our  understanding  regarding  the  tax 
status  of  a  garage  which  would  be  erected  on 
the  PWD  yards.  As  you  will  recall,  under 
our  cooperation  agreement  with  the  BRA,  the 
BRA  undertakes  to  make  this  tract  available 
to  us. 

It  is  our  understanding  that  a  garage 
erected  on  this  site  would  be  tax  revenue 
producing.  You  will  remember  we  discussed 
this  from  many  angles  in  the  last  general 
meeting  we  had  on  January  25,  1967,  at  which 
eleven  representatives  of  BRA  were  here 
to  discuss  with  us  again  our  general  plans.

REVISING     FEES     FOR     ELEVATOR     AND 
ESCALATOR    INSTALLATION,    ETC.

Transmitted  herewith  is  communication 
(and  accompanying  ordinance)  recently  sent 
me  by  the  Building  Commissioner  and  recom- 
mending a  revision  in  the  fees  for  elevator 
and    escalator    inspections    and    permits. 

I  concur  with  the  Building  Commissioner 
that  Boston  should  have  a  schedule  of  fees 
in  this  area  more  nearly  commensurate  with 
the  expenses  of  the  Building  Department  in- 
cident to  this  field  of  its  operations.  Accord- 
ingly, I  recommend  the  early  adoption  of  the 
Ordinance    submitted    herewith.

Dear    Mr.     Mayor: 

One  of  my  first  acts  as  Building  Commis- 
sioner was  to  examine  the  organization  and 
operation  of  the  Elevator  Division.  The  re- 
sults   of   my   examination   disclosed   two    needs. 
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The  first,  for  more  elevator  inspectors,  and 
the  second,  for  a  more  realistic  schedule  of 
elevator    inspection    fees. 

I  have  already  increased  the  number  of 
people  in  our  Elevator  Division  from  five  to 
nine.  This  will  go  far  toward  helping  us 
inspect  the  more  than  eleven  thousand  eleva- 
tors in  the  city  each  year.  I  understand  that 
this  has  not  always  been  done  in  the  past. 

Fees  for  elevator  inspection  in  the  last  ten 
or  so  years  have  not  in  any  way  kept  pace 
with  our  costs  nor  do  they  reflect,  even  in  a 
small  way,  the  value  of  this  service.  Accord- 
ingly, I  recommend  that  you  submit  to  the 
City  Council  the  accompanying  ordinance 
(drafted  in  the  Corporation  Counsel's  office), 
which  would  revise  not  only  the  fee  for  ele- 
vator and  escalator  installation,  alteration 
and  repair  permits,  but  also  the  fees  for 
elevator  and  escalator  inspections.  The  pro- 
posed fees  are  in  line  with  the  cost  to  the 
City  of  Boston  and  are  not  out  of  line  with 
those  charged  by  other  large  metropolitan 
government    agencies. 

I  do  not  expect  any  valid  objection  or 
serious  opposition  to  be  interposed  to  these 
increased  fees.  We  have  been  giving  excellent 
service  and  responsible  property  owners  will 
recognize    its    value.

Section     1     of     chapter     30     of     the    Revised 
Ordinances     of     1961     is     hereby     amended     by 
striking    out    clauses     (96)     and     (97)    and    in- 
serting  in   place   thereof   the  following   causes: 

(96)  Elevator  or  Escalator  Installation, 
Alteration  or  Repair  Permit.  The  fee  of  the 
building  commissioner  for  receiving  an  appli- 
cation for  a  permit  under  paragraph  (a)  of 
section  111  of  the  Boston  Building  Code  to 
install,  alter  or  subtantially  repair  one  or 
more  elevators  shall  be  $18.00  for  the  first 
elevator  and  $15.00  for  each  additional  eleva- 
tor on  the  same  premises  or  on  adjacent 
premises  in  the  same  ownership  or  control; 
provided,  that  if  such  application  relates  ex- 
clusively to  one  or  more  builder's  hoists,  the 
fee  shall  be  $18.00  for  each  car;  and  provided, 
further,  that  if  such  application  relates  ex- 
clusively to  one  or  more  dumbwaiters,  the  fee 
shall  be  $3.00  for  each  car.  The  word  "ele- 
vator," as  used  in  this  clause,  shall  be  con- 
strued   to    include    escalator.

I  transmit  herewith  communication  recently 
received  by  me  from  the  Chairman  of  the 
Youth  Activities  Commission  concerning  the 
Commission's  vote  asking  that  the  Commission 
members  be  designated  as  special  municipal 
employees  under  the  provisions  of  chapter 
268A   of   the   General    Laws. 

The  powers  and  duties  of  the  Commission 
are  defined  in  St.  1965,  c.  391,  s.  2,  as  follows: 

"The  commission  shall  conduct  research, 
and  establish  and  carry  on,  and  encourage 
others  to  establish  and  carry  on,  programs 
and  activities  designed  to  reduce  or  prevent 
delinquency  and  other  problems  among  the 
youth  of  said  city  or  to  improve  the  health  or 
welfare  of  juveniles  in  said  city  in  need  of 
guidance,  recreation,  counselling,  assistance, 
referral,  testing,  care,  education,  training, 
placement,  or  cultural  or  social  development. 
The  commission  shall  cooperate  with  federal, 
state  and  municipal  agencies  concerned  with 
any  of  the  foregoing,  and  shall  coordinate 
its  functions  with  private  agencies  concerned 
therewith." 

Section  1  of  the  same  act  specifies  that  the 
Commission  members  shall  serve  without  com- 
pensation. 

Since  it  thus  appears  that,  by  employing 
standards  reasonably  related  to  the  stated 
purpose  and  terms  and  provisions  of  chapter 
268A,  a  special  municipal  employee  classifica- 
tion may  be  made  in  the  case  of  all  members 
of  this  Commission,  I  am  submitting  for  your 
consideration  the  accompanying  order  classi- 
fying all  members  of  the  Youth  Activities 
Commission  as  special  municipal  employees 
for  the  purposes  of  the  so-called  Conflict  of 
Interest    Law.

Recently  collective  bargaining  contracts  were 
approved  by  your  Honor  and  also  the  Honor- 
able City  Council  affecting  employees  in  both 
city  and  county  departments.  Specifically  the 
unions  involved  represent:  Power  Plant  En- 
gineers and  Steam  Firemen,  Jail  Officers  and 
Matrons,  Institution  Nurses,  Correction  Offi- 
cers, Social  Workers  at  the  House  of  Correc- 
tion   and    District    Court    personnel. 


City  and  county  departments  involved  num- 
bered eighteen  (18)  and  represented  a  mone- 
tary benefit  to  the  employees  involved  of 
$196,041.20  which  could  only  be  arrived  at 
after   a   complex   and   detailed   computation. 

To  determine  the  additional  funds  required 
to  each  department  during  the  year  the 
amounts  previously  appropriated  to  meet  in- 
crements under  the  previous  pay  plan  were 
deducted  and  a  projection  of  each  depart- 
ment's payroll  was  made.  In  many  instances 
surplus  funds  were  available  where  positions 
were  vacant  through  retirements,  deaths  or 
possibly  the  inability  to  hire  the  technical 
employees    needed   for    the   position. 

In  departments  where  appropriations  ap- 
peared adequate  to  meet  the  demands  of  the 
contract  for  the  remainder  of  the  year  it 
was  considered  proper  not  to  ask  for  addi- 
tional funds  at  this  time.  In  the  final  analy- 
sis seven  (7)  departments  including  three  (3) 
district  courts  will  require  an  additional  ap- 
propriation totaling  in  the  aggregate  $79,334, 
submitted    as    an    enclosure. 

It  is  respectfully  requested  than  an  appro- 
priation order  for  the  additional  funds  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  City  Council  if  this  meets  with 
your   approval.

The  members  of  the  Boston  City  Council 
have  frequently  responded  with  concern  to 
the  expressed  needs  of  the  residents  of  the 
City    of    Boston. 

The  League  of  Women  Voters  of  Boston, 
therefore,  turns  to  you  with  confidence  in  your 
willingness  to  act  on  a  situation  which  vio- 
lates the  recently  enacted  Home  Rule  Amend- 
ment and  strongly  affects  the  welfare  of  the 
people  of   Boston. 

This  violation  (of  Home  Rule)  concerns 
the  manner  of  appointing  the  Boston  Licens- 
ing Board.  As  you  well  know,  the  Licensing 
Board  is  under  the  control  and  operation  of 
three  commissioners  who  are  appointees  of  the 
Governor  for  a  term  of  six  years.  The  Li- 
cencing Board  brings  in  revenue  close  to  two 
million  dollars  to  the  City  of  Boston  and 
about  90  percent  of  this  comes  from  its  1,000 
liquor  licenses.  The  present  method  of  ap- 
pointing this  board  is  practiced  without  the 
assumption  of  responsibility  to  the  residents. 
The  Licensing  Board,  which  has  broad  powers, 
is  neither  accountable  to  the  Mayor,  nor,  in 
practice,   to   the  appointing   authority. 

The  League  of  Women  Voters  of  Boston 
feels  that  the  Boston  City  Council  should  pro- 
ceed immediately  with  the  necessary  steps 
outlined  in  the  Home  Rule  Procedures  Act, 
Article  89  of  the  Amendments  to  the  Con- 
stitution of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachu- 
setts, approved  by  the  people  at  the  elections, 
November  3,  1964,  and  November  8,  1966. 
It  is  our  opinion  that  this  amendment  grants 
directly  to  the  people  of  this  community  a 
right  to  replace  these  gubernatorially  named 
local  officials  upon  the  recommendation  of  the 
City  Council,  with  concurrence  of  the  Mayor, 
section  10,  chapter  734,  Acts  of  Extra  Ses- 
sion of  the  General  Court  in  1966.  In  order 
that  this  change  be  made  and  put  on  the 
ballot  in  November,  it  is  necessary  that  you 
proceed   immediately. 

As  a  result  of  a  study  culminating  in  May, 
1967,  the  League  of  Women  Voters  supports 
measures  to  incorporate  into  our  city  charter 
provisions  for  appointment  of  the  Licensing 
Board  members  by  the  Mayor.  This  is  in 
accordance  with  the  Plan  A  Charter  and  in 
conformity  with  all  other  departments  of  the 
city.  The  Mayor  is,  in  effect,  responsible  for 
the  actions  of  the  Licensing  Board,  and,  there- 
fore, should  have  the  authority  for  appoint- 
ing the  members.  We  also  support  measures 
that  there  be  a  requirement  of  written  policy 
as  a  guideline  and  that  all  opinions  and 
decisions  be  written  and  available  to  the  pub- 
lic.

CITIZENS    COUNCIL   FOR   CHARLESTOWN 

Coun.   HYNES   offered   the  following:

Be  it  ordained   by   the   City   Council   of   Boston 
as   follows: 

That  an  election  of  a  nonpaid  Board  of 
Citizens  be  held  at  the  next  Municipal  Pri- 
mary Election  in  Ward  2  (Charlestown) . 
This  Board  would  be  known  as  the  Charles- 
town  Citizens  Council.  This  Board  would 
consist  of  two  elected  members  from  each  of 
the  seven  precincts  of  Ward  2  for  a  total  of 
14   members. 

Election. — The  election  would  be  held  every 
two  years  during  the  Boston  Municipal  Pri- 
mary in  September,  starting  this  September. 
Names  of  the  candidates  would  follow  the 
names  of  national,  state,  county,  and  city 
candidates  on  the  ballot.  The  same  election 
rules  that  govern  city  candidates  would  be 
followed  with  one  exception:  Citizens  coun- 
cil candidates  would  not  be  allowed  to  spend 
any    money    on    their    election    campaigns. 

Qualifications. — Candidates  must  be  resi- 
dents of  their  precincts  at  least  one  year, 
must  be  registered  voters  in  their  precincts, 
and  must  obtain  50  signatures  of  precinct 
voters  to  qualify.  Otherwise  they  will  follow 
the  same  election  rules  of  regular  city  candi- 
dates. 

Citizens  Council  Duties. — Council  will  hold 
bimonthly  public  meetings  in  available  munic- 
ipal buildings  in  the  ward.  The  group  will 
elect  a  nonvoting  chairman  at  the  first  meet- 
ing. The  chairman  will  have  the  title  of  "Om- 
budsman." The  council  will  set  up  its  own  by- 
laws with  help  of  the  city's  legal  department. 
Majority  vote  of  the  Board  will  determine  most 
eminent  projects,  city  services,  complaints  or 
course  of  action  to  be  taken  to  improve  the 
ward. 

Ombudsman  Duties. — He  will  preside  at 
meetings.  He  will  serve  as  liaison  between 
citizens  council  and  city  departments  and 
other  elected  officials.  He  will  bring  sug- 
gestions of  citizens  council  directly  to  the  at- 
tention of  the  department  heads  or  those 
responsible. 

Compensation. — Citizens  council  members 
will   receive  no  pay  or  expense  allowances.

Committee  Member  Gabriel  F.  Piemonte  re 
sale  of  land  to  Sheraton  Corporation  offered  the 
following  minority  report: 

T.  e  order  which  we  have  before  us  concerning 
the  sale  of  city  land  adjacent  to  470  Atlantic 
avenue  by  the  City  of  Boston  to  Sheraton  Building 
Corporation  affords  a  prime  example  of  the 
opportunity  for  more  active  participation  in 
matters  concerning  Boston  by  the  Real  Estate 
Board,  the  Research  Bureau,  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce, and  the  Boston  Finance  Commission. 

The  order  as  presented  to  the  Council  for  its 
approval  by  his  Honor  the  Mayor  on  each  of  the 
three  occasions  failed  to  contain  any  safeguard  or 
protection  for  Boston  taxpayers  against  a  future 
claim  for  damages  for  the  publicly  announced 
future  taking  of  the  water  side  land.  It  is  a  matter 
of  public  knowledge  that  there  is  a  public  taking 
to  be  made  of  land  and  water  rights  in  the  rear 
of  the  building  on  Atlantic  avenue  for  a  highway. 
This  could  very  well  result  in  the  Sheraton  Build- 
ing Corporation  being  awarded  damages  greater 
in  amount  than  the  consideration  named  in  the 
order.  This  could  be  avoided  by  the  city  reserving 
its  rights  in  this. 

Yet  none  of  the  organizations  either  appeared 
at  the  hearings  on  this  matter  or  in  any  way  com- 
municated with  the  Council  to  offer  this  safeguard. 

It  was  only  because  of  the  alertness  of  the  Council 
who  adopted  my  suggestion  that  any  deed  con- 
veying the  property  contain  a  reservation  to  the 
City  of  Boston  of  all  aquatic,  lateral,  and  riparian 
rights,  is  contained  in  the  order  we  are  now  dis- 
cussing. 

The  order  states  a  minimum  price  of  S50.000. 
It  is  my  hope  that  the  administration  will  take  a 
more  realistic  look  at  the  value  of  said  parcel  and 
set  the  consideration  to  be  paid  more  proportionate 
to  its  true  value.

are  not  referred  to  a  nursing  home,  or  extended 
care  facility,  and  are  returned  home  after  their 
brief  hospitalization:  therefore  be  it 
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Ordered,  That  the  Commissioner  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Health  and  Hospitals,  Dr.  Andrew  P. 
Saekett,  cause  a  reevaluation  of  the  hospital  policy 
carried  on  by  the  Programs  Office,  of  placing  "all 
senior  citizens  over  65  on  welfare  medical  aid," 
regardless  of  Medicare,  private  health  insurances 
and  similar  criteria,  and  without  notifying  the 
elderly  applicant  or  his  nearest  relative,  both 
orally  and  with  written  matter,  of  such  action  and 
without  providing  the  elderly  applicant  and  his 
nearest  relative  with  an  informational  pamphlet 
indicating  welfare  criteria.

MINORITY      REPORT      OF      COUNCILLOR 
PIEMONTE  RE  AUDITORIUM  CONTRACTS 

Minority  report  of  Councillor  Gabriel  F.  Pie- 
monte,  Chairman  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

Pursuant  to  an  order  approved  by  this  Honorable 
Body  re  monopoly  service  contracts  and  charges 
for  extras  by  said  contractors  to  the  grou]  s  renting 
the  auditorium,  a  meeting  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee was  held  Thursday,  July  20,  1967. 

Those  present  included  the  members  of  the 
Auditorium  Commission,  the  Manager,  the  Busi- 
ness Manager,  Executive  Secretary,  the  members 
of  the  Auditorium  Commission,  the  Finance  Com- 
mission Chairman,  John  Thompson,  and  his 
Executive  Secretary. 


It  was  announced  that  this  being  the  initial 
hearing,  the  meeting  would  be  devoted  to  examin- 
ing the  contracts  and  discussion  of  the  policy  of 
the  Commission  in  awarding  the  same. 

Questioning  of  the  Commissioners  re  the  con- 
tracts awarded  suggest  a  lack  of  familiarity  with 
such  pertinent  provisions  as  the  term  of  the  con- 
tract. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Commission  testified  it  was 
for  one  year.  An  examination  disclosed  that  it 
was  for  three  years  with  an  option  in  the  Commis- 
sion to  extend  it  for  two  additional  years. 

Questioning  related  complaints  gave  indication 
of  the  need  for  a  better  manual  of  organization 
between  the  Commissioners  and  those  directly 
charged  with  the  business  administration  of  the 
Auditorium. 

A  Commissioner  testified  that  they  were  aware 
of  the  complaints  as  they  read  them  all.  When 
pressed  for  a  speciiic  instance  he  looked  to  the 
Executive  Secretary.  The  Executive  Secretary 
responded  by  stating  that  they  had  never  received 
any  complaints. 

Also  disturbing  is  tne  circumstance  surrounding 
the  award  of  the  contract  for  catering  food  and 
beverages.  The  question  was  asked  as  to  why  the 
contract  was  initially  awarded  to  one  without  any 
prior  experience  in  that  line.  The  response  given 
was  that  he  was  able  to  place  the  §50,000  bond. 
This  contract  was  later  assigned  by  this  individual 
to  the  corporation  now  operating  this  service. 

The  Commission  members  showed  no  knowledge 
or  prior  interest  in  the  corporate  or  financial 
structure  of  the  monopoly  contractors. 

Public  records  on  file  in  the  Secretary  of  State's 
Office  show  that  on  February  19,  1965,  the  service 
contractor  voted  to  issue  54  shares  of  capital  stock, 
on  September  15,  1964,  issued  50  shares  as  a 
"Bonus"  for  services. 

The  Certificates  of  Conditions  and  other  perti- 
nent public  records  of  the  service  contract  contain 
matters  which  in  and  of  themselves  required  in- 
depth  investigation  to  determine  among  other 
things  whether  the  best  interest  of  Boston  is  being 
served  in  the  awarding  of  these  contracts. 

The  Finance  Commission  which  was  undertaking 
a  study  to  evaluate  how  Boston's  Auditorium 
compares  with  other  cities,  indicated  through  its 
Chairman  that  it  would  broaden  its  study  to  take 
in  the  matters  above  referred  to. 

It  is  the  intent  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  to  retain  jurisdiction  of  the  pend- 
ing order  awaiting  the  action  of  the  Finance  Com- 
mission.

The  enactment  of  such  an  ordinance  would  be 
pursuant  to  powers  conferred  by  chapter  140,  sec- 
tion 167,  of  the  General  Laws  of  the  Common- 
wealth of  Massachusetts. 

Enclosed  herewith  and  appended  hereto  as  part  of 
this  petition  is  a  suggested  form  of  ordinance  which 
the  South  Boston  Residents'  Group  requests  be 
considered  for  enactment. 

In  submitting  this  proposed  form  of  ordinance 
the  South  Boston  Residents'  Group,  of  course,  does 
not  thereby  suggest  exclusion  of  consideration  of 
any  other  form  pursuant  to  the  same  policy  ob- 
jective. 

May  we  ask  that  as  Assistant  City  Clerk  you 
present  tlus  petition,  including  the  proposed  form 
of  ordinance,  to  the  Boston  City  Council  as  soon 
as  convenient. 

This  action  is  taken  by  a  very  substantial  ma- 
jority of  the  South  Boston  Residents'  Group,  a 
civic  organization  composed  of  over  eleven  hun- 
dred (1,100)  members,  residing,  or  in  business  in 
South  Boston,  and  is  the  result  of  a  three  (3) 
month  poll  taking  on  the  subject,  conducted  in 
South  Boston  showing  that  South  Bostonians  were 
95  percent  in  favor  of  a  dog  leash  law.  A  spot 
check  of  various  other  areas  in  Boston  revealed 
that  a  somewhat  lower  but  still  high  89  percent  of 
the  people  interviewed  indicated  that  they  too 
favored  a  dog  leash  law. 

The  officers  and  members  of  the  group  will  be 
prepared  to  present  the  reasons  for  this  petition  at 
a  hearing,  by  whatever  committee  of  the  Council  is 
assigned  the  duty  of  hearing  this  matter.

Ordered,  That  chapter  383  of  the  Acts  of  1967, 
entitled  "An  Act  Providing  That  a  Local  Govern- 
mental Unit  May  Pay  One  Half  the  Cost  of  a  Pre- 
mium and  the  I'ull  Amount  of  an  Additional  Rate 
for  Group  Accidental  Death  Insurance  for  Police- 
men  and   Firemen   Who   Are   Killed  or   Who   Die 
from    Injuries    Received    in    the    Performance    of 
Their  Duties,"  be,  and  is  hereby,  accepted. 

The  act  reads  as  follows: 
Chap.   383.     Ax   Act   providing  that  a   local 

GOVERNMENTAL  UNIT  MAY  PAY  ONE  HALF  THE 
COST  OF  A  PREMIUM  AND  THE  FULL  AMOUNT  OF 
AN"  ADDITIONAL  RATE  FOR  GROUP  ACCIDENTAL 
DEATH  INSURANCE  FOR  POLICEMEN  AND  FIRE- 
MEN" WHO  ARE  KILLED  OH  WHO  DIE  FROM 
INJURIES  RECEIVED  IN  THE  PERFORMANCE  OF 
THEIR    DUTIES. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Chapter  32B  of  the  General  Laws  is  hereby 
amended  by  inserting  after  section  11C  the  follow- 
ing section :  — 

Section  11D.  Upon  acceptance  of  this  section  as 
hereinafter  provided,  the  appropriate  public  au- 
thority of  the  governmental  unit  may  negotiate 
with  insurance  companies  or  savings  banks  and 
purchase  on  such  terms  as  it  deems  to  be  in  the 
best  interest  of  the  governmental  unit  and  those 
persons  employed  as  police  officers  and  lire  ighters 
and  delined  as  employees  in  section  two  a  policy  or 
policies  of  group  accidental  death  insurance  pay- 
able on  behalf  of  a  police  officer  or  lireighter  who 
dies  as  the  natural  and  proximate  resilt  of  a  bodily 
injury  accidentally  sustained  or  a  hazard  under- 
gone as  a  result  of  and  while  in  the  performance  of 
his  official  duties  as  an  employee  of  the  govern- 
mental unit  and  not  as  an  employee  of  a  private 
organization,  at  some  de  mite  place  and  at  some 
definite  time  on  and  after  the  date  of  his  becoming 
insured  hereunder,  and  without  serious  and  wilful 
misconduct  on  his  part. 

The  appropriate  public  authority  may  incor- 
porate this  accidental  death  insurance  as  an  inte- 
gral part  of  the  coverage  provided  under  section 
eleven  A,  or,  provide  a  policy  of  accidental  death 
insurance  for  said  employees  with  the  claim  ex- 
perience and  retention  costs  maintained  unrelated 
to  the  claim  experience  and  retention  costs  appli- 
cable to  anv  policy  or  policies  of  group  life  and 
accidental  death  and  dsmemberment  insurance  in, 
effect  as  provided  under  said  section  eleven  A.  but 
in  either  event,  the  aforementioned  emplovees  shall 
be  insured  for  group  accidental  death  insurance 
authorized  bv  this  section  for  twice  the  maximum 
amount  to  which  the  policeman  or  fireman  would 
be  entitled  if  insured  for  the  maximum  amount  of 
group  accidental  death  and  dismemberment  in- 
surance provided  under  section  eleven  A  whether 
or  not  said  employee  is  insured  for  such  maximum 
amount  under  said  section  eleven  A. 
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Such  occidental  death  insurance  shall  be  issued 
by  the  carrier  or  carriers  as  determined  by  the 
appropriate  public  authority  for  a  period  not  ex- 
ceeding live  years,  provided  that  the  terms  of  such 
insurance  shall  have  been  approved  by  the  com- 
mission before  the  effective  date  thereof  and,  such 
insurance  shall  he  issued  without  regard  to  a  mini- 
mum number  of  eligible  policemen  or  liremen  or  to 
the  provisions  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  seventy- 
live. 

Each  policeman  and  fireman  entitled  to  be  in- 
sured under  this  section  shall  (ile  an  application 
therefor  with  the  treasurer  of  the  governmental 
unit  on  an  appropriate  form  prescribed  by  said 
treasurer,  except  that  a  policeman  or  fireman 
having  such  accidental  death  insurance  who  be- 
comes entitled  to  further  accidental  death  insur- 
ance hereunder  by  reason  of  an  increase  in  annual 
salary  shall  automatically  be  insured  for  the 
amount  of  such  further  accidental  death  insurance 
to  become  effective  on  the  first  day  of  the  second 
month  following  the  month  in  which  the  increase 
was  granted  provided  that  such  increase  in  salary 
has  been  authorized  for  a  period  of  time  in  excess 
of  one  year.  No  reduction  in  the  amount  of  acci- 
dental death  insurance  shall  be  required  on  ac- 
count of  a  reduction  in  salary  or  compensation. 
For  purposes  of  this  accidental  death  insurance, 
yearly  gross  salary  or  compensation  shall  not  in- 
clude any  overtime  pay. 

With  respect  to  any  accidental  death  insurance 
which  is  in  effect  for  a  policeman  or  fireman  there 
shall  be  withheld  from  each  payment  of  salary, 
wages  or  compensation  fifty  percent  of  a  premium 
the  amount  of  which  may  be  changed  by  the 
governmental  unit  from  time  to  time  as  part  of  the 
total  cost  for  such  accidental  death  insurance.  The 
governmental  unit  shall  contribute  the  remaining 
fifty  percent  of  said  premium  together  with  pay- 
ment in  full  of  a  subsidiary  or  additional  rate  which 
rate  may  be  lower  or  higher  than  the  governmental 
unit's  share  of  the  aforesaid  premium.  If  a  police- 
man or  fireman  is  not  entitled  to  receive  salary, 
wages  or  other  compensation  for  a  calendar  or 
premium  month  while  in  the  status  of  leave  of  ab- 
sence without  pay,  he  shall  make  payment  directly 
to  the  treasurer  of  the  governmental  unit  and 
there  shall  be  no  contribution  by  the  governmental 
unit  for  such  payment. 

A  policeman  or  fireman  insured  under  this  section 
may  by  written  notice  on  a  form  provided  by  the 
treasurer  cancel  such  accidental  death  insurance 
and  such  insurance  shall  require  no  further  premium 
payment  the  first  dav  of  the  premium  month  follow- 
ing the  expiration  of  fifteen  days  from  the  receipt 
of  notice  of  cancellation.  Accidental  death  insur- 
ance coverage  will  therefore  terminate  at  the  end 
of  the  month  for  which  premium  has  been  paid. 

Upon  retirement  of  a  policeman  or  fireman 
eligible  for  pension  allowances  under  any  general 
or  special  law  the  accidental  death  insurance  pro- 
vided under  this  section  shall  terminate. 

Any  dividend  or  refund  appUcable  to  the  acci- 
dental death  insurance  provided  under  this  section 
shall  be  paid  by  the  insurance  carrier  or  carriers  to 
the  governmental  unit  and  shall  then  be  distributed 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  section  eight 
or  eight  A  whichever  may  be  applicable. 

The  appropriate  public  authorities  of  two  or 
more  of  the  governmental  units,  irrespective  of  the 
county,  may  join  together  in  negotiating  and  pur- 
chasing one  or  more  policies  of  accidental  death 
insurance  as  prescribed  in  section  twelve. 

This  section  shall  take  effect  in  a  county,  city, 
town  or  district  upon  its  acceptance  in  the  following 
manner:  —  In  a  county  by  vote  of  the  county 
commissioners;  in  a  city  having  a  Plan  D  or  Plan  E 
charter  by  a  majority  vote  of  its  city  council;  in 
any  other  city  by  vote  of  its  city  council,  approved 
by  the  mayor;  in  a  district  by  vote  of  the  governing 
board  of  the  district;  and  in  a  town  by  submission 
for  acceptance  to  the  registered  voters  in  the  form

Chap.  400.     An  Act  increasing  the  retirement 

ALLOWANCE     OP     POLICE     AND     FIREMEN     WHO 
RETIRE     UNDER     THE     VETERANS     RETIREMENT 
ACT 
Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Chapter  32  of  the  General  Laws  is 
hereby  amended  by  inserting  after  section  58B 
the  following  section: — 

Section  58C.  In  any  city  which  accepts  this 
section,  if  any  veteran  who  retires  under  section 
fifty-eight  is  a  member  of  the  police  department 
or  a  permanent  member  of  the  fire  department, 
he  shall,  in  lieu  of  the  retirement  allowance  pro- 
vided in  said  section  fifty-eight,  receive  a  retire- 
ment allowance,  if  he  retires  before  attaining  age 
sixty,  equal  to  seventy  per  cent,  before  attaining 
age  sixty-one,  equal  to  seventy-one  per  cent,  or 
after  attaining  age  sixty-one  equal  to  seventy-two 
per  cent,  of  the  highest  annual  rate  of  compensation, 
including  any  bonuses  paid  in  lieu  of  addition?! 
salary  or  as  a  temporary  wage  increase  in  addition 
to  Ins  regular  compensation,  and  including  any 
maintenance  allowance,  payable  to  him  while  he 
was  holding  the  grade  held  by  him  at  his  retirement, 
and  payable  from  the  same  source. 

Section  2.  In  any  city  which  accepts  section 
fifty-eight  C  of  chapter  thirty-two  of  the  General 
Laws,  inserted  by  section  one  of  this  act,  if  any 
veteran  who  was  retired  under  the  provisions  of 
section  fifty-eight  of  said  chapter  thirty-two,  was 
at  the  time  of  his  retirement  a  member  of  the  police 
department  or  a  permanent  member  of  the  fire 
department  prior  to  the  date  of  such  acceptance, 
he  shall  have  his  retirement  allowance  adjusted 
so  as  to  conform,  from  and  after  the  date  of  such 
acceptance,  to  the  provisions  of  said  section 
fifty-eight  C.

Insured   Active  or  Retired   Employees,"    be,   and 
is   hereby,    accepted.

Chap.  402.  An  Act  authorising  certain  po- 
litical subdivisions  of  the  commonwealth 
to  contribute  one  half  of  the  cost  of 
certain  premiums  of  health  insurance  of 
the  surviving  spouse  of  insured  active 
OR  retired  employees. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Chapter  32B  of  the  General  Laws  is  hereby 
amended  by  inserting  after  section  9C,  inserted 
by  chapter  303  of  the  acts  of  1967,  the  following 
section: — 

Section  9D.  A  county  by  vote  of  the  county 
commissioners;  a  city  having  a  Plan  D  or  Plan  E 
charter  by  majority  vote  of  its  city  council,  any 
other  city  by  vote  of  its  city  council,  approved  by 
the  mayor;  a  district,  except  as  hereinafter  pro- 
vided, by  vote  of  the  registered  voters  of  the  dis- 
trict at  a  district  meeting;  a  regional  school  district 
by  vote  of  the  regional  district  school  committee; 
a  veterans'  services  district  by  vote  of  the  district 
board;  a  welfare  district  bv  vote  of  the  district 
welfare  committee;  a  district  established  under  the 
provisions  of  section  twenty-seven  A  of  chapter  one 
hundred   and   eleven   by   vote   of   the   joint   com- 
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mittee;  may  provide  that  it  will  pay  one  half  of  the 
amount  of  the  premium  to  be  paid  by  the  sur- 
viving spouse  of  an  insured  employee  or  a  retired 
employee  for  hospital,  surgical,  medical  and  other 
health  insurance  continued  as  provided  in  section 
nine  B.  A  town  may  provide  for  such  payment

My  suggested  answers  to  the  questions  raised  in 
rttached  Council  order  are  as  follows: 

1.  Plans  for  the  proposed  CBD  Urban  Re- 
newal project  have  been  completed  by  the  staff  of 
the  Redevelopment  Authority  and  have  been  filed 
with  the  Regional  Office  of  the  Department  of 
Housing  and  Urban  Development  with  a  request 
for  review  and  approval  of  same. 

2.  The  federal  capital  grant  requested  for  this 
proposed  project  is  877,315,875.  The  local  share 
required  for  this  project  will  be  823,405,709. 

3.  The  federal  government  had  reserved  for 
the  Central  Business  District  project  a  capital 
grant  of  819.6  million.  Accordingly,  the  increased 
capital  grant  requested  of  the  federal  government 
would  be  857.7  million.  The  funds  approved  by 
the  federal  government  for  the  early  acquisition 
program  amounted  to  815,501,400  of  which  81,043,- 
000  remains  unexpended  as  of  June  1. 

4.  In  order  to  approve  the  proposed  CBD 
project,  the  federal  government  must  review  and 
approve  the  plan  and  supporting  documentation 
submitted  to  it  and  be  assured  that  the  local 
governing  body  has  taken  appropriate  actions  pur- 
suant to  law.  Upon  completion  of  local  actions 
and  all  federal  reviews,  the  federal  government 
could  then  enter  into  a  contract  for  loan  and  grant 
with  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  for  the 
carrying  out  of  tliis  project. 

5.  It  is  anticipated  that  the  Redevelopment 
Authority  will  undertake  shortly  to  hold  a  public 
hearing  on  the  Central  Business  District  plan,  and 
upon  its  approval,  it  then  will  be  transmitted  to 
the  City  Council  for  such  action  as  the  Council 
deems  appropriate.

RENEWAL  MATERIAL

I  enclose  for  your  consideration  the  Urban 
Renewal  Plan  and  related  materials,  as  listed  on 
the  attachment  hereto,  for  the  Central  Business 
District  Urban  Renewal  Area. 

The  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  aproved 
the  Central  Business  District  Urban  Renewal  Plan 
on  August  2,  1967.  That  approval,  together  with 
other  findings  and  determinations  required  under 
Chapter  121  of  the  General  Laws,  was  made  by 
the  Authority  after  consideration  of  statements, 
views  and  opinions  expressed  at  a  public  hearing 
held  by  the  Authority  in  Faneuil  Hall  on  July  27, 
1967,  and  was  also  based  upon  studies  and  a  public 
hearing  undertaken  in  1965  in  connection  with  the 
Early  Land  Program  for  the  Central  Business 
District. 

Under  the  provisions  of  Chapter  121  of  the 
General  Laws  and  Title  I  of  the  Federal  Housing 
Act  of  1949,  the  Authority  must  secure  approval 
of  the  plan  by  the  Mayor  with  the  approval  of  the 
City  Council.  Such  approval  must  include  cer- 
tain findings  and  is  to  be  made  after  due  notice  and 
a  public  hearing.  Federal  requirements  specify 
that  such  notice  should  be  published  at  least 
once  a  week  for  two  succesive  weeks,  with  the 
first  notice  to  be  published  not  less  than  ten  (10; 
days  prior  to  the  date  of  the  hearing. 

The  CBD  Plan  appears  to  have  broad  support 
throughout  the  Central  Business  District  Project 
Area.  At  the  Authority's  public  hearing,  many 
persons  and  businesses  interested  in  the  develop- 
ment of  Boston  and  of  the  downtown  area  ex- 
pressed their  support  and  endorsement  of  the  plan. 
There  were  very  few  opponents  and  none  from 
within  the  project  area. 

The  plan  has  been  developed  by  the  Authority 
in  close  cooperation  with  the  Committee  for  the 
Central  Business  District,  a  nonprofit  corporation 
organized  and  financed  by  the  downtown  business 
community  to  assist  in  the  preparation  and  ex- 
ecution of  a  renewal  plan  for  the  downtown  area. 

The  implementation  of  the  Central  Business 
District  Plan  will  provide  opportunities  for  sub- 
stantial new  private  development  as  well  as  re- 
sulting in  major  new  public  improvements.  Es- 
timated new  private  investment  to  be  made  within 
the  project  area  is  over  8300,000,000.  That  es- 
timate includes  two  new  office  towers  scheduled 
to  commence  within  the  next  few  months. 

The  major  thrust  of  the  public  improvements 
would  be  the  improvement  of  the  flow  of  vehicles 
and  pedestrians  through  the  congested  downtown 
area.  Pedestrian  walkways,  including  the  Wash- 
ington Street  Mall,  underground  truck  tunnels 
and  widening  and  realignment  of  streets  are  im- 
portant features  of  the  plan. 

The  undertaking  of  the  Central  Business  Dis- 
trict Project  will  in  effect  be  a  continuation  of  the 
Early  Land  Program  which  was  approved  by  the 
Council  in  December,  1965.  There  is  tangible 
evidence  of  progress  in  that  program.  Ground- 
breaking for  the  new  Raymond's  Department 
Store  and  parking  garage  is  expected  next  month. 
A  bill  to  permit  the  Massachusetts  Port  Authority 
to  develop  the  South  Station  area  is  progressing 
in  the  General  Court.  The  site  for  the  new  Boston 
Five  Cents  Savings  Bank  building  is  expected  to 
be  under  demolition  in  two  to  three  months. 

Relocation  of  families  and  businesses  appears 
fully  feasible.  The  number  of  families  to  be  relo- 
cated is  very  small,  totaling  only  about  half  a 
dozen  families  and  seventeen  or  eighteen  indi- 
vidual   householders. 

Business  relocation  on  the  other  hand  will  be 
very  substantial.  About  1,300  firms  will  have  to 
be  displaced.  However,  the  relocation  will  take 
place  over  a  period  of  about  ten  years,  and  normal 
vacancies  will  be  vastly  augmented  by  new  con- 
struction not  only  in  the  Central  Business  District 
area  but  also  in  nearbv  renewal  projects. 

The  total  cost  of  the  project,  including  land 
acquisition,  demolition,  relocation,  property  man- 
agement, site  improvements,  supporting  facilities, 
administrative  expenses  and  contingencies,  is 
estimated  at  approximately  SI  13.000,000.  The 
return  from  the  sale  of  land  is  estimated  at  approxi- 
mately S19, 000,000.  The  net  project  cost,  which 
will  be  shared  two  thirds  by  the  federal  government 
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and  one  third  locally,  would  therefore  be  about 
894,000,000.  The  local  share  would  be  principally 
in  the  form  of  non-cash  local  grants-in-aid,  i.e., 
the  cash  value  of  such  improvements  as  street 
improvements,  water  and  sewerage  facilities, 
street  lighting,  and  underground  truck  service 
system,  and  police  and  lire  signal  systems.  To  a 
lesser  extent  the  local  share  would  be  met  by  excess 
credits  from  other  renewal  projects.  No  direct 
cash  expenditures  by  tne  city  to  tne  project  are 
contemplatsd.  Tne  enclosed  loan  order  in  the 
amount  of  S24  million  would  provide  the  city  funds 
necessary  for  construction  of  the  above-mentioned 
street  improvements  and  other  improvements  to 
be  provided  as  non-cash  local  grpnts-in-aid. 

A  major  problem  that  must  be  recognized  is  the 
current  shortage  of  federal  urban  renewal  funds. 
This  matter  has  been  discussed  with  federal 
officials  and  we  are  hopeful  that  adequate  funds 
from  the  federal  government  will  be  obtained  to 
get  the  project  under  way  with  supplementary 
amounts  to  be  obtained  from  the  Federal  Depart- 
ment of  Housing  and  Urban  Development  as 
the    project    progresses. 

The  Central  Business  District  Urban  Renewal 
Area  is  nearly  surrounded  by  other  large  downtown 
urban  renewal  projects  which  are  well  under  way, 
i.e..  Government  Center,  Waterfront  and  South 
Cove.  The  approval  of  the  Central  Business 
District  Urban  Renewal  Plan  will  therefore  be  a 
great  step  in  the  renaissance  of  the  entire  down- 
town Boston  area. 

I  urge  the  Council  to  approve  the  enclosed  Plan 
and  related  documentation.

Section   1.   Chapter  624  of  the  acts  of   1958 
is    hereby   amended   by    inserting    after   section 
4A,    inserted    by   section    1    of   chapter    516    of 
the  acts  of  1964,  the  following  section: 

Section  4B.  To  provide,  for  the  purposes 
of  this  act,  funds  in  addition  to  the  funds 
provided  by  sections  four  and  four  A,  the  city 
may  borrow,  from  time  to  time,  not  exceeding 
in  the  aggregate  under  this  section  one  mil- 
lion dollars,  and  may  issue  and  sell  at  public 
sale  serial  bonds  or  notes  of  the  city  therefor, 
which  shall  be  registered  or  with  interest  cou- 
pons attached  as  the  collector-treasurer  of  the 
city  may  deem  best.  Such  bonds  or  notes  shall 
bear  on  their  face  the  words,  City  of  Boston, 
New  City  Hall  Loan,  Act  of  1967.  Each  issue 
shall  constitute  a  separate  loan,  and  such 
loans  shall  be  paid  in  not  more  than  thirty 
years  from  their  dates.  Debt  incurred  from 
time  to  time  under  authority  of  this  section 
shall  not  be  included  in  determining  the  limit 
of  indebtedness  of  said  city  as  established  by 
law  but  shall,  except  as  herein  provided,  be 
subject  to  the  provisions  applicable  to  said

MINORITY  REPORT  OF  COUN.  PIEMONTE 

RE  ADDITIONAL  BORROWING  FOR  NEW 

CITY  HALL 

A  hearing  was  held  on  the  matter  of  the 
Council's  approval  of  the  act  authorizing  the 
city  to  borrow  an  additional  $1  million  to 
equip  the  new  City  Hall.  Those  present 
included  the  Chairman  of  the  Government 
Center  Commission,  a  representative  of  the 
architects    on    the    project,    and    others. 

Testimony  of  the  Commission  was  that  the 
legislation  creating  the  Commission  was  en- 
acted in  1958;  the  contract  for  the  construc- 
tion was  not  awarded  until  1963. 

In  the  interim,  the  cost  of  labor  and  supplies 
had  increased  34%  according  to  the  testimony 
given. 

In  order  to  meet  this  increased  cost,  it  was 
requested  of  the  Legislature  that  an  additional 
$5  million  be  authorized.  The  Legislature 
granted   this   request. 

The  increase  in  cost  of  labor  and  supplies 
due  to  the  lapse  of  time  between  the  enactment 
of  the  Legislature  and  the  awarding  of  the 
contracts  represent  about  35  cents  on  the 
tax  rate  for  any  given   year. 

We  are  now  asking  the  Legislature  to  author- 
ize this  act  which  is  SI  million  for  the  equip- 
ment. The  statement  was  made  this  is  usual 
in  newly  constructed  buildings.  That  state- 
ment is  not  quite  clear.  While  it  is  usual 
to  furnish  new  buildings  with  new  furniture, 
it  certainly  is  not  usual  to  do  it  by  means  of 
loans. 

Actually,  what  we  are  doing  is  saddling  the 
future  administration  with  another  87  cents 
on   the  tax   rate,   plus   the  interest. 

The  time  has  come,  and  I  predict  next  year 
will  see  a  change  in  the  attitude  irrespective 
of  who  the  mayor  is,  that  leaders  of  com- 
munication and  the  civic  organizations  will 
return  to  the  sound  business  practice  of  dis- 
couraging borrowing  for  current  operating 
expenses. 

I  hope  that  this  minority  report  will  serve, 
at  least,  to  show  this  Council,  as  in  the  past, 
has  done  its  best  in  the  interest  of  the  tax- 
payer,  and   especially   to   keep    the   costs   down.

In  July  of  1961,  after  an  extensive  review  of  the 
salaries  paid  to  city  officials,  the  Boston  Municipal 
Research  Bureau  made  certain  recommendations  as 
to  the  salaries  which,  in  its  opinion,  should  be  paid 
to  the  various  city  officials.  By  the  action  of  your 
Honorable  Body  taken  in  1964,  the  compensation 
of  certain  heads  of  departments  was  adjusted,  but 
it  is  my  view  that  the  salaries  paid  by  the  city  are 
still  well  below  those  paid  by  the  commonwealth 
and  by  other  major  cities  of  comparable  size  and 
by  other  public  agencies.     The  increases  proposed 


in  the  accompanying  order  are  still  below  those 
suggested  in  the  report  and  finding  of  the  Boston 
Research  Bureau. 

Also  enclosed  is  a  schedule  listing  the  current 
rate  of  each  salary  affected  and  the  rate  of  salary 
proposed  by  the  accompanying  ordinance. 

It  is  my  feeling  that  the  adjustments  set  forth  in 
the  attached  schedule  are  fair  and  reasonable  under 
all  the  existing   circumstances   and   I   recommend 
its  early  adoption  by  your  Honorable  Body.

The  Boston  Housing  Authority  respectfully 
submits,  in  response  to  this  order,  the  ad  .ice  that 
installation  of  playground  equipment  in  various 
housing  developments  throughout  the  city  is  now 
in  process. 

The  order  refers  to  an  "intolerable  delav"  in 
this  matter — a  judgment  founded  apparently  on 
misinformation.  We  regret  this  circumstance  and 
we  are  delighted  to  have  the  opportunity  to  correct 
it. 

There  was  steady  progress  made  in  selecting  the 
sites  and  type  of  e  (uipment  in  concert  with  citizen 
and  tenant  representatives.  Subsequently,  action 
to  issue  a  "proceed  order"  to  the  contractor  was 
taken  sometime  ago.  Please  keep  in  mind  that  as 
a  public  agency  it  was  necessary  for  us  to  obtain 
both  federal  and  state  approval  of  the  funds  budg- 
eted for  this  program  and  their  further  detailed 
review  of  the  installation  proposed. 

The  equipment  already  installed  seems  to  be 
serving  a  very  useful  purpose.  We  trust  that  this 
information  will  indicate  that  there  are  no  special 
problems  associated  with  this  program,  and  that 
it  is  on  schedule.

It  was  voted  at  the  meeting  of  the  Board 
of  the  Department  of  Health  and  Hospitals 
on  May  26,  1967,  that  the  House  Officers  at 
Boston  City  Hospital,  Mattapan  Chronic  Dis- 
ease Hospital,  and  Long  Island  Chronic  Dis- 
ease Hospital  be  granted  an  increase  in  rates 
of  pay  effective  July   1,   1967,   as   follows:

As  this  order  is   of  an  emergency  nature   it   is 
respectfully  requested  that  your  Honorable  Body 
give  early  consideration  to  the  enclosed  order.

Dear  Mayor  Collins : 

The  Welfare  Department  expenditures  for  as- 
sistance payments  and  medical  care  for  the 
calendar  year  1967  will  exceed  appropriations 
which  are  available  by  86.511,000.  By  transferring 
every  available  dollar  from  both  public  assistance 
and  administration  accounts,  a  net  figure  for 
which  a  request  for  additional  funds  is  needed  is 
$5,000,000.  We  respectfully  request  that  these  ad- 
ditional funds  be  appropriated  in  order  to  enable 
the  department  to  meet  its  obligations  during  the 
remaining  months  of  the  calendar  year. 

The  principal  cause  of  the  request  is  the  ex- 
penditures being  made  on  the  program  of  Medi- 
caid. The  expenditures  could  not  be  anticipated 
due  to  the  fact  that  the  program  was  enacted  on 
September  1,  1966,  and  that  two  essential  factors 
were  not  known  to  us  at  the  time  when  the  ap- 
propriation requests  were  made:  (1)  The  unusu- 
ally large  number  of  families  that  would  qualify 
for  Medicaid;  and  (2)  the  increases  in  rates 
paid  for  medical  assistance,  particularly  in  the 
area  of  in-patient  and  out-patient  hospital  costs. 

The  Medicaid  program  not  only  provides  com- 
prehensive medical  care  to  all  clients  on  public 
assistance,  but  has  extended  the  medical  assis- 
tance eligibility  to  large  numbers  of  low-income 
families  and  to  aged  persons  previously  ineligible 
for  these  benefits.  The  department  has  already 
qualified  for  Medical  Assistance  25,000  children 
from  6,000  low-income  families.  Expenditures  for 
the  entire  medical  program  are  now  averaging 
83,000,000  a  month.  We  are  budgeted  from  fed- 
eral and  municipal  appropriations  at  $25,525,000, 
but  will  expend  $30,375,000. 

It  is  important  to  understand  that  a  substantial 
part   of   the   $5,000,000   for   which   an   additional 
appropriation   is  needed   will   be  anticipated  rev- 
enue in  the  early  months  of  1968.

As  yet,  however,  I  have 
not  received  any  communication  advising  me  of 
their   feelings   on  the   same. 

In  the  interest  of  expediting  committee  action, 
I  suggest  that  you  advise  me  as  to  how  soon  we 
may  hear  from  you  or  your  Board  with  regards 
to  the  observations  and  questions  raised  by  my- 
self and  others  at  the  Brighton  hearing. 

Without  limiting  it  to  the  same,  I  am  interested 
in  the  following : 

1.  Affirmative  evidence  that  residents  of  the 
area  and  of  the  city  will  be  given  preference 
to  at  least  a  definite  number  of  the  dwell- 
ing units   to  be  constructed. 

2.  Evidence  of  the  formula  to  be  used  in  ar- 
riving at  rentals  and  what  guarantee  there 
is  of  a  maximum  or  minimum  to  be  charged 
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tenants  at   the  time   of  first   occupancy,   or 
at  any  time  during  occupancy. 

3.  The  standards  if  any,  to  be  applied  in  the 
selection  of  tenants. 

4.  The  formula  of  any  arrangement  that  the 
Board  feels  is  to  be  applied  towards  the 
assessment  of  the  property  in  lieu  of  taxes.

RETIRED  EMPLOYEES  BE  PAID 
ON  A  BI-MONTHLY  BASIS

HEIGHT  REQUIREMENTS 

FOR  POLICE  OFFICERS 

City  of  Boston, 

Law  Department, 

October  23,  1967 

To  the  Honorable  City  Council. 
Gentlemen : 

This  is  in  response  to  your  request  of  Octo- 
ber 16  (transmitted  to  me  by  the  City  Clerk 
the  following  day)  for  advice  respecting  chapter 
246  of  the  Acts  of  1967  entitled  "An  Act  Pro- 
viding That  No  Rule  Regulating  the  Height  or 
Weight  of  Persons  Eligible  To  Become  Members 
of  a  Police  Department  Shall  Be  Made  or  En- 
forced Except  by  a  City  Council  or  Selectmen," 
which  amended  the  first  paragraph  of  G.  L.,  c. 
31,  s.  48,  by  changing  the  first  sentence  to  read 
as    follows : 

"Regular  or  permanent  members  of  police  and 
fire  forces  of  cities,  and  regular  or  permanent 
members  of  police  and  fire  forces  and  call  fire 
forces  of  such  towns  as,  with  reference  to  said 
forces,  respectively,  accept  the  provisions  of 
this  section  as  hereinafter  provided  or  have 
accepted  corresponding  provisions  of  earlier 
laws,  and  chiefs  of  police  or  officers  performing 
similar  duties,  however  entitled,  and  chiefs  of 
fire  departments  or  officers  performing  similar 
duties,  however  entitled,  of  such  cities  or  towns, 
as,  with  reference  to  such  officers,  respectively, 
accept  the  provisions  of  this  section  as  herein- 
after provided  or  have  accepted  corresponding 
provisions  of  earlier  laws,  shall  be  subject  to 
the  provisions  of  this  chapter  and  the  rules 
established  thereunder;  except  that  no  rule 
regulating  the  height  and  weight  of  persons 
eligible  to  become  members  of  the  fire  or  police 
departments  shall  be  made  or  enforced  except 
by  the  city  council  or  selectmen;  and  except 
further  that  no  rule  shall  prescribe  a  maximum 
age  limit  for  applicants  in  police  or  fire  de- 
partments lower  than  thirty-five  years  or  a 
minimum  age  limit  therefor  higher  than  twenty- 
two  years  and  that  the  minimum  height  for 
applicants  in  police  departments  shall  not  be 
lower  than  five  feet  seven  inches."  (Underscor- 
ing supplied  to  indicate  words  added  to  sentence 
by  St.  1967,  c.  246.) 

By  the  last  words  underscored,  the  statute 
itself  prescribes  a  minimum  height  for  applicants 
in  the  Police  Department  of  five  feet  seven 
inches.  In  my  opinion,  no  action  by  the  City 
Council  is  necessary  unless  the  City  Council,  of 
its  own  initiative  or  at  the  request  of  the  Police 
Commissioner  or  other  persons,  wishes  to  pre- 
scribe a  minimum  height  higher  than  five  feet 
seven  inches.

As  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Confirma- 
tions of  the  Boston  City  Council,  I  have  sched- 
uled a  hearing  for  3  p.m.  Wednesday,  October 
25,  1967,  to  consider  the  three  matters  set  forth 
in  the  enclosed  notice. 

As  you  undoubtedly  know,  four  members  of 
the  Board  of  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Au- 
thority are  appointed  by  the  Mayor  for  five- 
year  terms.  The  appointments  are  confirmed  by 
the  Council,  after  which  the  member  so  ap- 
pointed and  confirmed  is  removable  only  for 
cause  and  by  the  same  procedure  as  the  original 
appointment.  The  law  exactly  parallels  the  Bos- 
ton Housing  Authority  law.  One  of  the  five 
members  is  appointed  by  the  Chairman  of  the 
State  Housing  Board  for  a  five-year  term.  This 
appointment  (presently  held  by  Mr.  Massucco) 
is   not   subject   to   City   Council   confirmation. 

The  present  status  of  the  terms  of  the  four 
members  of  the  Board  appointed  by  the  Mayor 
is  that  three  are  serving  as  holdovers  beyond 
their  terms. 

These  are  Monsignor  Lally,  Mr.  McCloskey, 
and   Mr.   Condakes.   Mr.   Colbert   has  resigned. 

The  Mayor  has  placed  before  the  Council : 

1.  An  appointment  for  Monsignor  Francis  J. 
Lally   expiring   September    17,    1971. 

2.  An  appointment  of  George  P.  Condakes  ex- 
piring September  17,  1969. 

3.  An  appointment  of  James  G.  Colbert  ex- 
piring September  17,  1972. 

4.  Mr.  McCloskey  has  served  as  a  holdover 
for  many  years. 

There  is  no  appointment  of  Mr.  Stephen  E. 
McCloskey  before  the  City  Council. 

As  qualifiers  for  the  office  of  mayor  in  the 
recent  preliminary  election,  you  may  rest  assured 
that  you  will  be  heard  promptly  and  with  no 
delay  at  the  hearing  Wednesday  should  you 
care  to  attend. 

You  will,  of  course,  be  most  welcome. 

May  I  therefore  extend  to  you  an  invitation 
to  attend  at  3  p.m.  on  the  fourth  floor,  of  City 
Hall.

In  connection  with  the  reappointment  of  George 
Condakes  as  a  member  of  the  Boston  Redevelop- 
ment Authority,  whose  appointment  is  presently 
pending  before  the  Committee  on  Appointments, 
Mr.  Condakes  has  asked  us  to  advise  you  as  to 
whether  we  see  any  problem  arising  under  the 
conflict  of  interest  stature  by  virtue  of  his  being 
both  a  member  of  the  Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority  and  a  Director  of  New  England  Pro- 
duce Center,  Inc. 

To  the  best  of  our  knowledge  there  is  no 
present  or  contemplated  contractual  relationship 
between  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority 
and  New  England  Produce  Center,  Inc. 

We  have  taken  into  account  the  possible  effect 
of  relocation  and  moving  expense  payments  which 
the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  is  author- 
ized to  make  in  connection  with  the  relocation  of 
firms  forced  to  move  by  a  redevelopment  project. 
New  England  Produce  Center,  Inc.,  is  ineligible 
for  any  such  assistance  or  payment.  Certain  firms 
v/hich  are  being  forced  to  relocate  by  the  Down- 
town Waterfront  Project  will  be  eligible  for  such 
payments  and  they  are  members  of  the  New 
England  Produce  Center,  Inc.  Condakes  Com- 
pany of  Boston,  Inc.,  with  which  Mr.  Condakes 
is  associated,  is  not  eligible  for  any  such  as- 
sistance however,  since  it  is  not  being  dislocated 
by  any  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  project. 

New  England  Produce  Center,  Inc.,  will  be 
located  outside  of  the  city  limits  of  Boston  and 
will  obtain  no  assistance  cr  aid  from  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority. 

We  are  of  the  opinion  that  Mr.  Condakes  is  a 
municipal  employee  as  that  term  is  defined  in 
chapter  208A,  section  1,  clause  G.  Furthermore, 
it  is  our  opinion  that  under  neither  section  19  or 
20  does  a  dual  status  as  a  Director  of  New  Eng- 
land Produce  Center,  Inc.,  and  as  a  member  of 
the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority,  constitute 
a  conflict  of  interest.

MINORITY  REPORT  OF  COUNCILLOR 

PIEMONTE,  MEMBER  OF  TEE 

COMMITTEE  ON  CONFIRMATIONS 

The  Boston  City  Council  has,  from  time  to 
time,  in  the  interest  of  the  people's  right  to  know, 
and  in  the  interest  of  safeguarding  the  taxpayers' 
money,  filed  questions  under  the  provisions  of  the 
City  Charter  and  amendments  thereto  concern- 
ing various  projects  of  the  redevelopment  pro- 
gram. 

A  case  in  point  is  the  Central  Business  District. 
For  the  past  year,  the  CouncU  has  filed  orders 
requesting  that  it  be  informed  as  to  the  status  of 
the  same,  and  also  asked  that  the  necessary  re- 
solves be  expedited. 

The  Council  by  the  same  method  has  sought 
to  obtain  a  financial  statement  regarding  the 
moneys  owed  and  other  pertinent  information  as 
to  the  status  of  the  various  projects,  including 
how  much  more  money  would  be  needed  to  com- 
plete them,  and  have  failed  to  receive  this  in- 
formation. 

Another  case  in  point,  and  without  limiting 
the  failures  of  the  Redevelopment  Authority 
members  to  the  points  cited,  is  the  fact  that  even 
today,  some  twelve  years  after  the  announce- 
ment of  the  Charles  River  Park,  known  as  the 
West  End  Proiect.  there  are  two  parcels  still  in 
the  hands  of  the  Redevelopment  Authority,  thus 
depriving  the  Boston  taxpayers  of  taxes  that  we 
would  be  getting  from  them,  also  despite  the 
fact  that  the  then  Executive  Director  stated  that 
none  cf  this  area  could  be  used  for  parking  with- 


out the  Council  approval,  a  great  portion  of  the 
area  is  used  for  parking  on  a  negotiated  basis. 
Despite  the  repeated  requests  for  information 
as  to  the  moneys  being  received  for  the  rental  of 
this  area  and  the  moneys  being  paid  by  the 
operator,  and  this  is  public  property,  the  Council 
has  been  kept  in  the  dark. 

We  are  about  to  have  a  new  administration, 
and  urban  renewal  is  a  very,  very  sensitive  part 
of  the  social  and  economic  life  of  the  city.  It  is 
very  important  that  the  city  and ,  its  taxpayers 
have  the  benefit  of  having  the  full  effect  and 
guidance  of  the  incoming  mayor.  There  is  nothing 
startling  about  the  present  history  of  urban  re- 
newal in  Bc.ston.  The  test  has  not  been,  how 
much  has  been  done  with  a  given  amount  of 
money,  but,  how  much  money  could  be  received. 
This  has  clouded  the  issue.  For  example,  al- 
though it  is  costing  the  taxpayers  so  far 
87, 000,000  more  for  the  construction  of  new 
City  Hall,  this  has  been  clouded  by  the  cry, 
how  much  money  we  are  getting  from  Washing- 
ton, not,  how  much  and  to  what  good  use  we 
will  make  of  the  money,  but,  how  much  we  are 
getting  from  Washington. 

Finally,  we  have  heard  now  from  every  angle, 
from  the  mouths  of  the  hierarchy  and  the  mouths 
of  the  kings  and  princes  of  the  church  as  well  as 
from  the  beggars  and  thieves  —  the  oity  today 
is  its  people,  that  it  is  not  mortar  and  stone. 
This  is  what  you  and  I  know,  this  is  the  prin- 
ciple and  the  philosophy  that  I  thought  we  all, 
as  Christians  believed  in  and  enunciated  at  every 
ODoortunity. 

The  Redevelopment  Authority  to  this  date 
has  shown  an  utter  lack  of  concern  for  people 
and  for  families,  and  in  the  absence  of  some 
positive  evidence  that  they  have  repented  and 
really  are  going  to  do  something,  I  believe  this 
important  task  of  approving  the  confirmation  re- 
quires a  harder  and  longer  look  than  that  which 
can  be  given  at  this  time. 

In  \  iew  of  the  fact  that  these  men  continue  to 
hold  their  office  until  their  successor  has  been 
appointed,  no  harm,  no  injury'  will  be  done.  I 
therefore  recommend  that  no  action  be  taken  at 
this  time.

Public  Facilities  Commission  to  carry  out  the 
school  building  construction  program  are  in  great 
measure  contained  within  the  two  loan  orders 
passed  by  the  City  Council  and  approved  by 
your  Honor  in  November,  1963,  and  January, 
1966.  These  orders,  for  $29  million  and  $19 
million,  respectively,  were  as  you  know,  author- 
ized under  the  provisions  of  Section  8  of  Chapter 
645  of  the  Acts  of  1948  which  requires  the 
approval  of  the  state  Board  of  Education  and  of 
the  state  Emergency  Finance  Board  on  an  indi- 
vidual project  basis  before  these  funds  are  avail- 
able for  expenditure. 

Therefore,  since  in  order  to  obtain  these 
approvals,  the  school  projects  must  first  be 
developed  through  stages  of  architectural  design, 
it  is  necessary  for  the  city  to  finance  certain 
expenditures  involved  in  these  designs  and, 
generally,  land  acquisition  expenditures  as  well, 
from  other  sources.  A  bond  issue  heretofore  avail- 
able for  these  preparatory  expenses  is  now  close 
to  exhaustion. 

Accordingly,  it  will  be  necessary  to  appropriate 
new  funds  in  the  near  future  if  the  commission 
is  to  maintain  progress  in  the  school  construction 
program.  A  source  is  available  in  the  authority 
granted  the  city  to  borrow  for  capital  improve- 
ments by  Section  7  of  Chapter  642  of  the  Acts 
of  1966. 

It  is  respectfully  requested  on  behalf  of  the 
Public  Facilities  Commission  that  a  loan  order 
be  initiated  in  the  amount  of  twelve  million 
dollars  ($12,000,000.)  under  authority  of  Sec- 
tion 7  of  Chapter  642  of  the  Acts  of  1966,  outside 
the  debt  limits,  for  the  purpose  of  providing 
these  funds  for  continued  progress  in  the  school 
construction  program.

Under  the  provisions  of  chapter  246  of  the  Acts 
of  1967,  the  City  Council  is  granted  the  authority 
to  prescribe  a  minimum  height  (above  five  (5) 
feet  seven  (7)  inches)  and  a  minimum  weight  for 
Boston  police  applicants.

SURVIVING  SPOUSE

Gentlemen : 

At  the  present  time,  under  G.  L.,  c.  32B,  s. 
9B,  the  surviving  spouse  of  an  employee  who  dies 
while  in  active  municipal  service  or  after  retire- 
ment may  continue  his  Blue  Cross- Blue  Shield 
insurance,  but  must  pay  the  entire  premium  al- 
though the  employee  (while  still  living)  pays  only 
one  half  the  premium  with  the  city  or  county 
paying  the  other  half.  A  recent  act  of  the 
Legislature  (chapter  402  of  the  Acts  of  1967) 
now  enables  suoh  municipalities  as  elect  to  do 
so,  to  pay  one  half  of  the  premium  for  surviving 
spouses.  The  Employee  Advisory  Group  has  re- 
quested that  Boston  do  so;  and  Boston  Fire- 
fighters Local  718  is  urgently  pressing  the  matter. 
It  is  estimated  that  it  would  cost  the  city  and 
county  at  this  time  about  $40,000  annually.  While 
this  is  a  substantial  sum,  I  believe  that  employee 
morale  outweighs  this  cost,  and  accordingly  re- 
commend that  your  Honorable  Body  adopt  the 
orders  transmitted  herewith  providing  for  such 
payment  by  both  the  city  and  the  county. 


An  order  for  the  acceptance  of  G.  L.,  c.  32B,

ORDINANCE  REVISING  DESIGN  WIND 

PRESSURE  REQUIREMENTS 
The  following  was  received  :

Transmitted  herewith  is  a  communication  re- 
ceived today  from  the  Building  Commissioner 
recommending  the  adoption  of  an  ordinance 
amending  the  Boston  Building  Code  so  as  to  revise 
design  wind  pressure  requirements  for  certain 
structures.  To  expedite  new  multistory  construc- 
tion in  Boston,  I  recommend  your  early  considera- 
tion and  adoption  of  this  ordinance.

Gentlemen : 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section 
105A  of  the  Boston  Building  Code,  I  recommend 
that  paragraph  (b)  of  Section  2312  of  the  code 
be  amended  to  substitute  the  attached  design 
wind  pressures. 


These  revised  design  wind  pressures  are  recom- 
mended as  a  result  of  new  evidence  which  takes 
into  account  the  effeot  of  terrain  texture  on 
anemometer  readings  provided  by  the  U.  S. 
Weather  Bureau  and  other  meteorological  data 
collecting  agencies.  I  have  also  evaluated  the  re- 
sults of  wind  pressure  as  it  is  related  to  time, 
distance,  and  its  statistical  probability  of  affect- 
ing design  criteria. 

I  have  made  these  evaluations  based  on  new 
experimental  and  theoretical  work  which  has  been 
done  by  Professor  A.  G.  Davenport  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  Western  Ontario.  I  have  solicited  the 
advice  of  Mr.  William  J.  Le  Messurier  a  nation- 
ally prominent  consulting  engineer  of  this  city 
and  he  in  turn  has  been  advised  by  Professor  J. 
Melvin  Biggs  of  the  Massachusetts  Institute  of 
Technology.  Based  on  Davenport's  work  and 
after  an  intensive  study  Le  Messurier  and  Biggs 
agree  that  our  proposed  revisions  are  based  on 
sound  engineering  principles  and  do  in  fact  meet 
the  design  requirements  for  this  city's  environ- 
ment. 

Mr.  Le  Messurier  is  a  member  of  the  com- 
mittee A58  of  the  American  Standards  Associa- 
tion which  is  writing  a  new  code  based  on  the 
same  principles  as  my  recommendation. 

The  use  of  my  recommended  revised  code  will 
not  penalize  designers  and  investors  with  unneces- 
sarily high  design  parameters.

The  Boston  City  Council  has  from  the  inception 
of  this  project  done  everything  within  its  powers 
to  expedite  it.  In  fact  from  time  to  time,  the 
City  Council  approved  orders  which  in  the  essence 
called  for  progress  reports.  Some  of  these  orders 
calling  for  specific  data  with  relation  to  the 
Central  Business  District  and  which  were  passed 
by  the  City  Council  were  orders  filed  by  me.

3.  How  much  money  have  we  remaining  ear- 
marked for  the  Central  Business  District  Project. 

4.  Enumerate  the  remaining  steps  required  by 
the  Federal  Government  to  completely  process 
this  project. 

5.  Project  as  closely  as  possible  the  dates  in 
which  the  city  or  the  Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority  will  initiate  the  remaining  steps. 

Needless  to  say  had  the  Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority  responded  to  these  prods  they  would 
not  find  themselves  in  the  dilemma  they  now  are 
in. 

At  best,  it  appears  that  all  Boston  can  hope  for 
at  the  present  time  is  to  rely  on  the  generosity 
and  understanding  of  the  Federal  Authority  of 
Boston's  dire  need  for  relief  in  the  Central  Busi- 
ness District  by  submitting  urban  renewal  projects 
of  segments  of  the  Central  Business  District. 

Passage  of  the  plan  at  this  time  is  in  effect 
bailing  out  the  Authority  for  their  failure  in 
meeting  the  requirements  of  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment. 

This  report  is  filed  so  that  the  Boston  public 
may  have  a  factual  account  of  the  present  status 
of  the  Central  Business  District  Project  and  also 
just  as  important  in  fairness  to  the  new  admin- 
istration.

RENEWAL  PLAN  AND  RELOCATION  FOR 
CENTRAL  BUSINESS  DISTRICT  PROJECT. 
The  following  was  received  : 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  December  1,  1967. 
The  Honorable  Patrick  F.  McDonough,  Chairman, 
Committee    on    Urban    Renewal,    City    Council, 
Boston,  Mass. 
Dear  Mr.  Chairman : 

I  have  been  advised  by  the  Redevelopment 
Authority  Administrator  of  a  procedural  change 
in  the  manner  the  Federal  Department  of  Housing 
and  Urban  Development  wishes  to  process  the 
proposed  Urban  Renewal  Plan  for  the  Central 
Business  District. 

In  my  original  submission  to  you,  I  requested 
passage  of  the  Urban  Renewal  Plan,  a  Coopera- 
tion Agreement  between  the  City  and  the  BRA, 
and  an  Urban  Renewal  Bond  Authorization  for 
$24  million.  This  submission  was  based  on  the 
assumption  that  the  total  project,  if  approved  by 
the  Council,  would  be  approved  by  HUD  even 
though  they  would  not  be  in  a  position  to  provide 
the  total  financing  immediately.  Discussions  were 
held  with  HUD  officials  and  the  BRA  was  hopeful 
of  working  out  an  agreement  whereby  the  funds 
for  the  project  would  be  made  available  over  a 
10-year  period  as  different  stages  of  the  project 
were  undertaken. 

Because  of  procedural  and  administrative  re- 
strictions, HUD  has  requested  that  the  project  be 
handled  in  a  different  manner.  HUD  will  not  be 
able  to  approve  the  total  project  plan  and  provide 
financing  for  portions.  What  HUD  has  agreed  to, 
however,  is  separate  Urban  Renewal  Plan  sub- 
missions for  each  stage  under  the  over-all  guide 
lines  established  by  the  total  Plan. 

Accordingly,  it  is  intended  now  to  begin  prep- 
aration of  three  Urban  Renewal  Projects  created 
from  the  previously  approved  early  land  acquisi- 
tion activities:  a  South  Station  Project;  a 
Franklin-School  Street  Project;  and  a  Boylston- 
Essex  Streets  Project;  and  a  new  project  en- 
compassing the  lower  Summer  Street  area  from 
Chauncy  street  to  South  Station.  These  individual 
projects  would  be  in  accord  with  the  total  CBD 
project  plan. 

This  system  of  carrying  out  the  CBD  Project 
will  be  procedurally  different  from  what  the  BRA 
had  hoped  to  work  out  with  HUD,  but 
substantially  the  situation  remains  the  same.  If 
the  Council  approves  the  proposed  Urban  Re- 
newal Plan,  the  project  still  will  be  carried  out  in 
stages  as  Federal  funds  are  available. 

Since  this  new  mechanism  will  require  Council 
action  for  each  stage  or  renewal  project,  it  is  not 
necessary  at  this  time  for  the  Council  to  approve 
the  proposed  Cooperation  Agreement  between  the 
City  and  BRA  or  the  requested  Urban  Renewal 
Bond  Authorization.  Each  future  project  sub- 
mission by  the  Authority  will  contain  these 
elements. 

However,  as  a  guide  for  over-all  downtown  re- 
development, as  a  type  of  "umbrella"  plan  under 
which  each  separate  project  plan  will  be  de- 
veloped, and  to  assure  over -all  eligibility  of  the 
total  CBD  area,  I  do  urge  the  Council  to  favor- 
ably act  upon  the  total  Plan.  I  am  advised  by 
the  Development  Administrator  that  four  separate 
Urban  Renewal  Projects,  as  detailed  above,  will 
be  ready  for  Council  action  in  six  to  eight  weeks. 
To  implement  these  recommendations  I  recom- 
mend that  the  Council  adopt  a  resolution  in  the 
form  attached  hereto.  The  attached  form  of 
resolution  is  identical  to  the  form  of  resolution 
I  transmitted  to  you  on  the  fourteenth  of  August, 
except  that  all  references  to  the  Cooperation 
Agreement  have  been  deleted.

Resolution  op  Boston  City  Council  Approv- 
ing Urban  Renewal  Plan  and  the  Feasibility 
of  Relocation  for  the  Central  Business  Dis- 
trict Urban  Renewal  Project. 

Whereas,  Under  the  provision  of  Title  I  of  the 
Housing  Act  of  1949,  as  amended,  the  federal 
Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Development 
(hereinafter    called    "HUD")    is    authorized    to 


provide  financial  assistance  to  local  public  agencies 
for  undertaking  and  carrying  out  urban  renewal 
projects: 

Whereas,  It  is  provided  in  such  act  that  con- 
tracts for  financial  aid  thereunder  shall  require 
that  the  Urban  Renewal  Plan  for  the  respective 
Project  Area  be  approved  by  the  governing  body 
of  the  locality  in  which  the  Project  is  situated 
and  that  such  approval  include  findings  by  the 
governing  body  that:  (1)  the  financial  aid  to  be 
provided  in  the  contract  is  necessary  to  enable 
the  Project  to  be  undertaken  in  accordance  with 
the  Urban  Renewal  Plan;  (2)  the  Urban  Renewal 
Plan  will  afford  maximum  opportunity,  consistent 
with  the  sound  needs  of  the  locality  as  a  whole, 
for  the  rehabilitation  or  redevelopment  of  the 
Urban  Renewal  Area  by  private  enterprise;  (3) 
the  Urban  Renewal  Plan  conforms  to  a  general 
plan  for  the  development  of  the  locality  as  a 
whole;  (4)  the  Urban  Renewal  Plan  gives  due 
consideration  to  the  provision  of  adequate  park 
and  recreational  areas  and  facilities,  as  may  be 
desirable  for  neighborhood  improvement,  with 
special  consideration  for  the  health,  safety,  and 
welfare  of  children  residing  in  the  general  vicinity 
of  the  site  covered  by  the  Plan;  (5)  the  objec- 
tives of  the  Urban  Renewal  Plan  cannot  be 
achieved  through  more  extensive  rehabilitation  of 
the  Project  Area;  and  (6)  if  the  Urban  Renewal 
Plan  permits  the  new  construction  of  housing  for 
transient  use,  there  exists  in  the  area  a  need  for 
additional  units  of  such  housing; 

Whereas.  The  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority 
(hereinafter  call  the  "Authority")  has  entered 
into  a  planning  contract  for  financial  assistance 
under  suoh  act  with  HUD,  pursuant  to  which 
Federal  funds  were  provided  for  the  undertaking 
of  surveys  and  plans  in  the  "Project  Area"  here- 
inafter referred  to ; 

Whereas,  There  has  been  prepared  an  Urban 
Renewal  Plan  for  the  Project  Area,  dated  July 
27,  1967,  entitled  "Urban  Renewal  Plan  Central 
Business  District  Area,"  consisting  of  a  title  page, 
a  table  of  contents  of  three  pages,  58  pages 
of  text  and  4  maps,  duly  approved  by  the  Author- 
ity on  August  2,  1967,  and  submitted  to  the 
City  Council  by  his  Honor  the  Mayor  for  ap- 
proval, and  the  Mayor  has  also  submitted  to  the 
Council  copies  of  each  of  the  following : 

(1)  A  program  prepared  by  the  Authority  for 
the  relocation  of  individuals  and  families  that 
may  be  displaced  as  a  result  of  carrying  out  the 
Project  in  accordance  with  the  Urban  Renewal 
Plan  (hereinafter  called  the  "Relocation  Pro- 
gram") ; 

(2)  A  resolution  of  the  Authority  adopted  on 
October  14,  1965,  determining  the  Project  Area 
to  be  a  decadent,  blighted,  deteriorated  and  de- 
teriorating area,  together  with  a  copy  of  the  notice 
of  such  determination  duly  published  in  the 
December  4,  1965,  issue  of  the  "City  Record"; 
and 

(3)  Resolutions  of  the  Authority  adopted  on 
August  2,  1967,  among  other  things  reaffirming 
the  said  October  14,  1965,  determination,  approv- 
ing the  Urban  Renewal  Plan  and  finding  that 
said  Plan  conforms  to  the  comprehensive  plan 
for  the  locality  as  a  whole,  and  approving  the 
conditions  under  which  relocation  payments  will 
be  made ; 

Whereas,  With  the  consent  of  the  State  De- 
partment of  Commerce  and  Development  and  the 
City  of  Boston  acting  by  the  Mayor  with  the 
authorization  of  the  City  Council,  with  the  ap- 
proval of  HUD  and  pursuant  to  a  Temporary 
Loan  Contract  under  said  Title  I,  the  Authority, 
as  provided  by  law,  prior  to  the  completion  of 
the  Urban  Renewal  Plan,  conducted  so-oalled 
"early  land  acquisition"  activities  in  the  Project 
Area  by,  among  other  things,  acquiring  parts  of 
the  Project  Area  and  conducting  relocation  activ- 
ities and  demolition  and  clearance  operations 
therein,  all  after  the  Authority  had  held  a  pub- 
lic hearing  after  due  and  proper  notice,  had 
received  and  heard  extensive  evidence,  data,  ex- 
hibits, views  and  opinions  and  had,  in  its  resolu- 
tion adopted  October  14,  1965,  made  certain 
findings  and  conclusions  concerning  the  buildings 
and  conditions  within  the  Project  Area; 

Whereas,  The  Authority  has  made  detailed 
studies  of  the  location,  physical  condition  of  the 
structures,  land  use,  environmental  influences, 
and  social,  cultural  arid  economic  conditions 
of  the  Project  Area  and  has  found  and  determined 
and  has  reaffirmed  that  the  character  and  con- 
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ditions  of  the  Project  Area  as  set  forth  in  its 
resolution  adopted  on  October  14,  1965,  do  exist, 
and  that  the  Project  Area  is  a  decadent  area 
in  that  it  is  an  area  which  is  detrimental  to  the 
safety,  health,  morals,  welfare  and  sound  growth 
of  the  Boston  community  because  of  the  existence 
of  buildings  which  are  out  of  repair,  physically 
deteriorated,  obsolete  and  in  need  of  major 
maintenance  and  repair,  and  because  buildings 
have  been  torn  down  and  not  replaced  and,  under 
existing  conditions,  it  is  improbable  that  the 
buildings  will  be  replaced,  and  because  of  a 
substantial  change  in  business  and  economic} 
conditions,  and  because  of  inadequate  light,  air 
and  open  space,  and  because  of  excessive  land 
coverage,  and  because  diversity  of  ownership, 
irregular  lot  sizes,  and  obsolete  street  patterns 
make  it  improbable  that  the  area  will  be  re- 
developed by  the  ordinary  operations  of  private 
enterprise;  and  the  members  of  the  City  Council 
have  been  fully  apprised  by  the  Authority  and 
are  aware  of  the  foregoing  facts  and  conditions ; 

Whereas,  The  Authority  has  applied  for  ad- 
ditional financial  assistance  under  such  act  and 
proposes  to  enter  into  an  additional  contract  or 
contracts  with  HUD  for  the  undertaking  of, 
and  for  making  available  additional  financial 
assistance  for,  the  Project; 

Whereas,  The  Authority,  pursuant  to  Chapter 
652  of  the  Acts  of  1960,  has  been  granted  the 
powers  and  performs  the  duties  conferred  on 
planning  boards  of  cities  in  Massachusetts  by 
general  laws  applicable  to  Boston,  including  Sec- 
tion 70  of  Chapter  41  of  the  Massachusetts  Gen- 
eral Laws,  and  has  also  been  granted  the  powers 
and  performs  the  duties  conferred  by  statute  or 
ordinance  on  the  former  City  of  Boston  Planning 
Board ; 

Whereas,  A  general  plan  entitled  "1965-1975 
General  Plan  for  the  City  of  Boston  and  the 
Regional  Core"  (herein  called  the  "General 
Plan")  has  been  prepared  and  was  duly  approved 
by  the  Authority  on  March  11,  19951,  and  is 
recognized  and  used  as  a  guide  for  the  general 
development  of  the  City  of  Boston  as  a  whole, 
and  the  Authority  has  duly  found  that  the  Urban 
Renewal  Plan  conforms  to  the  General  Plan, 
and  the  City  Council  has  duly  considered  both  of 
said  plans  as  well  as  said  findings ; 

Whereas,  The  Urban  Renewal  Plan  for  the 
Project  Area  prescribes  certain  land  uses  for  the 
Project  Area  and  will  require,  among  other 
things,  changes  in  zoning,  the  vacating  and  re- 
moval of  streets,  alleys,  and  other  public  ways, 
the  establishment  of  new  street  patterns,  the 
location  and  relocation  of  sewer  and  water  mains 
and  other  public  facilities,  and  other  public 
laetion ; 

Whereas,  The  Authority  has  caused  to  be 
made  on  behalf  of  the  community  a  competent 
independent  analysis  of  the  local  supply  of  hotel 
and  other  transient  housing,  and  the  Mayor 
has  submitted  to  the  City  Council  a  report  of 
said   analysis,  to   wit :  Transient   Housing 

Demand  Analysis,  bv  Larry  Smith  &  Company, 
Inc.,  dated  June  9,  1967; 

Whereas,  Under -Section  104  of  Title  I  of  the 
Housing  Act  of  1949,  as  amended,  the  city  must 
make  local  grants-in-aid,  as  defined  in  Section 
110(d)  of  said  Title  I,  equal  at  least  to  one  third 
of  the  actual  net  project  cost  for  the  Project  Area 
as  finally  determined  and  approved  by  HUD 
in  accordance  with  said  Title  I  and  the  Loan 
and  Grant  Contract  to  be  entered  into  between 
the  Authority  and  HUD ; 

Whereas,  As  part  of  the  Relocation  Program 
there  is  additional  supporting  information  and 
data  respecting  said  program  which  has  been 
prepared  by  the  Authority  as  a  result  of  studies, 
surveys  and  inspections ; 

Whereas,  The  members  of  the  City  Council 
have  general  knowledge  of  the  conditions  prevail- 
ing in  the  Project  Area  and  of  the  availability  of 
proper  housing  in  the  city  for  the  relocation  of 
individuals  and  families  that  may  be  displaced 
from  the  Project  Area  and,  in  the  light  of  such 
knowledge  of  local  housing  conditions,  have  care- 
fully considered  and  reviewed  such  proposals  for 
relocation ; 

Whereas,  It  is  necessary  that  the  Boston  City 
Council  take  appropriate  official  action  respecting 
the  Relocation  Program  and  the  Urban  Renewal 
Plan  for  the  Project; 

Whereas,  Title  VI  of  the  Civil  Rights  Act  of 
1964,    and    the   regulations   of   HUD    effectuating 


that  Title,  provide  that  no  person  shall,  on  the 
ground  of  race,  color,  or  national  origin,  be  ex- 
cluded from  participation  in,  be  denied  the  ben- 
efits of,  or  be  subjected  to  discrimination  in  the 
undertaking  and  carrying  out  of  urban  renewal 
projects  assisted  under  Title  I  of  the  Housing 
Act  of  1949,  as  amended; 

Whereas,  A  public  hearing  on  the  Project  and 
rhe  Urban  Renewal  Plan  was  held,  after  due 
liotice  of  the  date,  time,  place  and  purpose 
thTeof,  at  which  evidence  was  received  and 
op  nions  were  heard  by  the  City  Councillors 
froi.i  residents  of  and  business  people  from  the 
Project  Area  and  other  persons  with  respect 
thereto,  and  all  persons  desiring  to  be  heard 
concerning  the  Project  or  the  said  Plan  were  so 
heard  ;    and 

Whereas,  The  members  of  the  City  Council  have 
carefully  considered  and  reviewed  the  Urban 
Renewal  Plan  in  the  light  of  (1)  the  aforesaid 
Relocation  Program,  the  Transient  Housing  De- 
mand Analysis,  and  the  Authority's  resolutions, 
determinations  and  findings  hereinbefore  referred

(9)  That  it  is  hereby  found  and  determined 
that  the  program  for  the  proper  relocation  of 
the  individuals  and  families  displaced  in  carrying 
out  the  Proieat  in  decent,  safe,  and  sani- 
tary dwellings  in  conformity  with  acceptable 
standards  is  feasible  and  can  be  reasonably 
and  timely  effected  to  permit  the  proper  pros- 
ecution and  completion  of  the  Project:  and  that 
such  dwellings  or  dwelling  units  available  or  to 
be  made  available  to  such  displaced  individuals 
and  families  are  at  least  eaual  in  number  to  the 
number  of  displaced  individuals  and  families,  are 
not  generally  less  desirable  in  regard  to  public 
utilities  and  public  and  commercial  facilities 
than  the  dwellings  of  the  displaced  individuals 
and  families  in  the  Proiect  Area,  are  available 
at  rents  or  prices  within  the  financial  means  of 
the  disolaced  individuals  and  families,  and  are 
reasonably  accessible  to  their  places  of  employ- 
ment :

Plan ;  and  (c)  stands  ready  to  consider  and  take 
appropriate  action  upon  proposals  and  measures 
designed  to  effectuate  the  Urban  Renewal   Plan ; 

(11)  That  additional  financial  assistance  under 
the  provisions  of  Title  I  of  the  Housing  Act  of 
1949,  as  amended,  is  necessary  to  enable  the  land 
in  the  Project  Area  to  be  renewed  in  accordance 
with  the  Urban  Renewal  Plan  and,  accordingly, 
the  filing  by  the  Authority  of  an  application  or 
applications  for  such  financial  assistance  under 
said  Title  I  is  hereby  approved  and  ratified; 

(12)  That  the  United  States  of  America  and 
the  Secretary  of  HUD  be,  and  they  hereby  are, 
assured  of  full  compliance  by  the  City  Council 
with  regulations  of  HUD  effectuating  Title  VI  of 
the  Civil  Rights  Act  of  1964.

(v)  Based  on  the  standards  set  forth  in  (i)  — 
(iv)  above,  inclusive,  priority  will  be  given  to 
elderly  persons  residing  in  the  City  of  Boston  at 
the  time  of  application  who  had  a  usual  place  of 
abode  in  the  City  of  Boston  for  not  less  than 
one  year. 

Rent 

Rents  will  be  no  higher  than  required  to  meet 
mortgage  debt  service,  and  the  reasonable  and 
ordinary  expenses  of  operating  the  housing  proj- 
ect. No  profit  shall  inure  to  the  benefit  of  Jewish 
Community  Housing  for  the  Elderly,  Inc.,  but  it 
shall  be  permitted  to  accumulate  a  reasonable 
reserve  for  contingencies. 

Option 

The  Jewish  Community  Housing  for  the  Elderly, 
Inc.,  shall  grant  to  the  Boston  Housing  Authority

(up  to  10  percent)  are  not  vacant,  then  The 
Jewish  Community  Housing  for  the  Elderly,  Inc., 
shall  make  units  available  to  said  Authority  as 
they  become  vacant  until  the  quota  of  units 
requested  by  said  Authority  has  been  filled.  The 
aforesaid  option  shall  expire  with  respect  to  each 
phase  of  the  project  if  not  exercised  by  notice  in 
writing  prior  to  the  expiration  of  five  years  after 
such  phase  of  the  project  has  first  been  occupied.

ORDINANCE  ESTABLISHING  AN 
EMPLOYEE  TRAINING  COMMITTEE 

The  following  was  received :

To  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen : 

Chapter  24B  of  the  Acts  of  1964  authorizes 
the  appropriation  of  funds  to  cover  the  cost  of 
in-service  training  for  certain  municipal  officers 
or  employees  relating  to  special  aspects  of  their 
duties.  There  is  no  program  authorized,  however, 
to  develop  municipal  officers  and  employees  for 
senior  management  responsibilities  in  the  future. 
Incumbents  of  positions  having  senior  manage- 
ment responsibilities  should  not  receive  their 
training  while  serving  in  such  positions,  but  to  as- 
sure their  competency  from  the  time  of  their  ap- 
pointment, such  training  should  antedate  their 
appointment. 

It  is  believed  that  to  provide  such  antecedent 
training  would  not  be  inconsistent  with  the  Con- 
stitution or  with  laws  enacted  by  the  General 
Court;  and  that  to  do  so  would  not  exercise  a 
power  or  function  either  expressly  or  by  clear 
implication  denied  by  the  City  Charter.  Accord- 
ingly, I  submit  to  you,  and  recommend  for  adop- 
tion under  section  6  of  the  Home  Rule  Amend- 
ment to  the  Constitution  of  Massachusetts,  an 
ordinance  establishing  an  Employee  Training 
Committee  which  would  administer  such  funds 
as  may  be  appropriated  to  train,  in  such  way  as 
such  committee  deems  best  suited  to  the  public 
needs,  municipal  employees  for  senior  manage- 
ment responsibilities.

It  is  expected  that  localities  will  complete 
project  planning<or  preparation  of  a  GNRP  within 
a  two-year  period.  Although  it  is  recognized  that 
there  may  be  legitimate  reasons  for  a  locality's 
inability  to  meet  this  goal,  it  is  not  expected  that 
a  locality  will  require  more  than  three  years  to 
complete  the  planning  of  an  urban  renewal  project 
or  preparation  of  a  GNRP.  Therefore  HUD  will 
continuously  evaluate  each  project  or  GNRP  in 
planning.  When  project  planning  or  GNRP  prepa- 
ration has  been  in  progress  36  months  or  longer 
and  the  Part  II  Loan  and  Grant  Application  or 
GNRP  has  not  been  approved  by  the  local 
governing  body,  the  grant  reservation  will  expire. 
Where  the  circumstances  warrant,  the  LPA  will 
be  allowed  to  complete  planning  of  the  project  or 
preparation  of  the  GNRP.  In,  oases  where  the 
LPA  has  an  application  for  a  new  project  pending 
with' HUD,  or  requires  an  increase  in  a  project 
currently  in  planning  or  execution,  HUD  will 
consider  the  funding  of  such  project  from  expired 
grants.  Where  an  LPA  has  been  allowed  to  com- 
plete planning  of  a  project  with  an  expired  grant, 
HUD  will  consider  a  Loan  and  Grant  Application 
for  the  project,  on  its  merits  and  on  the  same 
basis  as  an  orginal  request  for  federal  recognition 
except  that  they  do  not  need  to  meet  the  national 
goals  criteria  of  LPA  Letter  No.  418,  provided 
the   factors    delaying    planning    have   been   satis- 


factorily resolved  and  the  project  is  ready  to  move 
into  execution. 

HUD  will  also  consider  allowing  the  voluntary 
transfer  of  funds  from  projects  in  planning 
which  local  officials  determine  have  a  lower  local 
priority  than  a  pending  application  for  a  new 
project  or  a  needed  increase  in  an  existing  project. 
In  these  cases  of  voluntary  transfer,  the  LPA 
will  also  be  allowed  to  complete  project  planning 
on  projects  from  which  the  grant  is  relinquished 
and  to  submit  Loan  and  Grant  Applications  at 
a  later  date  to  be  considered  on  their  merits  on 
the  same  basis  as  original  requests  for  federal 
recognition  of  a  project,  except  that  they  do 
not  need  to  meet  the  national  goals  criteria  of 
LPA  Letter  No.  418.

In  closing,  it  is  well  to  note  that 
The  Boston  City  Council  has  from  the  incep- 
tion of  this  project  done  everything  within  its 
powers  to  expedite  it.  In  fact  from  time  to  time, 
the  City  Council  approved  orders  which  in  the 
essence  called  for  progress  reports.  Some  of  these 
orders  calling  for  specific  data  with  relation  to 
the  Central  Business  District  and  which  were 
passed  by  the  City  Council  were  orders  filed  by 
me.  Some  of  them  may  be  found  in  the  official 
minutes   of   the    "City   Record,"    September    19, 

1966,  page  185;  May  8,  1967,  page  148;  June  12, 

1967,  page  176;   June  19,  page  179. 

Typical  of  the  text  of  orders  filed  by  me  and 
approved  by  the  Council  is  the  following : 


"Answer  in  writing  to  the  following": 

1.  A  brief  and  concise  statement  as  to  the 
present  status  of  the  Central  Business  District 
Project. 

2.  How  much  money  is  needed  for  completion 
of  the  Central  Business  District  Project. 

3.  How  much  money  have  we  remaining  ear- 
marked for  the  Central  Business  District  Project. 

4.  Enumerate  the  remaining  steps  required  by 
the  federal  government  to  completely  process  this 
project. 

5.  Project  as  closely  as  possible  the  dates  in 
which  the  city  or  the  Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority  will  initiate  the  remaining  steps.

Minority  Report  of  Councillor  William  J. 

Foley,    Jr.,    Member    op    the    Committee    on 

Urban     Renewail     re     Approval     of     Central 

Business    District    Urban    Renewal   Project. 

1 

Professor  Galbraith  said,  "Criticism  is  the 
engine  of  change  in  a  free  society." 

The  basic  evil  in  this  project  is  that  those 
who  planned  it  over  the  years  were  subject  under 
no  circumstances  whatever  to  criticism  according 
to  the  rules  of  the  game  in  Boston. 

Some  years  ago  when  this  project  came  before 
the  City  Council  on  the  question  of  beginning  the 
planning  process,  a  fellow  councillor,  no  longer 
with  us,  suggested  the  committee  for  the  Central 
Business  District  mechanism  was  the  wrong  way 
to  approach  this  project.  I  voted  otherwise.  I 
am  afraid  I  must  now  concede  he  was  right. 
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Urban  renewal  in  Boston  is  divided  logically 
into  projects  aimed  at  residential  rehabilitation, 
and  those  projects  aimed  at  economic  rehabilita- 
tion of  the  city,  and  particularly  its  tax  base. 

Economic  rehabilitation  of  the  city  subdivides 
into  two  questions : 

1.  That  of  the  grand  strategy  of  economic 
renewal  and  rehabilitation  of  the  City  of  Boston, 
and 

2.  The  particular  strategy  in  a  given  project 
area. 

These  hearings  developed  the  fact  that  those 
responsible  for  both  the  project  and  urban 
renewal  in  Boston  have  given  no  thought  to  the 
grand  strategy  of  the  economic  renewal  of  the 
City  oi  Boston.  It  isn't  that  the  strategy  is  bad 
or  questionable,  or  that  I  am  a  poor  economist 
(which  I  concede).  It  is  simply  there  is  no 
grand  strategy  for  the  economic  rehabilitation  of 
the  City  of  Boston  which  has  been  seriously 
considered   at   all. 

I  am  sure  that  the  remarks  of  the  Chairman  of 
the  Board  of  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Author- 
ity in  the  transcript  of  the  first  hearings  this  time 
(dated  November  9,  1967)  will  clearly  demon- 
strate the  validity  of  that  assertion. 

As  to  the  economic  strategy  for  this  particular 
project,  I  suggest  that  there  is  one  grave  over-all 
mistake  made  here.  That  is :  the  project  should 
look  toward  a  completed  Under  Common  Garage. 
Instead  the  entire  projeat  is  turned  around  to 
look  toward  the  5,000-car  garage  in  South 
Station.  This  is  a  mistake. 

Parenthetically,  I  have  been  stating  on  the 
record  for  years  that  the  one  employee  of  the 
Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  who  could  do 
the  most  for  Boston  would  be  an  economist  of 
substance  generously  compensated  and  free  to 
speak  his  mind.  I  am  quite  certain  that  such  an 
economist  would  tell  us  what  we  have  done  so 
far  is  very  poor,  that  he  would  not  lend  his 
name  to  either  the  grand  strategy  for  economic 
renewal  of  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority 
or  the  particular  project  strategy  here.  We  do 
not  have  such  a  man. 
3 
I  invite  the  attention  of  all  to  the  fact  that  the 
increase  in  tax  yield  because  of  direct  govern- 
mental activity  in  the  project  area  will  at  the 
end  of  a  decade  be  in  the  order  of  four  and  a 
half  million  dollars.  This  is  so  negligible  as  to, 
be  absurd.  We  need  much  more  than  that.  This 
project  area  should  generate  much  more  than 
that,  particularly  after  we  have  wasted  104  acres 
on  the  waterfront,  after  we  have  wasted  acreage 
in  Charlestown  at  the  State  Prison  site  (50 
acres),  after  we  have  wasted  Castle  square  (28 
acres).  We  have  to  get  the  money  somewhere.  To 
raise  so  little  here  is  a  joke. 
4 
There  is  no  question  whatever  in  my  mind  the 
Under  Common  Garage  should  be  built  to  its  full 
2,500-ear  capacity  and  that  vehicular  access 
should  be  provided  to  Storrow  Drive,  and 
pedestrian  access  to  Tremont  and  Washington 
streets. 

It  appears  from  questioning  at  the  hearings 
this  could  be  accomplished  for  less  money  than 
it  would  cost  to  build  a  traffic  tunnel  for  certain 
stores  in  the  downtown  area.  It  would  seem  that 
the  central  business  district,  if  it  is  to  prosper, 
should  have  sC  garage  as  sizeable  as  that  of  the 
Government  Center,  and  comparable  access.  The 
Under  Common  Garage  as  presently  constructed 
is  not  such  a  garage.  For  a  modest  amount  of 
money  it  could  be  brought  to  size  and  cause 
the  central  business  district,  correspondingly,  to 
prosper.  It  is  a  mistake  not  to  do  so. 
5 
The  South  Station  garage  should  be  built  with 
a  three-story  air-rights  structure  over  the  park- 
ing. This  would  provide  nearly  2  million  square 
feet  of  space  for  development.  Such  a  structure 
would  yield  $2  million  annual  revenue  to  the  City 
of  Boston  beginning  two  or  three  years  from  now 
as  contrasted  with  four  and  a  half  million  dollars 
revenue  at  the  end  of  a  decade  for  the  rest  of  the 
200-acre  project  area.  It  strikes  me  we  needed  $2 
million  yesterday.  We  will  surely  need  it  in  two 
years.  We  can  and  should  have  it. 

If  it  is   feared  »that  economic  activities  there 
would    hurt    other    established    buildings    in   the 


downtown,  all  that  is  required  would  be  more 
imaginative  thought.  There  is  a  Merchandise 
Mart  in  Chicago.  I  am  sure  there  is  a  need  for 
new,  inexpensive  office  space  in  this  city  to  an 
almost  unlimited  degree. 

Imagination  could  develop  that  space  and  per- 
haps more  space  on  the  roof  of  the  garage. 

But  it  is  not  to  be.  It  is  a.  tragedy,  and  it  is 
a  direct  reflection  of  the  artificial  turning  around 
of  the  project  to  face  the  garage  in  South 
Station. 

6 
We  notice  in  the  project  plan  and  the  South 
Cove  plan  almost  unlimited  approval  for  parking 
garages.  As  one  who  was  caught  in  downtown 
Boston  from  quarter  to  five  to  11 :30  recently  in 
a  traffic  jam,  I  am  somewhat  doubtful  of  the 
need  of  additional  parking  garages  in  the  down- 
town area.  I  think  the  surest  way  to  fill  a  hole 
on  the  map  is  to  permit  someone  to  build  a 
parking  garage,  but  I  am  equally  certain  those 
parking  garages  under  the  present  arrangement 
for  using  them  are  unwise.  I  note  Gruen  Associ- 
ates apparently  are  approving  such  arrangements, 
whereas  elsewhere  they  describe  them  as  un- 
desirable. As  a  matter  of  fact,  Gruen  has  come 
to  be  known  nationally  for  recommending  keep- 
ing automobiles  at  the  periphery.  Here  it  is 
otherwise.  I  conclude  only  that  the  consultants 
recommend  what  the  client  wants  recommended. 
7 
The  elaborate  and  expensive  provision  for  tun- 
nel access  for  trucks  to  these  retail  stores  could  be 
avoided  by  making  arrangements  with  the  Massa- 
chusetts Bay  Transportation  Authority  to  bring 
goods  in  on  freight  cars  through  existing  tunnels 
in  the  downtown  area.  On  several  occasions  I 
have  explored  this  possibility  with  those  repre- 
senting the  largest  of  the  retail  stores.  I  am 
satisfied  that,  whether  possible  or  not,  very  little 
thought  has  gone  into  the  question  of  the 
feasibility  of  moving  freight  upon  MBTA  track- 
age. 

I  suggest  further  that  throughout  this  plan  are 
elaborate  provisions  for  protecting  the  pedes- 
trians from  inclement  weather.  It  strikes  me  to 
move  pedestrians  about  in  the  downtown  area, 
one  might  simply  permit  them  to  ride  the  sub- 
ways free.  I  don't  remember  being  soaked  by 
rain  in  a  subway  yet.  But  again,  investigation 
indicates  it  has  occurred  to  no  one.  No  one  is 
really  interested. 

8 

I  want  to  record  for  anyone  who  may  later 
read  these  words  that  on  the  first  day  of  the 
hearing,  the  Chairman  was  presented  with  a  list 
of  14  or  15  very  prominent  men  in  the  City  of 
Boston  who  proposed  to  testify  by  reading  pre- 
pared statements  on  a  time  schedule  similar  to 
that  governing  the  departure  of  aircraft  at  Logan 
Airport.  These  eminent  gentlemen  had  planned  to 
be  heard  at  a  certain  time,  had  made  luncheon 
arrangements  accordingly,  and  appointments  in 
their  offices  in  the  afternoon,  all  on  the  basis 
that  they  would  be  heard  in  a  given  order  and  at 
a  certain  time.  This,  of  course,  assumed  no  one 
would  ask  them  any  questions,  and  I  challenge 
anyone  to  conclude  anything  except  that  in  the 
minds  of  those  eminent  gentlemen  Council  hearings 
are  a  purely  ceremonial  function,  having  no  con- 
nection at  all  with  the  so-called  "decision-making 
process"  in  this  city. 

One  of  Sir  Winston  Churchill's  titles  was  "Lord 
Warden  of  Cinge  Ports,"  a  ceremonial  title  relat- 
ing to  British  history  half  a  millenium  ago.  In 
the  minds  of  these  gentlemen  it  appears  that 
"City  Councillor"  in  Boston  is  equally  ceremonial, 
even  though  under  federal  law,  this  Council  is 
the   local  governing  body. 

I  mean  this  seriously.  I  suggest  that  this  is 
what  it  has  really  come  to.  This  is  what  causes 
the  political  upheaval  in  this  city.  Bottled  up 
frustrations  will  eventually  be  heard.  If  not 
through  a  duly  and  deliberately  elected  body, 
then  otherwise. 


This  project  was  planned  under  an  outgoing 
Mayor  and  Development  Administrator  (Edward 
Logue) ,  and  it  is  now  to  be  handed  in  the  last  20 
days  of  an  8-year  administration  to  an  incoming 
Mayor  to  be  executed.  To  a  large  extent,  the  in- 
coming Mayor  lives  or  dies  by  the  revenue  which 
this  effort  will  or  will  not  produce. 
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It  promises  to  produce  very  little  revenue  and 
that  a  decade  from  now. 

"Too  little  and  too  late,"  would  characterize 
this  plan.  It  should  not  so  be  handed  for  execu- 
tion to  a  new  Mayor.  He  should  have  time  to 
think  it  over,  take  it  apart,  and  analyze  it  to  see 
if  it  makes  sense.  It  has  been  in  the  planning 
stage  six  years.  The  man  responsible  for  its 
execution  should  have,  at  least,  a  few  weeks  to 
analyze  it  in  depth.  On  that  basis  alone,  I  think 
it  is  unwise  to  vote  this  project  at  this  time. 
10 

Last  and  finally,  I  want  to  extend  my  sym- 
pathies to  the  Chairman  of  the  Urban  Renewal 
Committee  who  has  thus  been  handed  this 
bucket  of  worms  to   process.

SALE    OF    DISCONTINUED    PORTION    OF 
PARK  SQUARE  TO  BERTRAM  A.  DRUKER

Gentlemen : 

I  transmit  herewith  communication  received 
from  John  F.  Flaherty,  Chairman  of  the  Public 
Improvement  Commission,  advising  of  the  dis- 
continuance of  a  portion  of  Park  square  as  a 
public  highway  and  recommending  the  sale  of  the 
City  of  Boston's  interest  to  Bertram  A.  Druker. 
Mr.  Druker  controls  the  lands  abutting  the  dis- 
continued area  upon  which  there  is  planned  to  be 
constructed  an  office  building  of  at  least  twenty- 
two  stories  and  which  will  house  the  main  office 
of  the  Eastern  Gas  and  Fuel  Associates. 

The  building  will  contain  an  underground 
garage1  partly  within  the  discontinued  area 
rendering  necessary  the  relocation  of  utilities 
presently  in  the  street.  All  such  relocation  is  to 
be  accomplished  without  cost  to  the  city. 

I   transmit   herewith   an   order   authorizing   the 
conveyance     of  the  City  of  Boston's  interest  in 
the  discontinued  area  of  Park  square  and  recom- 
mend its  adoption  by  your  Honorable  Body.

Gentlemen : 

Petitions  of  Mr.  Bertram  Druker,  agent  for 
Evelyn  Fisher,  dated  October  3,  1967,  and  Octo- 
ber 23,  1967,  requesting  the  discontinuance  of 
portions  of  Park  square,  Boston  Proper  District, 
on  the  northwesterly  side,  were  received  by  the 
Public  Improvement  Commission  together  with 
an  offer  to  purchase  the  city's  interest  in  the 
discontinued  area. 

Duly  advertised  public  hearings  were  held  on 
October  24,  1967,  and  November  14,  1967.  All 
abutters,  along  with  the  petitioners,  were  noti- 
fied of  said  hearings  by  registered  mail,  return 
receipt  requested.  At  the  hearings  Attorney  John 
Christoforo  stated  that  his  client,  Mr.  Bertram 
Druker,  has  land  under  agreement  with  Eastern 
Gas  and  Fuel  Associates  for  the  construction  of  a 
high-rise  office  building  with  underground  park- 
ing facilities  on  the  site,  and  that  the  discon- 
tinued portions  were  necessary  to  provide  for 
underground  parking.  Following  the  public  hear- 
ings the  Public  Improvement  Commission  voted 
to  discontinue  a  portion  of  Park  square  as  shown 
on  the  accompanying  plan,  reserving  to  the  City 
of  Boston  all  existing  utility  rights  and  ease- 
ments until  all  city-owned  utilities  are  satisfac- 
torily relocated  in  the  public  highway  outside  of 
said  area  of  discontinuance,  without  cost  to  the 
Citv  of  Boston. 

The  Public  Improvement  Commission  deter- 
mined that  the  land  lying  within  the  entire  dis- 
continued area  of  8,312  square  feet  in  Park 
square  is  no  loneer  required  for  public  purposes, 
and  further  determined  that  the  portion  of  land 
in  the  discontinued  area  which  is  owned  in  fee  by 
the  City  of  Boston  contains  approximately  5,388 
square  feet  and  has  a  fair  market  value  of 
8152,000  and,  therefore,  recommends  that  a  sale 
be  made  to  the  petitioners  of  the  city's  interest 
in  the  discontinued  area  for  this  sum.

Druker  but  stand  of  record  in  the  name  of 
Evelyn  Fisher.  The  third  parcel  is  the  property 
of  the  George  Robert  White  Fund  under  lease  to 
Bertram  A.  Druker  which  lease  contains  an 
option  held  by  the  lessee  providing  for  the  pur- 
chase of  the  leased  property; 

Whereas,  The  Public  Improvement  Commission 
has  determined  that  the  discontinued  area  of 
Park  square  is  no  longer  required  for  public 
purposes  and  has  recommended  the  sale  of  the 
City  of  Boston's  interest  to  Bertram  A.  Druker 
for  the  sum  of  one  hundred  fifty-two  thousand 
(152,000)  dollars;  now  therefore  it  is  hereby

Your  consideration  is  requested  for  an  increase 
in  compensation  grade  for  the  position  of  Court

PAYMENT   OF   $4,000   TO   BOSTON   OPERA 
ASSOCIATION 

The   following  was  received : 
City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  December  15,  1967. 
To  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen : 

The  Collector-Treasurer  has  called  to  my 
attention  that  he  is  still  holding  in  a  trust 
account  awaiting  disposition  an  amount  of  84,000 
which  came  to  exist  as  follows.  In  March,  1962, 
the  Boston  Opera  Association,  Inc.,  gave  the  City 
of  Boston  $281,155  so  that  provisions  for 
operatic  performances  might  be  included  in  the 
design  of  the  Municipal  Auditorium.  Under  the 
terms  of  the  gift,  the  $281,155  was  to  be 
invested  pending  actual  expenditure;  and  the 
Boston  Opera  Association,  Inc.,  pledged  as  an 
additional  gift  the  amount  by  which  $78,845 
should  exceed  the  net  income  from  such  invest- 
ment. In  March,  1964,  with  both  the  City  and 
the  Opera  Association  thinking  that  such  income 
was  $13,996.38,  the  Opera  Association  paid  the 
city  $64,848.62  in  fulfillment  of  its  pledge.  Sub- 
sequent audit  disclosed  that  the  income  was 
$4,000  more  than  previously  thought,  i.e.,  was 
$17,996.38,  not  $13,996.38.  If  there  had  not  been 
this  mutual  mistake  as  to  the  amount  of  the 
income,  the  ODera  Association  would  have  given 
the  city  only  $60,848.62  additional.  I  believe  that 
in  equity  and  good  conscience,  the  $4,000  should 
be  paid  to  the  Boston  Opera  Association,  Inc., 
and  the  account  dosed.  Submitted  herewith  is 
an   order  to   that  effect.

Gentlemen  : 

This  is  in  response  to  your  request  for  my 
opinion  with  respect  to  the  proposed  ordinance 
pending  before  your  Honorable  Board  which 
would  amend  the  first  sentence  of  Rev.  Ord. 
(1961),  c.  3,  s.  12,  by  inserting  after  the  words 
"none  but  citizens  shall  be  employed  in  any 
capacity"  the  words :  —  except  that  alien  physi- 
cians and  nurses  may  be  employed  in  a  hospital 
or  other  health  care  institution  under  the  charge 
of  the  board  of  health  and  hospitals. 

This  proposed  ordinance  will  enable  the  Board 
of  Health  and  Hospitals  to  take  advantage  of 
chapter  89  of  the  Acts  of  1967  exempting  certain 
physicians  and  nurses  employed  by  the  Common- 
wealth or  a  political  subdivision  thereof  from 
the  Loyalty  Oath  prescribed  for  public  em- 
ployees; and  consequently  it  would,  in  my 
opinion,    be    a    valid    enactment. 

I  understand  that  a  motion  has  been  made  to 
amend  the  pending  ordinance  by  adding  at  the 
end  of  the  words  it  would  insert  the  further 
words  "after  certification  by  a  local  department 
head  of  an  existing  emergency  there  will  be  an 
assent  to  that  certification  by  the  collective 
bargaining  agent  of  the  particular  association  or 
labor  group  affected."  Collective  bargaining 
representatives  by  law  deal  with  wages,  hours 
and  other  conditions  of  employment,  but  not 
with  the  appointment  which  gives  rise  to  em- 
ployment and  continues  to  be  the  exclusive 
function  of  the  appointing  authority,  in  this 
case,  the  Board  of  Health  and  Hospitals.  The 
preferred  amendment  would  thus  entail  an  im- 
proper subordination  of  the  rights  of  the  ap- 
pointing authority  to  the  collective  bargaining 
representative.  It  is  my  opinion,  therefore,  that 
the  amendment  under  consideration  would,  if 
adopted,  invalidate  the  proposed  ordinance  and 
accordingly  should  be  laid  aside.

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REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON 
APPROPRIATIONS  AND  FINANCE 

Coun.  LANGONE  for  the  Committee  on  Ap- 
propriations and  Finance,  submitted  the  follow- 
ing: 

Mr.  President,  I  just  want  to  make  a  final 
report  of  the  Committee  on  Appropriations  and 
Finance  for  the  current  year,  and  I  want  to  say  I 
believe  that  the  present  Council  has  done  a  very 
enviable  and  creditable  job  by  way  of  reconstruc- 
tion of  public  buildings  in  the  city. 

We  will  have  spent  between  last  year  and  this 
year  $46,527,^92  for  public  improvements  and 
buildings  by  way  of  new  construction,  and  this 
is,  certainly,  a  record.  I  don't  believe  there  has 
been  this  amount  of  money  spent  on  replacing 
new  buildings,  particularly  buildings  which  have 
needed  replacement,  some  problem  schools,  new 
schools  to  be  constructed,  the  public  library  has 
an  $18  million  addition,  at  the  main  library,  plus 
six  new  district  libraries;  the  Fire  Department 
with  five  new  fire  stations  built  with  money 
appropriated. 

We  have  commenced  a  giant  rebuilding  pro- 
gram at  the  City  Hospital  with  money  appro- 
priated from  these  orders  during  the  current 
year,  at  least,  three  new  buildings.  The  Parks 
and  Recreation  will  commence  on  seven  new  re- 
creational centers  for  which  money  has  been 
made  available  for  planning  and  design.  A  mil- 
lion dollars  in  portable  schools. 

I  didn't  have  time  to  put  this  into  a  full 
report  because  I  just  received  the  figures  and  the 
items  from  Public  Facilities  this  afternoon,  but 
I  will  give  the  reporter  a  copy  of  this  particular 
matter  so  that  she  can  make  it  a  part  of  the 
record. 

Truly,  I  would  like  to  say  that  this  has  been 
one  of  the  most  productive  Councils  in  the 
history  of  the  City  Council.  I  think  we  have 
started  what  is  the  beginning  of  a  new  Boston 
public  buildings  program  by  way  of  appropria- 
tion of  46  and  a  half  million  dollars,  plus  we 
have  appropriated  this  year  $5  million  for  ad- 
ditional departmental  equipment  which  will  give 
the  people  better  service  this  year  by  way  of 
snow  removal  equipment,  plows,  and  the  Fire 
Department  will  have  25  percent  new  equipment 
in  its  department,  new  rolling  stock.  The  Police 
Department  will  have  additional  vehicles.  The 
Fire  Department,  I  believe,  is  also  getting  a  new 
fireboat  out  of  this  money. 

In  reporting  to  your  Honorable  Body,  for  the 
record,  I  certainly  would  like  to  congratulate  the 
present  Council  for  its  two  years  of  service,  par- 
ticularly in  this  field.  Certainly,  this  Council  in 
its  closing  meeting  today  ought  to  be  able  to 
take  credit  for  working  out  with  the  administra- 
tion a  program  which  will  see  the  people  of  the 
City  of  Boston  will  get  supplementation  of  their 
present  services,  with  the  addition  of  this  new 
equipment  and  new  buildings.  Certainly,  it  will 
make  for  a  better  Boston  and  for  the  record,  I 
want  it  on  the  record  so  that  in  the  future  when 
these  buildings  have  been  completed,  at  least, 
the  1966-1967  Council  should  get  some  credit 
for  taking  action  on  this  particular  rebuilding 
program. 

As  I  don't  have  a  full  report,  I  will  make  this 
available,  I  will  give  a  copy  to  the  stenographer 
so  that  she  can  make  it  a  part  of  the  record. 

Certainly,  I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity 
to  congratulate  the  1966-1967  Council  for  its 
part  in  rebuilding  the  public  buildings  of  the 
city  and  the  additon  of  new  equipment  to  give 
the  people  of  the  City  of  Boston  better  service.
